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ALPHABETIZATION. 

The arranging of the names in a di- 
rectory is frequently spoken of as "com- 
pilation," but the use of the terra in 
this sense is not wholly correct. The 
directory itself is, as a whole, a compi- 
lation, because it is " an act of bringing 
together ; a gathering of materials . . . 
from different sources but the actual 
arrangement of the names is more prop- 
erly characterized by the mouth-filling 
word " alphabetization." 

The alphabetical order is tho common 
form adopted for the arrangement of all 
reference reading-matter, whether in 
dictionaries, directories, encyclopaedias, 
or what not. The system is so simple 
as soarcely to need explanation even to 
a tyro : yet in its practical carrying out 
many aberrations exist, and upon some 
minor points there is a lack of agreement 
as to details of practice. These depart- 
ures from the simple rule of alphabeti- 
zation are due mainly to a lack of agree- 
ment as to the force or effect of certain 
symbols or abbreviations which are en- 
countered in any matter which is to be 
alphabetically arranged. 

For example, to take the first illstra- 
tion which comes to mind, what is the 
proper place, in an alphabetized work 
such as the directory, of the descriptive 
initial used in place of the Christian 
name P One theory holds that as the 
name which the initial "A" represents 
may be either Alfred, Arthur or Azrael, 
in the lack of definite information the 
surname distinguished by the simple 
initial "A" should follow all designated 
by Christian names beginning with "A." 
But is not this departing from the spirit 
of alphabetization '? What warrant is 
there for the assumption Y As we have 
it the name is distinguished by an "A" 
pure and simple. We should not assume 
that it represents anything but "A"; 
and as admittedly A precedes Ab in any 
alphabetical arrangement. "Smith, A." 
should precede "Smith, Abelard." By 
the same analogy, "Smith. A. Z." would 
precede "Smith, AlpheusG." as "Smith, 



John Z." would precede " Smith, Joseph 
G." The first initial stands as a word ; 
the second is but a supplementary de- 
scriptive. 

Another point as to which there is 
some lack of uniformity in practice in 
directory otiices is the place of the " &." 
Although it is generally placed after all 
the letters of the alphabet, as we found 
it in our primers, yet there are cases in 
which it is given precedence, apparently 
on the assumption that it is the repre- 
sentative of the word "and," and should 
bo so alphabetized. Is the assumption 
correct ? For example, if we should be 
arranging the Masons: "Mason, Aaron " 
would probably come first, followed in 
order by Elihu, Jephtha, Samson, and 
so on, representing the Ma6on tribe. 
" Mason & Dixon " should of right fol- 
low the name Mason, because it is a 
compound title representing a separate 
entity — the firm or copartnership, that 
is, of " Mason & Dixon." Following the 
same analogy, do not most of us make a 
mistake in alphabetizing a firm contain- 
ing several partners according to the 
name of the second partner? For exam- 
ple, in all strictness should not "Dodd, 
Mead & Co." follow " Dodd, Zephaniah" 
rather than "Dodd, Luther"? The 
firm name is a distinct compound ap- 
pellation not at all to be confounded 
with the single surname " Dodd." If 
this analogy is true, and if not to follow 
truth is sin, then most of us are egre- 
gious sinners. 

This leads to the consideration of 
another problem about which there 
seems to exist considerable differences 
of opinion: and that is tho new-fangled 
hyphenated corporation. A compound 
word is always plaeed alphabetically as 
if it was one word. In no dictionary 
will any variation from this rule be 
found. The hyphenated corporation 
name should be treated in the same 
way. The " Brown-Smith Company " 
should part company with " Brown." 
" Smith " is not a word qualifying or 
describing " Brown." but a component 
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part of a new combination standing for 
an entirely distinct entity. It follows 
the analogy of the firm names already 
considered, its treatment merely being 
varied to suit the slightly changed con- 
ditions. 

Then the Macs and the O's add their 
share to the woes of the compiler. It is 
true, of course, that the various forms: 
Mac, Mc, M', are all variations of one 
prefix. The Century Dictionary sen- 
tentiously lays down the dictum: "In 
catalogues, directories, etc., names be- 
ginning with this prefix, whether written 
Mac-, Mc- or M'-, are properly entered 
in the alphabetical ordef* of MaV' This 
would be an e^ ? Whi*iottv v btiV is the 
Century right? Vveare'a ware that it is 
Sir OracdfiT^lU^ venture to Question its 
conclusion. v £^ r hyjiofc with'Squal pro- 
priety enter the flttniths «ftd Smyljies in 
the order of Smith? — Of the Johnsons 
and Johriat^s^injt)^ order of the former? 
They^fif5*simply variations in the spell- 
ing of the same name. If we abandon 
the alphabetical arrangement in the case 
of the Macs, why be restricted to it in 
any? Names are not generally flexible, 
and most men are particular as to the 
peculiarities in the spelling of their pat- 
ronymics. A MqcDonald will feel huffy 
should you class him with the Macdon- 
alds, and might even whip out his skean 
dhu should you put him among the 
McDonalds. The makeshift of treating 
"Mc" as a separate letter is simply a 
begging of the question. The princi- 
ples of alphabetization should be fol- 
lowed out remorselessly, and the names 
placed in the proper alphabetical order, 
according as they are spelled. " Mc " 
should come after " Ma," and if any man 
insists on the " M ',' let him take his 
place where that arrangement would 
naturally land him. In the " O's " let 
the same principle be observed. In 
those names the apostrophe does not 
count; it does not mark a prefix consti- 
tuting another word. The "()*' is part 
of the word, and the names should be 
alphabetized just as if the apostrophe 
did not exist. 

We have disposed of the apostrophe 
in one case; but what to do witli it when 
it is the representative of the possessive 
case, and is followed by an "s," is a 
question which will obtrude itself. 



Should not the same rule follow ? 
Should not the names be arranged as if 
spelled without the mark ? True, 
"Smith's Restaurant" would follow 
" Smithers," and be removed from its 
proximity to "Smith"; and the gentle- 
man who ran the shop might feel ag- 
grieved. But who is responsible ? You 
did not name his restaurant. You are 
following a clear, well-defined, scientific 
principle of arrangement, and should be 
consistent. Let him change the name 
of his place, or pay for an " adv." where 
he wants to go. 

We have here set forth some of the 
minor troubles whion beset the path of 
the compiler and in the practical solu- 
tion of which there now exists a lack of 
uniformity. There is no good reason 
why there should not be uniformity of 
practice in what is a matter of detail. 
We have introduced the matter in the 
hope that it may induce a discussion 
of the subject which shall tend to bring 
about this uniformity. We hope to 
hear from the brethren.

A NATIONAL DIRECTORY. 

Any attempt which might be made to 
bring to fruition the project which has 
been broached, of a National Directory 
based on the census returns, would en- 
counter several difficulties, any one of 
which might prove to be sufficient to 
prevent its practical "horning." First, 
there is the insuperable objection of the 
pledge of privacy made by Congress; 
second, the lack of sufficient definite- 
ness in the addresses given by the cen- 
sus to the great majority of the people 
to make the work of any value ; and 
third, in the eases in which such defi- 
niteness might be attained, that it would 
entail an encroachment upon the vested 
rights of directory publishers, and a 
serious impairment of the value of their 
property. 

The project is sufficiently specious to 
be given ready credence, judging from 
the fact that items in regard to it are 
still traveling the rounds of the press. 
It is one of a class of ideas which, when 
embalmed in cold print, take on a dig- 
nity and a verisimilitude which is de- 
ceptive and entirely disproportionate to 
the facts. The idea probably had its 
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inception in the thought of some prac- 
tical politician that it would be a great 
scheme if he could utilize the vast store- 
house of raw material in the shape of 
names recently gathered by the census 
office, for the purpose of sending out 
the literature furnished by his campaign 
committee. Being a " practical " states- 
man, the idea of having the Govern- 
ment compile and print these names 
and addresses naturally suggested itself 
to him. He also naturally communi- 
cated his bright idea to a newspaperman, 
who gave it body, and started it forth 
on its journey through the columns of 
the press, with a lusty vigor which fairly 
defies all efforts of Truth to overtake it. 

As a matter of fact, the idea of a 
National Directory based upon the 
census returns is utterly impracticable. 
In the first place, the information con- 
tained in the census returns was given 
under the direct pledge made by Con- 
gress in the law under whioh the census 
was taken, that no use of the informa- 
tion given should be made and no pub- 
lication thereof should be sanctioned 
which should in any way disclose the 
identity of individuals. This is no 
light promise, to be broken at will or 
for slight cause. It is a serious matter, 
and constitutes a contract which Con- 
gress can not annul even should it bo 
•desire. In the second place, the infor- 
mation contained in the census sched- 
ules is not sufficiently definite to give 
practical value as a directory to any 
*ueh publication, even could it be issued 
within such reasonable time as to insure 
even a moderate degree of accuracy in 
«uch addresses as it might contain. 
The first requirement of a directory is 
that it shall in fact " direct." In the 
-census schedules, outside of the cities 
and incorporated places of 5,000 inhab- 
itants and upwards, there is absolutely 
no attempt at. giving addresses. The 
inhabitants are simply located by town- 
ship and county. No postoffice is indi- 
cated. It would be of no value, from 
the standpoint of a directory, to say 
that John Smith lived in the town of 
Greenfield, in Milwaukee County, Wis- 
consin. Such a description would in 
no wise serve to identify this particular 
John Smith, so that the postoffice 
authorities could differentiate him from 



several hundred others of his kind liv- 
ing within a territory comprising thirty- 
six square miles and containing possibly 
half-a-dozen postoffices; and yet it is 
the best location that could be given in 
the vast majority of cases. Even in the 
cities and incorporated places there is 
rarely a street or number given in the 
census returns for any place of less 
than 8,000 inhabitants— places, that is, 
in which the free delivery system has 
been generally established by the Post- 
office Department. And for such cities, 
directories are now published by private 
parties. 

This brings up the third objection to 
the serious consideration of the project, 
which we shall simply state. The di- 
rectory publishers of the country have 
systematized the furnishing of the 
names and addresses of the residents of 
the settled communities, and have built 
it up into a regular business. They 
have invested a large amount of capital 
therein, and have become vested with 
valuable rights which would be jeopar- 
dized and impaired through such un- 
warrantable competition on the part of 
the Government, from which they are 
rather entitled to claim protection. The 
paternalistic idea of the functions of 
Government has scarcely yet taken 
sufficient root to justify it in such a step- 
ping outside of its legitimate sphere. 

A Western publisher finds himself 
"within the peril of the law" because 
of his abnormal sense of humor in ap- 
plying original descriptives to those 
pursuing certain vocations. In a late 
directory he characterized one man as a 
" booze pharmacist " and another in the 
same line as a "toddy tosser." Even 
"sweet alliteration's" subtle sound, as 
oontainedin the latter descriptive, would 
not soothe the lacerated feelings of the 
subject, and each artist promptly in- 
voked the aid of the courts to obtain a 
more substantial salve. The publisher- 
asserts that the first individual described 
himself as a "booze clerk," when he 
suggested that " pharmacist " would 
sound better than "clerk," which was 
assented to. It remains to be seen what 
view a jury of his peers will take of his 
humor.

Speaking of time, is a reminder of 
the troublous times caused by a peculiar 
condition incident to the manner of 
keeping time at Detroit. The city itself 
still runs by astronomical time, or " local 
time" so-cnlled. The railroads and 
most of the hotels run on "Standard" 
time ; while right across the river, in 
Canada, " Eastern " time prevails. The 
result is a peculiar mix-up. One is 
never certain just where ho is at, and 
the endeavor to make the necessary 
allowances for the differences involve a 
constant bewilderment. It proves diffi- 
cult to a stranger to remember what is 
to be done with the half hour difference 
—whether it is to be added to or sub- 
tracted from the time which he may be 
carrying. » * # 

Notwithstanding its aberrations as to 
time, Detroit is a delightful city. The 
old French city-builders had the true 
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idea of laying out a city in their con- 
ception of main avenues radiating from 
a central point. If this point is properly 
chosen, as it has been in Detroit, the 
result is to build up a well-solidified 
and imposing business center. The 
initial point must be selected with 
reference to the main avenues of com- 
munication with the outside world. In 
Detroit it was of course based on the 
landings on the river which carries the 
trade of the great lakes past its doors ; 
and as a result, the city has developed 
symmetrically as originally planned by 
its builders. 

* * * 

On the last day of our stay, through 
the courtesy of R. L. Polk & Co., the 
members of the Association were taken 
for a trolley ride around the city. The 
down-town lines are so intersected that 
it is possible to circle the heart of the 
city, gaining a good view of its business 
interests. Then straight westward on 
Woodward avenue, past miles of pala- 
tial residences sandwiched between 
blocks of business houses — the demo- 
cratic trolley being as always fatal to 
exclusiveness. North and south along 
the river the city has a magnificent 
sweep. But one could not avoid wish- 
ing that some of the beautiful residence 
sites along the river might be preserved 
from the taint of commercialism. It is 
trying to have the spirit of trade con- 
tinually obtruded and constantly blot- 
ting out the beauties of nature.

In one spot, however, Detroit has 
utilized to the full one of her natural 
advantages, and has even preserved the 
pristine beauty of virgin nature — and 
that is in her magnificent Belle Isle 
Park, comprising the entire extent of a 
large island in the Detroit River. Here 
unrivaled facilities for canoeing, bath- 
ing and all outdoor sports are provided; 
while a portion of the island is left in 
its natural condition, where, but a few 
minutes from the pulsing heart of the 
city, one can lose himself in the tangled 
forest, and rovel in the intoxicating wild 
smell of the woods.

PIRATES IN PORTLAND? 

A directory war seems to have broken 
out in the staid and conservative city 
of Portland, Maine. The general status 
of the case seems to be fairly set forth 
in the subjoined circular. 

Portland. Me.. Sept. 12. 1901. 

Dear Sir: — As an advertiser In the Port- 
land Directory, you have been or probably 
will be approached by parties representing 
Mr. Will F. Davis, soliciting your patronage 
to a Portland Directory in opposition to the 
established publication now owned by our 
company, and in order that you may not be 
deceived we ask your consideration of the 
following facts: 

The Portland Directory, as you are well 
aware, has been continuously issued for 
many years from the office of the late Hrown 
Thurston and his successors, The Thurston 
Print. Mr. Fred L. Tower came to Portland 
in 1S81 to compile the work, and the present 
excellent work, including the valuable Street 
Directory, are the results of his labors. From 
that time to 1889, Mr. Tower gave the work 
his personal supervision. When Mr. Thurs- 
ton retired from business, the management 
of the large printing business was so exact- 
ing that Mr. Tower engaged Mr. Will F. 
Davis to take charge of the canvass for the 
directory, but with the exception of the last 
three years this work was done under Mr. 
Tower's supervision. 

On the dissolution of The Thurston Print, 
Mr. Tower purchased of the trustee of the 
Hrown Thurston Co. the Portland City Di- 
rectory, with the good-will and all other 
rights pertaining to this old established busi- 
ness. 

The City of Portland is not large enough 
to support two directories, and It is wholly 
within your power, together with other 
patrons, to decide whether you will support 
the old reliable directory or allow It to be 
pirated. 

We shall commence our canvass in due 
time and shall issue a 1902 book early in the 
spring. Mr. Tower will give the work his 
personal supervision and can assure you that 
the book will be fully up to the high standard 
It enjoyed when he was manager before.

We would be fair to Mr. Davis, but 
at the same time his claims to the Port- 
land directory, when boiled down, are 
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to the effect that he wants it as a means 
of livelihood and to reimburse him for 
money and time invested in the late 
Thurston Print ; and he thinkB he has 
a right to it because, among other 
things, he had been called to Portland 
by Mr. Tower, and had been manager 
of the directory for several years. 

With all due respect to the claimant, 
he ought to see that his reasons for 
wanting the Portland directory apply 
with equal force to the other side. His 
" want " is no stronger than that of " the 
other fellow." Cancelling the " wants " 
on either side as equal factors in the 
equation, there remains the question of 
title ; and granting that the facts set 
forth in the circular quoted above are 
true, and the claims have not been 
traversed, the chain of title would seem 
to be complete in Mr. Tower. The 
people of Portland will, of course, be 
the final arbiters, and their decision 
may be depended upon as deciding the 
equities of the case. 



SPECIAL DIRECTORIES. 

A directory of Oil Men of the World 
is in preparation bv the Derrick Pub- 
lishing Co., of Oil City, Pa. It will be 
issued about January, 1902. 

The Glove Trade Directory has been 
issued by O. H. Bame & Co., (rlovers- 
ville, N. Y. It covers the whole trade, 
including in its scope the glove-buyers, 
glove-makers, and furnishers of glove 
material. 

The International Directory of Ex- 
change Members is published by the 
Financial Advertising Co. of Now York. 
It contains official lists of the members 
of principal Exchanges of the United 
States, England and the continent of 
Europe, as well as railway statistics and 
other information. 

The American Textile Directory for 
1901-2, published by the American Di- 
rectory Co. of New York, was issued in 
September. It includes complete lists 
of all cotton, woolen, flax, silk and other 
textile mills and allied factories, in 
North and South America. 

The New York State Medical Associa- 
tion has issued its Medical Directory of 
New York, New Jersey and Connecticut, 
containing the names of 12,044 physi- 
cians. 



NOTES AND COMMENTS. 

H. T. Bennett, of Evansville, Ind., 
thinks that he has probably been in tho 
directory business longer continuously 
than any other person in the United 
States. He was with C. S. Williams 
and Williams & Co., of Cincinnati, from 
1855 to 1880, when he went into business 
at Evansville under the firm name of 
Bennett <$: Co. There ho has remained 
ever since. This puis to his credit 
forty -six years of continuous Bervice on 
directories. On the face of the returns 
this would seem to establish Mr. Beu 
nett's claim. If any one can show 
longer service let him speak up. Until 
we hear to the contrary we shall con- 
sider Mr. Bennett to be the nestor of 
the profession. 

While the telephone directory can not 
take the place of a city directory, it is 
unquestionably a fact that by business 
men it is given a very large use. A 
copy lies beside every desk phone, and 
its convenience, of access and the fact 
that it contains most of the addresses 
which a busy man needs, give it an in- 
creasing use among that class. Still, 
we do not share the fear entertained by 
some of its cutting seriously into the 
patronage of city directories. 

A " Kural Route Directory " has made 
its appearance in a Michigan county. 
It is claimed to be the " first of its kind 
put out in the United States." This is 
probably true as far as the name goes, 
although the book is apparently built 
on the general lines of a county direc- 
tory, containing the mail address, section 
ana township of each resident on the 
mail routes. Its appearance marks the 
coming of a condition which must be 
reckoned with. The rural mail route 
has come to stay ; and wherever there 
is a free postal delivery, a directory is 
sure to follow. With the growth of the 
system and tho establishment of addi- 
tional mail routes, county, or rural, di- 
rectories must become more general.

FAKE DIRECTORIES. 

Probably the worst infested city in 
the country, so far as fraudulent direc- 
tories is concerned, is New York. The 
names under which they operate is 
legion, and they change almost as fre- 
quently as the wind. As soon as one 
fraud is exposed it is immediately chris- 
tened with a new name, and continues 
right on in its search for victims, who 
about as regularly fall into the net. 

A warning card, recently prepared by 
the Association of American Directory 
Publishers, and sent out through The 
Trow Directory, Printing & Bookbind- 
ing Co. in this territory, has done much 
to mitigate the evil. It is thoroughly 
appreciated, and many letters have been 
received by the company asking for a 
list of fraudulent directories. Tn each 
case the inquiry is followed up by the 
company with a personal call, in which 
the names of the frauds and their meth- 
ods of operation are exposed. At the 
same time a little timely advice is ten- 
dered, to the effect that the publishers 
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of the local directories fully cover the 
field, and supply every real want for 
directories; and that money would be 
saved by bestowing patronage upon 
local works to the exclusion of all 
others. Many agree to follow the ad- 
vice, and all are thankful for the warning 
and for the care taken to protect them. 

Vigorous and systematic work of the 
same nature could not fail to produce 
good results in any field where it might 
be applied. There is but one way in 
which to head off fraudulent schemes, 
and that is to thoroughly post the com- 
munity in which the schemes are liable 
to be tried — and they are liable to be 
tried anywhere. Of course, even with 
the best efforts, some scheme is likely 
to creep in by stealth and get in its work 
on an unsuspecting and innocent victim ; 
but at least the liability to this sort of 
thing would be reduced, and the man 
who was saved would likely be made a 
friend to his saviour. It is worth the 
effort. * * * 

We understand that the gang which 
has been operating in the East is about 
to transfer its held of operations. Their 
schemes have been so thoroughly ven- 
tilated arid the public has been so gen- 
erally warned against thorn, I hat a more 
salubrious climate seems desirable, and 
they propose to invade the South. Look 
out for them. * * * 

The Commercial Publishing Co. (oth- 
erwise Mayer & Co.) has been operat- 
ing the " New York. Philadelphia, Bos- 
ton and Baltimore Directory " fake in 
Boston. The name ought to be suffi- 
cient to excite suspicion in all minds, 
but apparently does not do so. Tho " I \ 
S. Business Directory " has also put in 
its periodical appearance here, under 
the guidance of .J. Power Fallon, alias. 
This is a seductive form of fake, which 
proves very fetching. 

# * * 

New Haven got it, too. Although 
warned through the newspapers and by 
special circulars, merchants of this 
city allowed themselves to be caught by 
swindlers who canvassed the town and 
collected in advance on advertising con- 
tracts They used the name of Samp- 
son, Murdock & Co. 'a New England 
Business Directory for their purpose, 



assuming the garb of heaven to delude 
the sleeping saints. 

* * * 

The " pocket directory " scheme has 
been afflicting Montreal. This is a 
frequent and violent form of fake, per- 
nicious because of its utter uselessness. 
It is of no value as a directory, because 
it rarely contains anything but the 
names of patrons; but perennially gath- 
ers in the gullible because it is "cheap." 

* » * 

Westchester county, N. Y. has also 
been troubled with the "prize" directory 
fakers. A business directory, with a big 
title, big possibilities, and a small prize. 
Same old trouble. Same old lie.

The " bottle of ink " scheme has re- 
cently afflicted Richmond, fathered by 
the Johnson Publishing Co., Wilming- 
ton, Del. * * * 

A firm sailing under the name of 
" Young & Co.," claiming to hail vari- 
ously from New York, from Chicago 
and from Louisville, has worked Mil- 
waukee on a " dollar directory " scheme. 
They promise anything, from the towns 
within a radius of twenty-five miles, 
down. The contracts they present are 
ambiguous, and may mean anything or 
nothing. There is always a class who 
will be caught by anything apparently 
44 cheap."

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THE LATE DAVID It. MOULD. 



David Banks Gould was born Sep. 
tember 7, 1844, in Caldwell, Essex 
County, New Jersey, in which State 
his family had lived for over two hun- 
dred years. He received a good com- 
mon-school education, leaving Caldwell 
University to enter the army during the 
civil war. Mr. Gould, who might be said 
to have had an ancestral trend towards 
the publishing business— his grand- 
father, Stephen Gould, having founded 
the old law-publishing firm of Banks, 
Gould & Co. -at the close of the war 
engaged in directory work; and after 
some years of experience, in 1872 em 
barked in the publication of the St. 
Louis directory. This proved to be 
his life-work; and he was thenceforward 
prominently identified with the growth 
of the city of his adoption. He was 
at all times active in movements for 
the general benefit of St. Louis and of 
the West. Ylv was prominent in the 
efforts early made to secure more equi- 
table freight rates between St. Louis 



and the East ; was secretary of the 
River Improvement Convention which 
met at St. Paul in the interest of deeper 
river channels; and was deeply inter- 
ested in the "good roads" movement. 
He was one of the founders of the St. 
Louis Club, of which he remained a 
member to the time of his death. He 
was eminently a good citizen, always 
alive to anything which might tend to 
promote the welfare or forward the 
interests of his city or his fellows; and 
was actively interested in various public 
and private enterprises. 

Mr. Gould was also a main instrument 
in the organization of the Association 
of American Directory Publishers. 
The idea of bringing the directory 
publishers of the country together for 
1 >et tor acquaintance and for the further- 
ance of their material interests had long 
been a favorite one with him. lie had 
at various times during the past fifteen 
years held conferences and engaged in 
correspondence upon the subject; but 
not until three years ago did his etTorts 
come to successful fruition in the or-

ganization of the association as it now 
exists. He became its first president, 
and remained at its head until his 
health failed. He was continuously a 
member of the board of trustees, being 
re-eleoted at the meeting held at De- 
troit in September. At every meeting 
of the association his cordial greeting 
and genial manner were a delightful 
addition; and his enforced absence at 
the last meetings was a source of deep 
regret to all. 

For years Mr. Gould had spent his 
summers at Oconomowoc, in Wisconsin, 
where he had built him a beautiful resi- 
dence on the shores of Lac la Belle. 
Here he had of late spent more and 
more of his time, coming to regard it as 
in the fullest sense " home"; and towards 
it he turned when the last change was 
impending. 

A year ago Mr. Gould went abroad, in 
the hope that travel, together with an 
entire surcease from the cares of busi- 
ness, might have a beneficial effect 
upon his health. In this he was not to 
be wholly gratified. Though apparently 
better for a time, his malady worked its 
way insiduously until his robust con- 
stitution was completely undermined. 
When at last he was face to face with 
the inevitable, and had determined for 
himself that his remaining span of life 
was to be measured by days, Mr. Gould 
set his face resolutely towards home — 
which only his indomitable will and his 
determination to close his eyes for his 
last sleep on the shores of the beautiful 
lake he loved so well, enabled him to 
reach. On the twelfth of October he 
landed in New York. On the following 
Wednesday he reachod Oconomowoc; 
and there, four days later, amid the 
scenes with which he associated so 
many pleasant memories, his spirit 
passed away. He was buried at Ocono- 
mowoc, in a spot overlooking the lake, 
which he had himself chosen, on Thurs- 
day, October 24th. 

Mr. Gould was married in 1870 to 
Miss Emma Allen, who survives him. 
Besides his widow he leaves a son, 
Edward M. Gould, who was associated 
with him in business; and two daugh- 
ters, Mrs. Henry W. Grady, of Atlanta, 
Ga., and Miss Emma B. Gould. 



THE EGO IN ADVERTISING. 

The Geers seem to be making quite 
a hit with the portrait feature which 
they have inaugurated in the advertis- 
ing department of the Hartford direc- 
tory ; the current issue containing the 
counterfeit' presentments of some five 
hundred of Hartford's best citizens. 
Possibly, as has been suggested, this 
scheme is destined to solve the advertis- 
ing problem. The personal equation 
cuts a great figure in advertising any- 
way ; and this little additional infusion 
of the ego may be just what is required 
to turn the scale. 

Some of our friends who have sup- 
posed that the Geers are the pioneers 
in this sort of thing are laboring under 
a delusion. One Holland, who flour- 
ished in the West a quarter of a century 
ago, made use of the " tickle-me " device 
in the shape of personal write-ups and 
occasional portraits to a very large ex- 
tent. Half his books were made up 
of highly laudatory and fulsome biog- 
raphies. They were too mawkish, how- 
ever, for even Western palates, accus- 
tomed to highly-spiced viands. Stom- 
achs revolted against this sort of thing 
as a steady diet and Holland's enter- 
prises eventually went by the board. 
But the Hartford idea is milder, and 
may prove entirely successful. 

The irrepressible Sam Radges, how- 
ever, out in Topeka, the well-known 
capital of " bleeding " Kansas, exploited 
the portrait idea in a royal fashion long 
beforo it was taken up in the effete 
East. Nothing less than a page went 
with Radges. Any man who wanted— 
or was willing — to have his features 
portrayed in the pages of the Topeka 
directory, must be true to the traditions 
of the State, and bleed for a full page 
adv. — and there was no discount on the 
prices, either. They got full value, too. 
Their ads. were tastefully displayed and 
beautifully printed. There are lots of 
things one must "go West " for, and the 
genesis of the personal element in direc- 
tory advertising is one of them.

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DIRECTORIES AND POPULATION. 

Edward X. Buck, of The Buck Direc- 
tory Co., El Paso, Texas, registers the 
following vigorous "kick" on the sub- 
ject of population : 

I not ire in your Directory of Directories 
you give the census figures on population of 
the towns and cities. I know it is usual for 
every city to "cuss" the census enumerator-* 
for short* counting, hut I can assure you El 
l'aso has a real "kick" along this line. The 
census for 1000 gives El I'aso 15.1)00. When 
1 say our directory now in press gives hetween 
11,000 and 12,000 entries (with women and 
children excluded), you. as a directoryinan, 
know t he Census Bureau has given this town 
a "tough deal." El Paso has all of 30.000 pop- 
ulation — and this only allows for a multiple 
of 2%. Von can realize at once the virtue of 
El Paso's "kick." 

While the question as to the ratio ex- 
isting between directory names and ac- 
tual population is an open one. El Paso 
would still seem to have good and valid 
ground for the objection which she 
makes to the census count. Still, in the 
last analysis, the census count goes, and 
it would seem as a rule to be the part of 
wisdom to square one's calculations by 
the facts as they are generally accepted 
outside of the radius of the local circle. 
As a matter of fact, there seems to have 
been not more than two cities in the 
United States where the results of the 
last census were accepted as final and sat- 
isfactory. These two cities were Louis- 
ville and Milwaukee : and in these cities, 
and these cities only, the enumeration 
was made under the auspices of the local 
directory publishers. 

# * * 

There is food for reflection and a val- 
uable lesson in this, if the officials would 
only take it: eschew politics, and select 
for supervisors of the census those men 
whose training and experience would 
natural! v have tended to tit them for 

- 

these positions. Tt goes without saying 
that any man who has become familiar 
witli the ins and outs of a city as a direc- 
toryrnan must do of his city, is far and 
away better fitted to supervise the tak- 
ing of a ctnstts than a cheap politician 



whose only recommendation is his "pull," 
and whose "ex|>erience" is confined to 
the investigation of the facilities of cheap 
joints and transient boarding-houses dur- 
ing the "campaign." It requires an ac- 
curate knowledge of existing conditions 
to be able to decide whether or not an 
enumerator has "scamped" his work 
or has gotten out of a given district as 
many people as are in it. Boarding-house 
districts, for example, are hard sledding 
for enumerators, and will inevitably 
be slighted unless the closest watch is 
kept on the men. It is in such districts 
that nine-tenths of the omissions are 
made. Only the man who has made a 
study of these conditions, and who can 
read them as an open book, can be trust- 
ed to obtain from them adequate results. 

* * * 

There is still another point of view, 
which, if the authorities had the prover- 
bial wisdom of the serpent, they would 
heed. The dircctorymcn arc generally 
back of every "kick"' as to scant popula- 
tion. That gun would be pretty effec- 
tually spiked by putting them in charge 
of that work. They really couldn't get 
up on their hind legs and howl at re- 
sults for which they were responsible. 
And they would be extremely careful 
how they aroused anticipations which 
they might not be able to satisfy. 

A story is told of a Western "boomer" 
who had been charged with the duty of 
taking the census in his city. He was op- 
timistic in his views, and had been a pro- 
nounced "25,000" shouter. He had a cold 
chill when lie went over the returns and 
found that his city would not go over 15.- 
000. He decided that he must hazard his 
pile, to pull out of the hole, and adver- 
tised in all the papers a reward of five 
dollars for every name not on the rolls. 
He depleted his wallet a trifle but. while- 
he did not raise the count much, he saved 
his skin. 

* * * 

Tt docs not follow that the direetorv- 
man is dishonest in his claims. He 
mingles with the people. He hears their 
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views. His is an active, hustling young 
city, with a very large prooortion of 
young men, and a full husincss center. 
The directory man hecomcs imbued with 
the current optimistic views, and easily 
sees things with the people. With a de- 
sire to please, and no responsibility, he 
readily goes with the tide. Hut give him 
the task of counting noses, and how 
quickly would he calm the too-ardent 
shouter with a Solomon-like shake of the 
head. Responsibility always breeds con- 
servatism. 

* * * 

Is there any fixed ratio which direc- 
tory names bear to population? Un- 
questionably not. And this notwithstand- 
ing the fact that most of the directories 
which one examines contain some ref- 
erence to "the lowest multiple used by 
the directory publishers." We used to 
believe that this •'multiple" business was 
a charm to juggle with, but have aban- 
doned the theory. In no two cities are 
.conditions alike;' and therefore in no two 
cities will the ratio of names to popula- 
tion Ik the same. Scarcely any two pub- 
lishers have the same idea as to the class- 
es to which the canvass should be con- 
fined. Some sprinkle the women in very 
profusely, others exclude whole classes 
of them' Some take boys down to fif- 
teen, others draw the line at the voting 
age. Then the population will vary in 
its nature. Some of the younger cities 
will have a very large population of adult 
men, which of course puts a very much 
larger proportion of the inhabitants into 
the directory. And so it goes. 

* * * 

Xor is there any fixed ratio for any 
one citv. ( Hit of curiosity we have kept 
tab on the main cities of the country for 
the past two decades: and we have 
found, taking the publishers' own state- 
ments as to the number of names their 
books contained, that the ratio has been 
a varying, and generally a decreasing 
t|nantitv. In Milwaukee, in 18S0. the 
ratio was 3; in 1000 it was only 2.5=. 
Yet during that time the book has been 
under practically one management, and 
conducted on the same general lines. And 
Milwaukee is probably a fair sample. 

* * * 

An Kastern friend is evidently a mind- 
reader, lie sends us. just in time to in- 



clude in the symposium, the following 
note embracing the results of some calcu- 
lations which he has made: 

Puolishers who wish to figure up a large 
population for their eity and use a multiple 
of 2 • -j <>r 3 or more applied to the numltcr of 
names in the directory would seem to discredit 
their own work, in view of the fact- that the 
ascertained average in Hixtecn cities whose 
population a vera gen over 100.000 shows that 
in 1000 the census year, these books con- 
tained 401 names for every 1000 of enumerated 
population. Where these directories included 
territory outside the city limits, the outtdde 
populations were included in making the com- 
parison. The lowest 1111 miter of names per 
1000 of population was 370; the highest over 
.nM>. 

* * * 
The conclusion of the whole matter is 
that for safety we shall use the census 
figures for purposes of comparison, in 
the Directory of American Directories. 
It may l>e and undoubtedly is unjust in 
some cases. 1 Jut it is the dictum of the 
Government, and "goes" officially for ten 
years. 

THE HARTFORD DIRECTORY. 

The Messrs. Goer, in order to "make 
good," send us excerpts from various 
Hartford papers. It was not necessary. 
We did not seriously think of imputing 
conceit as one of the qualities of the la- 
boriously painstaking publishers of the 
Hartford directory. Xot but what they 
might be justified therein by the eulogies 
pronounced on their work, of which the 
following from the Post is a mild exam- 
ple : 

There are two kinds of city directories— 
the (Jeer kind and the other kind. I Jeer's Di- 
rectory of Hartford is in a class l>y itself ami 
it has no rival near the throne. The informa- 
tion contained in some directories contribute* 
to the sum total of human confusion and ig- 
norance and remind* one of the youngster 
whose trousers were so made that he couldn't 
tell whether he was goiuir to school or coining 
home; but the (Jeer publication is a directory 
which directs. With an accuracy that i> su- 
perb and with a detail that is astonishing it 
tells just what one is looking for. 

And yet we have looked in vain for 
one thing. The book chronicles a man's 
birth: it tells when he has completed his 
school course, when he marries, when 
he moves, and when he dies ; it hangs 
(for an honorarium) his picture on its 
walls: but that momentous occasion in 
his life, — when he becomes "engaged" — 
is utterly ignored. This is unquestion- 
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ably an oversight on the part of the 
Messrs. (leer, which they will doubtless 
rectify now that their attention has been 
called thereto.

A ('OR RMS 1 1) N OF. X T Wants to ktlOW why 

manufacturers of patent medicines con- 
tinue to waste money in sending circulars 
to persons who have been dead for three 
or four years. The occult relation appar- 
ently subsisting between these manufac- 
turers and their deceased patrons irre- 
sistibly brings to mind the physician who 
felt called upon to decline the request of 
an undertaker that he recommend the 
latter to his patients. But as to the ques- 
tion, we must give it up. unless it is 
because they are too short-sighted to buy 

new directories.

Owing to the haste with which the 
copy for the first instalment of our Direc- 
tory feature was prepared, there were nu- 
merous mistakes and omissions. We 
have, in consequence, reprinted those 
portions in which the most glaring errors 



occurred. We hope to be forgiven for 
our sins lx>th of omission and commis- 
sion. It is extremely difficult to settle 
conflicting claims. In some sections the 
directory business seems to be in a state 
of flux, with peripatetic publishers ap- 
parently to the fore. If, under the cir- 
cumstances, discrepancies occur, please 
make due allowances.

For once a claim as to seniority is not 
disputed. There are always numerous 
claimants as to " the oldest inhabitant," 
"the youngest soldier," the first to "men- 
tion" a successful candidate, and what 
not. But no one has disputed the claim 
made for Mr. Bennett, of Evansville, 
fnd., to the greatest length of service on 
directories. Mr. R. L. Dudley, of the 
Pittsburg directory, is the nearest com- 
petitor, having entered the service in 
1858, and having, consequently, forty- 
four years to his credit.

Down in Texas they get a cinch on the 
population figures. They insert not only 
the names of the heads of the family, 
but the number of members in each fam- 
ily besides the boss. For instance, if a 
man has a wife and three children, he is 
designated thus: (5). Then if any one 
questions the accuracy of the population 
estimates, the publishers tell him to add 
up the figures on each page, and prove it 
for himself. Great scheme. Nobody 
questions the count.

In a characteristically breezy and in- 
teresting letter, Sam Radges, of Topeka, 
admits our deductions concerning his 
work to Ik* "about one hundred per cent, 
true," which, he says, "is greatly in ex- 
cess of the average that the most devout 
preacher is accredited with." He prom- 
ises to set a pace which will make the 
other fellows hustle to keep up with, and 
he's liable to do it, too.

One Anthony, who has found it safe 
to work a circuit of Eastern cities on the 
cheapest kind of a business directory, 
revisiting them at intervals of four or 
five years, has recently appeared in Mai- 
den.

UNIFORMITY IN DIRECTORIES. 

The committee appointed at the meet- 
ing at Detroit, to investigate and con- 
sider the advisability of adopting a uni- 
form arrangement of the miscellaneous 
information and standard lists of busi- 
ness classifications and abbreviations in 
the directories of the country, have com- 
menced their study of the subject and 
will endeavor to develop something prac- 
tical to recommend for adoption. All 
members of the Association of American 
Directory Publishers should be interested 
in this question, and if they have pet 
theories in regard to these points, they 
should let the committee have the 
benefit of their knowledge and experi- 
ence immediately. The wide difference 
existing in the matter and manner of ar- 
rangement in our different publications 
is interesting when it is investigated and 
compared. It will perhaps he difficult 
to j.ersuade any publisher that his own 
book is not the model one as respects 
in formation given and its arrangement; 
but perhaps the committee may deter- 
mine a mean between the publisher who, 
in a city of a certain population, gives 
over fifty pages of matter, and that one 
in another city of same rank who devotes 
seven pages to the same department. 


Tin-: suit against the Modern (or 
Mechanical I Directory (. <>.. of Los An- 
geles. Oil., for infringement of patent, 
instituted by 1\. L. I 'oik on behalf of the 
Association of American Directory Pub- 
lishers, has after long delay had a hear- 



ing before a master in the United States 
court. A decision has not yet been 
announced, but there is no doubt as to 
the outcome.

ALPHABETIZATION. 

We hoped to excite some discussion 
on this subject through the medium of 
the article in the last Biu.ktin, and our 
expectations were not entirely in vain, 
although no one has yet had time to put 
into form their promised contributions on 
the subject. One correspondent, whose 
years of experience double our own, 
writes thus : 

Directories last but one year and should 
be tersely put together and in such a way as 
anyone would look for: a- b • e. It would 
never do to put Brown-Smith among the 
Himvtistniths. cither before or after, and so 
it must go in Brown. S. ; ami Dodd. Mead & 
Co. should follow the L, as it would not be 
locked for after Dodd /. The abstruse ques- 
tion* arising about form or bearing cut no 
lignrc for the directory user, but only a- t>— c. 

True. That is the whole question; 
simply a. b. c. But it does not settle the 
question regarding the existing lack of 
uniformity in applying the principles of 
alphabetization. Different publishers 
adopt different methods in the solution of 
the problem, some of which we adverted 
to in our last. Who is right? ( an t we 
get together ami agree on some one prin- 
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ciple of arrangement which shall be ap- 
plied throughout the country ? 

We arc all familiar with the spectacle 
of visitors to our offices looking hope- 
lessly through certain directories in the 
search for information which they desire. 
This is the result of differences in the 
methods of applying the principles of 
alphabetization. They are at home in 
their own directories. Hut put them into 
another atmosphere. — into a directory ar- 
ranged on a plan different from that to 
which they are accustomed, — and they 
are. for the nonce, at sea. 

The remedy for this is, as suggested, 
the agreement on a uniform system of 
alphabetization. The public can be edu- 
cated to the use of any arrangement 
which may be adopted. They are quick 
to appreciate any changes which may be 
made, and will be grateful for anything 
which will lessen the labor in examining 
the directories of other cities than their 
own. 

And as to the arrangement advocated 
by our correspondent, is he right? The 
principle of which we suggested the use. 
and which he combats, is that universally 
in use in encyclopaedias and dictionaries. 
If right there, why not in directories? 
Is it not logical? Does it not follow the 
plain basic principles expressed by the 
word which we take as a text ? 

W e hope to hear more on the subject. 



OPEN FIELDS. 

After our experience last month we 
are diffident about declaring any field 
vacant despite the most positive assur- 
ances. Through a c,hirographical misun- 
derstanding we were led to announce Ha- 
gerstown, "Ind." as without a directory. 
Write it yourself in a hurry and you 
won't be surprised that the postmaster 
misread "Md." on the postal already pre- 
pared with the population thereon and 
sent it to an Indiana town of an inconsid- 
erable population. Then, again, Madi- 
son, X. J. is on the K. F. Turner string; 
but through an oversight it was not re- 
ported or claimed. With these prelimi- 
nary explanations, and the further plea 
in abatement that the information below 
was given in good faith we venture a 
few more guesses : 

Webb City, Mo. ( 0201). has no direc- 
torv. 



Wellston, Ohio (8500). reports no 
directory. 

Astoria, Oregon (9000), has not yet 
enjoyed a directory. 

Martin's Ferry, Ohio (7700), has had 
no directory for several years. 

Guthrie, O. T., appears to have passed 
the ten thousand mark without attaining 
to the dignity of a directory. 

Danville, Va. (16,520), reports no di- 
rectory for years, and complains that the 
last edition is at this time far from accu- 
rate. 

Nebraska City. Neb., reports that "ev- 
ery three or four years some one drops 
in and compiles a directory." That now 
in use is several years old. 



DISTRIBUTION OF COST. 

A comparison of the cost of making 
the directories of sixteen cities, the aver- 
age of whose populations for 1900 was 
slightly over 100,000 each, shows the 
following percentages : 

Canvassing, compiling, proofreading, 
delivery and collections, constitute 44 
per cent, of the entire cost. 

Paper, printing, binding, cuts and 
maps, constitute 44 per cent. 

Traveling, office and miscellaneous 
expenses. 15 per cent.

They will 
describe the methods of obtaining the 
signatures, of "laundering" the orders, 
of preparing the dummy "directories." 
and what not. The first article of the 
series will appear in the next number. 
This feature will present some valuable 
information as to fake methods, a knowl- 
edge of which will aid in counteracting 
them. Subscribe for the IVi.lktin now. 
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ANENT COPYRIGHT. 

VV. A. Morgan calls our attention to 
the fact that in using the formula "Direc- 
tory of Directories'' we are poaching on 
his preserves, and infringing his copy- 
right. Jle rightly opines that it was un- 
wittingly done on our part. We could 
have no knowledge of any copyright on 
this name, because there has been no 
publication made thereof. It is a ques- 
tion whether the copyright of a mere 
name will hold indefinitely. A copyright 
protects the contents of the book copy- 
righted. A registered trade-mark pro- 
tects the design or formula. The simple 
name of a book would seem to be more 
in the nature of a trade-mark. However, 
we may be wrong in this. We are simply 
giving impressions and not endeavoring 
to state tacts. We do not propose to 
quibble, and w ill endeavor to be as cour- 
teous as our correspondent. "Directory 
of American Directories" goes, — and the 
matter under that head is copyrighted, 
too. 

And speaking of copyright, the lines 
seem to be gradually tightening around 
the pirates who would steal the results 
of others' labors in the directory line. 
( >ne of the late decisions is that of Judge 
Archibald, of the United States District 
Court, in the case of Williams vs. 
Smythe, at Seranton. Pa. ( no Federal 
Reports, </>[ }. It is thus epitomized: 

When it is clearly apparent from inspection 
thai in a city directory published the compiler 
has in numerous instances pi rat oil mutter from 
a copyrighted directory published by another 
the preceding year, the injured party is enti- 
tled to an injunction restraining the publica- 
tion of the directory as a whole, although por- 
tions of it appear to be free from the charge 
of piracy, unless the defendant can eliminate 
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the portions which he has unlawfully appro- 
priated. 

In this decision the judge discusses 
the bearing of the independent work 
proved to have been done by the defend- 
ant in the course of the preparation of his 
directory, and lays down the principle 
that the proof of piracy must extend be- 
yond a few isolated instances. His con- 
clusion, however, is sweeping. 

+ * * 

Another case in point is that of R. (i. 
Dun & t o. against the Thomas Publish- 
ing Co. decided by Judge Lacombe in 
the I J. S. District Court for the Southern 
District of N'ew York, on a motion by R. 
(i. Dun & Co. to enjoin the defendant 
from publishing a trade directory or ref- 
erence book which, the plaintiffs alleged, 
was pirated from their copyrighted Ref- 
erence liook : 

Dun & Co. alleged that for the pur|M»*e of 
detecting piracies upon their book, which were 
made by many opposition concerns, they had 
invented fictitious names and rating and had 
inserted them in different towns and States as 
'"traps" to catch the pirates. They alleged 
that in their l>oek in question there were Hi 
such lict.il ions names in the hardware trade, 
and !U only, and they showed that tho>c HI 
names with the ratings attached were all pub- 
lished in the defendant's book. 

The defendant- did not deny the publication 
of the fictitious names, but contended that the 
copyright law would not protect the plaint ill's 
in the use of fictitious names. Dun & Co.. in 
reply, contended thai the proof of the publica- 
tion of the Hi fictitious names rai-cd the pre- 
sumption that the piracy had extended 
throughout the defendant's entire liook. 

The judge grant cd the motion for an injunc- 
tion, saying in his opinion that the complain 
ants had made out a very plain case. 

+ * * 

While these decisions throw the broad- 
est kind of protection around the use of 
fictitious names as traps for trespassers, 
the r port of the master in the C S. 
court, in the case of Malonev against the 
pootc & Davies Co.. <»f Atlanta, would 
seem on its face to call the principle in 
question. I hit the decision was in real- 
ity on an entirely different point. Ma- 
lonev sought an injunction because the 
directory of l-'oote & Davies contained a 
nuinlKT of fictitious names which had 
been placed in his < Malonev V) directory. 
I ; oote & Davies did not deny the presence 
of the names in their directory, but 
alleged that they were there without their 
knowledge or privity. The original

"copy" was produced, and the fake 
names were found in every case to be 
in one handwriting, which was proved, 
tint to be that of any person employed 
about the establishment of the Foote & 
Davies Co.. and written on a paper dif- 
ferent from that used by the canvassers 
of that firm. The master held that there 
was no evidence to show that the book of 
the complainant had been used, or that 
the defendants had any knowledge of the 
presence of the fictitious names previous 
to the publication of the work, and dis- 
missed the complaint. 

> 

REDIVIVUS. 

The Directory Trade Journal is alive 
again. In its first issue under the new 
firm it gives the publisher of The Bul- 
letin the following notice: 

The "Directory Hulletin." to be issued quar- 
terly by A. (5. Wright, of Milwaukee. Wis., 
ha* made its initial appearance. Tin- publisher 
stall's that it is issued in response to a strong 
demand that there should be .sonic medium of 
<-ommunicatioii at the service of tin- trade. 
He also states that lie has no cxjtcclation of 
making the venture financially profitable, but 
trusts that the interest aroused will result in 
a sullicient nuinbor of subscriptions to defray 
expenses. 

The publication is full of directory news, 
well edited and dearly printed: the only point 
not very clear being what caused the change of 
opinion on the part of .Mr. Wright subsequent 
to his writing to the Directory' Trade Journal 
as follows:

"DlJAK Sii;s — Vours of the 1st inst. duly re- 
. ceiveil. as wa- al>o the copy of the Directory 
Trade Journal, for which 1 thank you. 

1 have never taken much stock in 
trade papers as a general proposition, and 
have, from the lir-st announcement of your ven- 
ture, questioned the necessity for such a pub- 
lication, or the existence of a field wherein it 
might profitably be conducted. The latter is a 
question, however, for the publisher to decide.

Thank you. We appreciate the honor 
you have shown us. We have nothing 
to take back, and have not changed our 
mind. We still do not think that there 
is a remunerative field for a journal of 
this nature. The man who undertakes it 
does so either as a labor of love, or from 
some ulterior motive. We confess to the 
first proposition. We yielded our own 
judgment to that of our friends. Xot to 
be outdone in courtesy, we give publicity 



to the following. It is not a search light, 

but may prove suggestive: 

Dkar Shin: * * * \\> enclose list of the 
directories we understand you issue. It would 
pay you to run an adv. of each of these books 
under the head of "Standard City Direc- 
tories" (.see page l."> of the Journal). We 
would like to have a copy of each of your 
works here on lile to show to inquirers, and we 
can also dispose of a number of copies. If 
you will order your advertisements at once and 
'send us your books, we will agree to sell same 
and deduct price of the advertising and sub- 
scription from the receipts, and will turn sub- 
sequent sales over to you less usual commis- 
sion of 20 per cent. It will certainly pay you 
to have notice of each of your hooks perma- 
nently classified in this paper, a* you could 
not afford to advertise them throughout the 
entire country, but we can do so by advertis- 
ing a large number at once. Jt. costs you no 
cash and wo trust to hear from you.

Xow, that does not sound half bad. 
There is a chance to secure advertising 
without expending a cent in "cash : and 
with the possibility of a balance in your 
favor. lijit where does Thomas come in? 
"Aye! there's the rub!'' — to quote our 
old acquaintance Hamlet. A cursory ex- 
amination of the "Journal" would seem 
to indicate that Thomas is the publisher 
of numerous compilations called "trade 
directories." I5nt it is scarcely to be sup- 
posed that he would use the directories 
which he thus obtains for the purpose of 
making up his own. The reason must of 
course be sought further afield.

We sometimes read the Century Dic- 
tionary. While the stories are short, thee 
are occasionally very interesting. We 
find the following thrilling tale under the 
caption : 

PI HAT K. 

A publisher, compiler or bookseller who 
appropriates the literary or artistic labors of 
an author without compensation or permis- 
sion: specifically, one who infringes on the 
copyright of another. 



Tin. last number of the IIcli.ktix was 
sent generally to members of the direc- 
tory guild, to enlist their interest and ob- 
tain subscriptions.

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FAKES AND FAKERS. 



A DARING SWINDLE. 

Sampson, M unlock & Co.. publishers 
of the New England business Direc- 
tory, have been very much annoyed by 
the presentation to them for payment of 
a large number of drafts, forwarded 
from points in Arizona. Wyoming, Colo- 
rado, Montana, Louisiana and Texas, 
through banks for collection. These 
drafts are uniformly tor $25 each, and 
in the following form :

Some correspondence addressed to the 
Xew England Directory Co. and tele- 
grams have also been delivered by mis- 
take to Sampson. M unlock Co., from 
which it has been established that parties 
have written from IJoston to the county 
clerks through certain sections asking 
them for lists of farmers, cattle-breeders 
and stock-raisers in their county, in pay- 
ment tor which the draft for $25 is sent. 
It is stated that the information is desired 
not later than Jan. 15. for publication in 
a directory.

Some one must suffer for the general 
weal, however, and the Poston directory 
firm's troubles turned out to be a means 
towards breaking up a daring swindle. 
When run down, the issuers of bogus 
drafts proved to be operators of the com- 
mon "remit green goods game," as it is 
familiarly known, who had assumed the 
guise of directory publishers that they 
might the more readily obtain the names 
and addresses of their prospective vic- 
tims, lint here was the weak point in 
their scheme. When indignant letters re- 
turning protested drafts began to pour in- 
to the office of Sampson. M unlock & Co. 
they were turned over to the post office 
inspectors, who identified the handwrit- 
ing on the drafts, and were thereby ena- 
bled to locate the operators, who proved 



to be two well-known confidence opera- 
tors, one of whom had recently complet- 
ed a six-years' term in the Xew York 
State prison for working a similar 
scheme. 

« 

We warned our readers, in the last 
number, that the gang of fakers was 
probably heading for the South. They 
have been heard from in Atlanta. One 
E. J. Sarpy is there presenting orders 
for collection for a "Mercantile Commer- 
cial Cuide," supposed to be published by 
The Southern (iuarantee Company, of 
r.altimore, Md. The orders are generally 
for $7.50 or $15.00 for a nuarter or half 
colored page. At the same time another 
operator is getting signatures for the 
"I'nited States Business Directory." All 
he wants is one dollar for black type, 
providing the victim will ,r ive a signed 
order. There is absolutely no knowing 
In what shape these signed orders may 
not turn up in the future. The opera- 
tors have facilities for so transforming 
the piece of paper upon which the signa- 
ture is placed, that it will bear no resem- 
blance to the original. They will remove 
everything from the paper but the sig- 
nature : and the terms then rilled in are 
only limited by the prol>abilities as to 
the size of the "touch" for which the 
victims will stand. There is onl" one 
course of action to be pursued Pay- 
ment should always be refused. The 
operators will never stand for a suit. 

* * * 

Frauds are rather numerous in Xew 
England at present. In addition to the 
crooked work done in Xew Haven re- 
cently, a firm in Fitchburg was swindled 
to the tune of twenty-five dollars by the 
Independent Publishing Co. claiming to 
publish an Encyclopaedia of Public. Con- 
cerns; and a large insurance company 
was let in for forty-live dollars by the 
same concern.

Cheyenne. Wyo.. has been "milked" to 
death by advertising fakers, and the 
merchants won't "stand for it" any 
longer. 
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THE OLD. OLD STORY. 

The old game of collecting f<>r a fake 
directory was interrupted in Salem, 
Mass., December 31st. An order for $25 
was presented to the Salem Savings 
Bank, for an advertisement shown them 
in "The International Index" or similarly 
named publication. The signature to 
the order seemed genuine, but the treas- 
urer, whose name was attached to it, 
was certain he never signed it, and de- 
layed payment until he could investigate. 
Tlie chief of police arrested the collector, 
who of course professed ignorance. He 
telephoned headquarters at New York, 
and the next day a nice man came on 
from New York and made matters ap- 
pear all right to the chief of police, lie 
was an innocent proprietor of a collec- 
tion agency, and had tonight some orders 
from a bankrupt concern which he must 
realize on. Of course he knew nothing 
of the genuineness of the signatures, or 
how they were obtained. The collector 
was successful in collecting $25 on one 
of these faked orders from a bank in the 
adjacent city of Beverly. 



INK FAKES. 

The Johnson "ink directory" is being 
operated in Boston and vicinity. 

The "bottle of ink' fake was tried in 
Toronto recently, but met with no suc- 
cess. 

In Cincinnati the ink fiend is ambi- 
tious. He proposes to furnish a busi- 
ness directory of Cincinnati. Hamilton. 
Dayton. Springfield and Louisville com- 
bined, and throw in a quart of ink, for 
the usual honorarium of one dollar.

P. & B. Co. cir- 
culated 13,000 warning cards last fall, 
which has made the road of the fakers a 
very hard one to travel in New York. 
They write with reference thereto: 

"The p\|i»'rii'ii<-«' piim-d from this warning 
can! contirni* our opinion. previoiiMly formed, 
that if thin inHliori ua> gi-ncrally u-mhI by all 
(liwtory publisher* annually, particularly 
those in tln» largo «iti«-*, as soon as they 
learm-il frauds were about, it would very ma- 
terially injure fake ojwrations and eventually 
drive the fakers out of the tield. 



A correspondent in New York State 
sententintisly and comprehensively ex- 
presses the situation by the formula: 
"Fakes and frauds, like the poor, arc al- 
ways with us." 

One Palmer is working Cincinnati for 
a "Manufacturers' Directory of the 
W estern States." or it may be the I'nited 
States. Anything goes as an inducement 
to get signatures. 

The Commercial Publishing Co.. said 
to have offices at 460 West Broadway, 
New York, is exploiting a "Commercial 
Business Directory" in Cleveland. This 
is supposed to be a Marcus Meyer con- 
cern.

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"NOT IN THE DIRECTORY." 

The function of a directory, as its 
name suggests, is to in fact direct — to di- 
rect the one half who seek to the places 
where are to he found the other half who 
are sought. And by what seems to be 
a natural sequence in the minds of 
many, this function is transferred in an 
expanded form to the direetoryman, and 
he is expected to supply all sorts of in- 
formation about all sorts of i>eople. which 
the directory itself may not contain. 

There is probably no one in the busi- 
ness who does not receive more or less 
frequent applications for assistance in lo- 
cating missing individuals. Many of 
these inquiries come by mail ; and their 
impelling cause is often not far to seek. 
Some frankly state the season of the in- 
quiry — a missing relative or friend ; oth- 
ers bear on their faces the impress of a 
search for a creditor; while it the inquiry 
requests that the reply be sent say to 
"Miss Isabel Smith.'' in a near-by State, 
it is dollars to doughnuts that the search 
is for an inconstant lover or a too-gay 
traveling man. The reasons actuating 
the inquiries may be many ; and the di- 
reetoryman be unconsciously in touch 
with many a tragedy. 

The writer has had many experiences, 
one of the most recent of which occurred 
last summer during the Klk's convention, 
which attracted people to Milwaukee 
from far and near. 

A quiet mild-mannered man entered 
the office and asked permission to look 
through the local directory. Me was di- 
rected thereto, and allowed to rustle the 
leaves undisturbed and unnoticed, until 
with a half-sigh and a deprecating voice 
he closed the volume with the murmured 
plaint too often heard, "not in the di- 
rectory." Now that remark touches a 
direetoryman right where he lives. It 
contains an imputation and a challenge; 
and he at once wants to know why. The 
result was a tire of questions in which 
the seeker became the sought, and which 
developed the fact that the person whose 
name was "not in the directory" was sup- 



posed to have lived in the city for some 
ten or twelve years. A chase through the 
files ensued ; the individual was found 
on his first advent, and followed from 
place to place through his various 
changes of residence until he disappeared 
from the scene some two or three years 
back. Out of consideration for the feel- 
ings of the visitor he was not told that 
the progressions through the lx>ok indi- 
cated a downward grade in the circum- 
stances of the individual, until he 
brought up at the last- in the "bad lands." 

A man in Milwaukee who has run the 
gamut, has reached that depth and dis- 
appeared, is naturally looked for in Chi- 
cago; and in the directory of that city 
a corresponding name was located and 
the inquirer advised that if he sought a 
long-lost friend he had better take the 
boat down there and look him up. 

Then our mild-mannered friend with 
the deprecating voice unfolded his tale of 
woe. Fifteen years ago his wife had 
left him for another man taking with her 
their eight-year-old boy. and he had seen 
neither since. "Hut," he said, with a 
sort of mild triumph, "I traced them to 
W indsor, and got a picture in which they 
were taken together;" and he produced 
a picture of a very comely white woman 
standing beside a chair in which was 
seated a negro of the blackest dye. I le 
fairly gloated over his prowess in getting 
that picture, which was apparently all 
he had dared do. 

It was an easy guess, from the places 
named, the sought-for man's color, and 
the fact that he was described in the di- 
rectory as "baker," that he was a lake 
cook ; and it was reasonably certain that 
some trace of him could be obtained 
through the black colony. Interest in 
the case having been aroused, the man 
was bidden follow to a near-by "shining- 
parlor." being cautioned to sit still and 
keep his mouth shut while the artist's 
tongue was set to wagging to the rhythm 
of his brush. The adjuration to "keep 
your mouth shut" was not needed. Noth- 
ing 1 would have induced the fellow to 
talk if it would put him in any dangrr. 
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The remit proved the assumptions 
made to have been correct. "Big Jim," 
the "man who was married to that white 
woman," was cook on a lake steamer, and 
likely had several "homes." The woman 
and her son were living in the city, the 
place being named. The boy. however, 
as the event proved, had resumed his 
own name, changing the spelling to con- 
form to a common German form. 

The inquirer's wife and son had been 
found, and he fairly trembled with ex- 
citement as we emerged on the street. 
1'ut just here what had evidently been 
the bane of the man's life asserted itself. 
Knowing just where he might end 
and satisfy his fifteen years' quest, he 
yet dared not go near the house, and 
begged the writer to bring his son to him. 
That was too much. The professional 
instinct was satisfied when a sufficient 



cause had been discovered for the non- 
appearance of a name "not in the direc- 
tory," and bidding the pusillanimous 
poltroon to hire a boy. he was left stand- 
ing on the corner. 

The story is not much, — it is an out- 
cropping of the "not in the directory" 
plaint to which we become somewhat in- 
durated — but somehow it suggests pa- 
thetically the tragedy of a life. 

" By the fireside tragedies are acted 
In whose scenes appear two actors, 
Wife and husband.*' 

A woman woke to find herself yoked 
to a cowardly, spiritless thing in the 
guise of a man. She awoke with a sav- 
age bound which cowed the man while 
the recoil carried her to the opposite ex- 
treme. And years afterward the direc- 
toryman prosaically gets a glimpse of the 
tragedy.

About the year 1880, a man in Boston, 
who had worked as a canvasser on state 
and city directories, came to the conclu- 
sion, as a result of his experience and ob- 
servation, that the average business man 
had only to be shown his name in print 
and he would pay for it. Upon this sim- 
ple proi>osition, which was based upon 
the known faith as well as the frailty of 
human nature, has been buildcd the sys- 
tem of fraudulent directories, which, dur- 
ing the past twenty years, has taken 
thousands of dollars from the tills of the 
business community for the benefit of un- 
scrupulous swindlers. 

The canvasser in question, having set- 
tled the primary principle, proceeded to 
have printed a hundred or so pages of an 
apparent directory, with classified head- 
ings under which were capped the firms 
whom his observation had shown would 
pay without question, and who were 
known as "easy marks." Calling on these 
firms, a conversation about as follows 
took place : 

"Do you want this style of type con- 
tinued in the next issue?" 

"Yes. that will do. How much is it ?" 

The firm supposed, for the reason that 
their name appeared in a regularly print- 



ed and bound lxx>k, that they were in the 
habit of patronizing it. The name of the 
book cut no figure. The canvasser made 
it his business to get the payment in ad- 
vance. In a month or so he would call 
again with the same book under another 
name and the same proceedings took 
place. 

Up to this time there was only one 
book in circulation. The next step was 
to print a couple of hundred new pages 
with a different style of type. This book 
was then used to canvass for headings 
for which only a dollar was charged for 
the large size. This was a bait to catch 
the more critical advertisers, who object- 
ed to the large price asked on the first 
scheme. After getting the dollar con- 
tracts signed, the canvasser would then 
raise the amounts and make them payable 
on the first printed book. There was no 
chance to disprove the validity of the sig- 
natures ; and the erasures were perfect, 
the paper used for the contracts being a 
hard-surfaced Chinese bond, upon which 
the eraser left no scratches as it docs on 
a soft-finished paper. 

V ery few firms would question a direc- 
tory contract to which a genuine signa- 
ture was attached. Ninety per cent, of 
the firms which might doubt whether 
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such a contract had been given would 
finally content themselves with the idea 
that the man who signed it was crazy. 

This same practice of collecting in ad- 
vance is carried on to-day all over the 
country. One can see that the chances 
of detection are minimized, because no 
crime is committed. The law is clastic 
as regards payment in advance for ad- 
vertising. A publisher can claim that the 
book will be published, and that the re- 
ceipt given for the money does not stipu- 
late a given time. A directory advertiser 
should protect himself by keeping a du- 
plicate of all contracts and refuse pay- 
ment on contracts for which he has no 
duplicate. 

After an existence of over twenty 
years the general public are as easily 
fooled by fraudulent directory schemes 
as they were at the beginning. The can- 
vasser mentioned could not always keep 
his good thing to himself, and others 
came into the field with new methods of 
swindling. A New York man started a 
United States directory, and expended 
thousands of dollars in printing hooks. 
He had the pages stereotyped, and after 
the first issue the only cost was paper, 
press work and binding. A distribution 
was made of thousands of copies of the 
book all over the country. His intentions 
were not honest, however, as he collected 
for headings year in and year out on the 
same pages. Changes were only made 
when a new heading was secured or a 
change of name or address took place, 
and this was done by mortising the plate 
of the particular page. The book became 
thoroughly known, and each subscriber 
paid each year for a book printed from 
plates, which contained no new informa- 
tion. 

After the methods of the Boston can- 
vasser became known, many canvassers 
who had no scruples went into the 
crooked line. A proposition was made 
to the Xew York man referred to, where- 
by he made up pages containing business 
headings of so-called "easy marks" in all 
sections of the country. While these va- 
rious books were made up by the same 
man, yet to all appearances." they were 
each the production of a publishing 
house with a plausible and high-sounding 
name. For years these books were col- 
lected upon under dozens of different 
names. 



The Boston man who originated the 
scheme at that time worked with these 
people, arid there came to be a regular 
traffic in the names of firms who were 
found to be particularly "easy." A sys- 
tem of raising the price was also adopted, 
and as soon as it was found that a firm 
unhesitatingly paid a larger price than 
had been previously charged, the infor- 
mation was immediately given to the 
whole gang. This method is also con- 
tinued today, and the possibilities of 
stopping this scheme are less than 
in the up-to-date practices where for- 
gery is committed. As has been stated, 
a firm is asked to continue their ad- 
vertisement or headings, and payment 
is made in advance. It is receiving 
money under false pretences; but no 
charge can be brought against the can- 
vasser, as he can claim that the book is 
to be published. 

The printing of the side issue by the 
New York man led to newer ideas, and 
the gang increased. 

In the next number of The Bulletin 
will be described an improved system of 
forgery, the "paid voucher" or "has 
paid," which compelled firms to pay for 
something they did not order. 



Grand Rapids, Mich., is being can- 
vassed by a peripatetic publisher who 
goes by the name of "Young & Co." 
While in Grand Rapids he claims Mil- 
waukee as his place of hail ; while in Mil- 
waukee he hailed variously from Terre 
Haute, Ind., Louisville, Ky., and New 
York. "Young & Co." is a myth. A 
man named I lunger ford conducts the 
business. The concern canvasses as far 
as is necessary to get business, and prints 
a book ostensibly covering a wide range 
of territory. It catches the crowd be- 
cause of its price — one dollar, — and big 
promises. The publisher probably pulled 
five hundred net out of his Milwaukee 
venture for six months' work. As a di- 
rectory the book is utterly worthless. 

♦ 

The compilation of a "directory of 
drunkards" has been undertaken by the 
Salvation Army. The interest which 
might be felt in the matter is lessened, 
however, by the statement that it is not 
intended for publication. 
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MECHANICAL DIRECTORIES. 

Several years ago there was exploited 
on the Pacific Coast a directory scheme 
which was expected to be far-reaching in 
its results, and to revolutionize the direc 
tory business. In brief, it was the print- 
ing of a directory on continuous strips, 
to be wound around rollers which could 
be revolved back and forth until any 
name which might be sought for was 
brought into view through the opening 
provided. In connection with the orig- 
inal rolls there were also to be furnished 
monthly sheets of corrections in ad- 
dresses, which were to be placed in the 
machine and operated by the one motion 
of the crank, thus always presenting to 
view the very latest and most "up-to- 
date*' address for any individual. Provi- 
sion was also made for the display of ad- 
vertisements. 

Directories upon this principle were 
projected in San Francisco, Los Angeles 
and San Jose, plenty of capital being 
found to back the scheme. It was ap- 
parent to any one having practical expe- 
rience that the machine could not be per- 
manently successful, but it had a very 
plausible look, and a glowing prospectus 
figured out fabulous returns from royal- 
ties to be paid for the use of the system 
in every city of the country. 

The danger was not in the directory it- 
self, but in the unsettling of the directory 
business of the country through the 
threatened exploitation of stock-jobbing 
schemes. If shrewd capitalists on the 
Coast could be taken in. they might also 
elsewhere. At this juncture the Associa- 
tion of American Directory Publishers 



stepped into the field. They purchased 
a patent on an advertising device which 
antedated that of the Mechanical Direc- 
tory Company, and which seemed to com- 
pletely cover the claims made in the pat- 
ent granted to the latter company. This 
patent was assigned to R. L. Polk and 
William E. Murdock, who, on behalf of 
the Association instituted suit in the 
United States court at Los Angeles for 
infringement. After the usual delays, 
the suit was at last brought to trial, and 
a judgment was rendered in favor of 
Messrs. Polk and Murdock. on February 
19th last. 

The victory is complete, but in one 
sense it is barren. No profits accrued to 
the defendants because of the infringe- 
ment : on the contrary, they sustained a 
great loss. Maxwell, the patentee, prob- 
ably made a profit through the sale of 
rights under his patent, but that is not 
recoverable. That more people did not 
lose through the scheme is due to the 
prompt action of the Association. 

• 

FIRST AMERICAN DIRECTORY. 

The first directory published in Amer- 
ica was issued in Philadelphia. It ap- 
peared on November 16, 1785. and was 
from the house of John MacPherson. 
Eleven days later a rival directory was 
issued by Francis White. A few copies 
of the latter are still to be found, but 
MacPherson's is exceedingly rare. Only 
a manuscript copy is in the Philadelphia 
public library. 

The quaint-looking "advertisement" 
which introduces White's book, in old- 
style italic with its distracting long "s," 
expresses present needs and shortcom- 
ings as truly as if written yesterday: 

All V KRTISKM KNT. 
"The Publisher of this Directory has en- 
deavoured to remedy the freijuent complaints 
made at his ollice, by strangers and others, 
for the want of a more easy guide to find out 
any person they might have business with; 
and notwithstanding his eare to render it 
correct, it being the first of the kind published 
here, it cannot be expected to be wholly com- 
plete. I.'e therefore hopes the indulgent pub- 
lic will excuse any errors or omission* which 
may appear, as he intends to have the next 
ns correct as can possibly he collected. — This 
collection took place 1st September, and was 
sent to the press under its present alphaliet, 
rather than detain it, a*, the longer such is 
on hand, the more fal-e and useless it will 
appear — the next shall be alphabet ed so as 
to find any pcrspn's name at a view." 
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The necessity which calls forth a direc- 
tory to-day, as well as the liability to 
error, is identical with that expressed by 
this pioneer publisher. The primitive 
form of alphabetization, even, is dupli- 
cated in the initial volumes of many tyros 
who undertake to get up directories; 
while we have daily illustrations of how 
"false and useless" a directory may ap- 
pear when an inordinate length of time 
is allowed to elapse between the gather- 
ing of the information and its issuance. 



NOTES. 

Marshall & Bruce, of Nashville, 
Tenn., through the intervention of the 
United States Senator from Tennessee, 
secured an order from the Postoffice de- 
partment permitting the rural carriers to 
furnish them with the names of the resi- 
dents to whom mail was delivered on the 
various rural routes out of that city. 
This information was incorporated in 
the directory of Nashville just issued by 
this firm. This is an important conces- 
sion, and may have tar-reaching results. 
The department has heretofore steadfast- 
ly refused to allow any information of 
this sort to be given out ; and has 
pushed its refusal to what has sometimes 
seemed unreasonable lengths, — in its 
fear, apparently, that there would be no 
controlling the demand for information 
were the barrier once let down. 

* * * 

The S. E. Hendricks Co., 61 Bcek- 
man street, have changed the name of 
their publication from "Architectural, 
Engineering and Mechanical Directory" 
to "'Buyers' and Sellers' Commercial Reg- 
ister."' The change was rendered neces- 
sary through the disrepute brought upon 
the' word "directory" as applied to publi- 
cations covering the entire country by 
the unscrupulous fakers who operate 
swindling schemes under that guise. 

* * * 

Ix Philadelphia the publishers of the 
directory conclude that cognomens "Wu 
Sing." "Sam Wing." and others of that 
sort which stand for the Celestials who 
operate the 250 laundries of that city 
known as "Chinese." are of no value as 
names, and they therefore classify them 
simply under the street numbers. We 
have been bothered at times by the ques- 
tion of proper compilation or alphabeti- 



zation ; but the entire elimination of the 
name is cutting the Gordian knot with a 
vengeance. We should be glad to have 
some expert tell us whether the name 
"Wo Kec," for example, belongs prop- 
erly in "W" or "K." The name "Sam 
Wing" would seem easy ; but it is only 
because we attach a certain significance 
to "Sam," which as a name it probably 
does not have in this case. 

* * * 

At this season of the year, the direc- 
tory publisher might accept without 
question the statement "now is the sea- 
son of our discontent," — to continue the 
quotation no farther. It is the burden of 
the song from all quarters. Everybody 
is busy ; work is pressing ; days and 
nights are full ; no time for extraneous 
matters. And we have "troubles of our 
own." If we arc not as busy as some 
other fellows, we at least think we are. 
Any way our "think tank" is clogged 
with the dry details of the spring busi- 
ness ; and with no stimulus from abroad 
does not respond readily to the demand 
for "copy." We trust you all have that 
"fellow feeling" which will make you 
"wondrous kind" in palliating any short- 
comings in this number of The Bulle- 
tin.

William C. Hove, secretary of the 
Hove Directory Company of Kansas 
City, died at 'Mullanphy hospital, in St. 
Louis, on March 19. Mr. Iloye had been 
in |H)or health for some time and went to 
St. Louis to have an operation performed 
for stomach ami liver trouble, but did 
not survive the shock. Mr. Hove was 
born in Ireland in 1839. He lived for 
some time at St. Louis after coming to 
America, and had been a resident of 
Kansas City for thirty-three years. Mr. 
I love's two sons, W. L. Hove and C. B. 
Hove, have been associated with him in 
the publication of the directory for a 
number of years. 

A wife, five sons and two daughters 
survive him. Mr. Hove was a thorough 
business man. taking no part in politics 
and being connected with no lodges or 
orders.

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ESTIMATING POPULATION. 

The Census Bureau has issued a Bul- 
letin on "Methods of Estimating Popu- 
lation," in which is given the results of 
a study made by Walter F. Willcox, 
chief statistician for Methods and Re- 
sults, of the methods most commonly 
followed in estimating the increase in 
population. These methods are thus 
tabulated : 

1. An estimate reached by assuming that the 
rate of growth between any two successive cen- 
suses, is maintained during the following decade. 

2. An estimate based u|H>n the number of 
votes cast at an election. 

3. An estimate based upon a school census. 

4. An estimate based upon a directory can- 
vass. 

The subject is discussed with all the 
elaboration usual in Government re- 
ports : and, with the assistance of an im- 
posing array of figures, the statistical 
heresies as set forth in the above thesis, 
arc duly jxiunded into a jelly. And yet, 
somehow, the effect is inconclusive. It 
is a ponderous effort. Buj it persists in 
irresistibly suggesting to us the solemn - 
visaged Knight of La M. nucha and his 
valorous encounter with the wind-mills. 
* * * 

The fact is that there is some relation 
or ratio existing between population and 
the three assumed bases of comparison 
so incontinently demolished; and that 
that ratio can be determined with ap- 
proximate certainty by the application 
of proper methods. The increase, for 
example, as shown by vote or registra- 
tion, must Ik* determined by comparisons 
instituted between campaigns equal in 
importance,- between two national cam- 
paigns, or between state campaigns. It 
would be absurd to compare the vote in 
a presidential year with that of an "off" 
year, and base thereon a claim to in- 
creased population. But. with proper 
precautions, care being taken to apply 
the comparison to small enough units of 



territory, results practically correct can 
be obtained. 

* * * 

The same rule will obtain in regard to 
a school census. There is no absolute 
unit of comparison. Such is not seri- 
ously claimed to be the case. There is 
no real unit of comparison, even, which 
can Ik* applied to all sections of the same 
city. But to say that because a school 
census may sometimes be taken care- 
lessly that the results can not be used 
for comparison is absurd. The same 
argument would apply to the Federal 
census. While it is undoubtedly true 
that the liability to error in the Federal 
census is less than in any other enumera- 
tion, yet after all it is taken by mere men, 
and by men drawn from the same com- 
munity and the same classes as for any 
other enumeration. 

* * * 

There is. too, a ratio existing between 
the names listed in a city directory and 
the population of that city. As we have 
l>ointed out before, this ratio is variable. 
Local conditions cause it to vary in dif- 
ferent cities. But in any given city it is 
not liable to sutler any greater variation 
during the lapse of a decade than would 
be likely to follow from the rule of 
thumb method of determining the in- 
crease in imputation advocated by the 
census office. In fact, if the ratio is care- 
fully determined and honestly applied it 
will undoubtedly furnish the most reli- 
able guide as to population conditions in 
any city at any given time. As we have 
pointed out before, however, the basis of 
every comparison must be the I'nited 
States census. There must be some 
starting point : and the official count 
"goes." 

* * * 

While demolishing the three methods 
referred to. the Census bulletin pro|x>ses 
the substitution of the "rule of thumb" 
alnn-e adverted to. That is. to add to 
the population each year one-tenth of the 
increase shown during the previous dec- 
ade. It is admitted that this method will 
produce only approximate results. In 
fact, figures will show that the percent- 
age of error under this plan would be as 
great and the results as widely divergent 
in individual cases as where a proper 
application is made of any of the de- 
spised and rejected methods. 
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ANOTHER WARNING. 

The General Publishing Company, 853 
Broadway, New York, is soliciting ad- 
vertisements and names for an alleged 
publication styled, "Commercial Business 
Directory of the I'nited States." The con- 
cern above named was formerly known 
as the Premier Publishing Company, and 
two of the men connected with it are 
said to be White and Cochenthaler. who 
have been mixed up with several direc- 
tory schemes in the past eight or ten years 
and have never actually published a 
book. They have been working on the 
Xew York and Xew England Directory, 
and have had men out canvassing for dis- 
play headings. 

Not long ago they employed a man 
of some experience to solicit for display 
headings in Xew England. lie went to 
Springfield, W'estfield, Ilolyokc, Pitts- 
field and Worcester, and did considerable 
business. They paid him 50% on all 
collections made on display headings. 
Later he was joined by another, and 
they worked together in Marlborough, 
Lowell, Lawrence. Haverhill, Xewbury- 
port and Salem ; then went to Lynn, 
Kitchburg, Gardiner. Deerficld, North 
Adams and Northampton. Subsequent- 
ly they dropped the New York and New- 
England Directory, and are now work- 
ing on the Commercial Business Direc- 
tory. In Philadelphia they gave up after 
about three weeks' canvassing their 
agent becoming cjisgusted with the job 
and throwing it up. 



FRAUDS IN NEW ENGLAND. 

Fraudulent advertising schemes have 
been much in evidence in Xew England 
during the past few months ; but the op- 
erators, probably owing in large degree 
to the efforts of the directory publishers 
to counteract their game, have had by 
no means an easy time of it. The 
schemes are apparently all on the order 
of those described elsewhere in this num- 
ber of Thk Blli.ktix. and are based 
wholly on raised contracts or "has- 
paids." 

* * * 

In February a man named James 
Sweeny was arrested in Worcester. He 



had called on various firms representing 
himself as agent for "Barker's Compen- 
dium," for which he had advertising con- 
tracts ranging from $10 to $100. Sweeny, 
of course, was only an "innocent collect- 
ing agent" ; but as the firms whose names 
were attached to the orders disavowed 
their signatures, he was held by the 
court on the charge of uttering forged 
paper, and is still in jail, l>eing unable to 
obtain bonds. 

During the arraignment it developed 
that Sweeney had obtained the signa- 
tures of several Worcester business men 
by calling upon them and asking them to 
sign a statement that he had attempted 
to obtain their order for a directory, if 
they refused to buy. This return, Swee- 
ney said, was to be forwarded to the 
publishing company to show that Wor- 
cester was being thoroughly canvassed. 
In return for the firm's courtesy, the 
publishing house was to send a handsome 
calendar. The latter was never received. 

* * * 

William Cordon, of Philadelphia, as 
he gave his name to the police, a well- 
dressed man of about 45. claiming to 
represent an advertising house in Chi- 
cago, was arrested in Worcester a month 
after the Sweeney happening. Cordon, 
a fictitious name the police say. presented 
the following order to the Craton & 
Knight Manufacturing Co. : 

"Advertising contract numbered -lir*. City of 

Worcester, VMY>. Cratoti & Knight 

Manufacturing Co.. address. Worcester. Mass. 

"The undersigned agrees to pay the sum of 
twenty-live {$•>.%) dollars for one-half page ad- 
vertisement to he inserted in Hill's annual reg- 
ister. 11K1-2 edition. Firm name. Craton & 
Knight Mfg. Co. Hv whom ordered, llervey 
Brown- 
Mr. Brown disavowed the signature. 
When he stepped to the telephone to call 
up police headquarters. Cordon wai 
seized with a sudden "faintness," and 
"guessed he would get some whisky." He 
could not be prevailed upon to wait until 
the attack of vertigo should pass off. He 
was subsequently arrested as about to 
take a train out of the citv. and was held 
for trial. 

It is believed that Cordon and Swee- 
ney have worked together in various 
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cities in the East and that Sweeney's 
wherabouts since his arrest Feb. 19 were 
unknown to Gordon, who came to Wor- 
cester unaware of the fact that Sweeney 
had been arrested.

There was no charge upon which Levy 
could be held. He professed that his 
exj>erience had been such that he would 
go right back to New York and throw 
up his job with the agency, which had so 
basely imposed upon him.

They are 
all a part of the city, and bear, year in 
and year out, a closely fixed relation to 
the general population. In point of fact, 
the simple increase in the number of 
pages in the directory affords a fair in- 
dex of the rate of growth of the city. 

We have said that the directory is a 
barometer of its city. How it indicates 
year by year the fluctuations in the popu- 
lation may be shown by taking some one 
city as an example. We have prepared 
a table for Milwaukee, showing its popu- 
lation during each year of the decade 
between 1890 and 1900, as estimated by 
the two methods of computation which 
we have been considering :

We have used Milwaukee as an illus- 
tration as well because we know most 
about that city as because the result here 
as determined by both methods is prac- 
tically identical for the census period, 
and therefore well illustrates the point 
we desire to make. The census method 
has the city advance in a staid, phleg- 
matic fashion, which we admit is more in 
consonance with what should be expected 
of her; but a faithful record shows that 
she toyed with the deceptive inflation 
cordial, got gay, awoke with a bad head, 
and for some time was "just able to be 
about, thank you." The growth of any 
city is far from being a regular progres- 
. sion. It has times when it stands still, 
and times when it advances by leaps and 
bounds. This the directory faithfully 
represents. 

* * * 

And this leads us to say further that 
the growth of a city as revealed through 
the directory may be an actual growth 
even when it differs widely from the re- 
sults as shown by the census. In the 
cities cited in the tables above, the widest 



difference in the results shown by the 
two methods of computation is in the 
case of Cincinnati. There is good rea- 
son for this. The conditions in Cincin- 
nati are peculiar. The city is not only 
closely environed by jwpulous suburbs 
which decline to become a part of it, but 
its dormitories are largely across the 
Ohio river, on the Kentucky shore. The 
residents of these places do business in 
Cincinnati, and of right figure in the Cin- 
cinnati directory, which thus represents 
the larger city.' The growth shown is . 
actual ; and it is just as absurd to 
measure the growth of such a city by 
that shown within its corporate bounds, 
as it would l>e to measure the growth 01 
London bv that of the square mile of 
the corporation known as the "City of 
London." 

We feel like deducing as a rule that 
when the population as shown by the 
directory greatly exceeds that shown by 
the census, it is evidence that the city in 
question has overrun its borders. We 
fear that it is not thoroughly established, 
however, even though St. Paul and Min- 
neapolis might be cited as converse prop- 
ositions tending to prove the rule. We 
have no desire to attempt anything rad- 
ical. We have simply sought to empha- 
size what we believe to be a fact, that 
the directory, properly used, serves as 
the best means of estimating the increase 
in a city's population from year to year. 
• 

Lexington, Kentucky. 

There will be two directories published 
for Lexington this year. J. Wiggins 
& Co. started a canvass* of the city dur- 
ing the fall of 1 901, and after about 
eighty per cent, of the patronage had 
been taken, an ordinance was introduced 
in the city council providing ior renum- 
bering the houses. The canvass for the 
directory was stopped pending the com- 
pletion of this work. The renumbering 
being somewhat delayed, the Blue Grass 
Directory Company, as mentioned in the 
last Bulletin, began work on a direc- 
tory. J. Wiggins & Co., learning of this, 
and that the new numbers had been lo- 
cated, proceeded at once to complete their 
canvass, and their book has been deliv- 
ered. The book of the Blue Grass people 
is being pushed to completion, and will 
be ready about the 15th of September. 
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THE "PAID VOUCHER." 

The directory swindlers now had a 
book in hand with sections giving lists 
of business firms in all the principal cit- 
ies of the United States. Dozens o£ 
titles were given to as many books, but 
they were all the same print. Some- 
times one man would carry three or 
four books with him — one supposed to 
be published in New York, another in 
Chicago, and so on until all the principal 
cities had been used as headquarters for 
alleged directory publishers. 

There have been arrests made in cases 
where an advertiser believed something 
to be wrong and felt it his duty to have 
the collector arrested when h. contract 
was presented for payment ; but it could 
not be proved that the contract was 
fraudulent or that the amount had been 
raised. The police would possibly look 
up the publishers, and at the address 
given would be found an office with 
some one in charge and books on hand 
to show that the book was really printed 
and published. This left the case against 
the advertiser, and although he might 
be positive that he had not signed any 
such contract, he could not prove it. The 
only safety in such cases is to refuse 
payment on doubtful contracts which 
may be presented, and ignore threats of 
suits at law. These swindlers never go 
that far. 

These men now had all the books they 
wanted, and their minds wandered to 
a wider field of operations. The New 
York man who furnished the fake pages, 



published what was supposed to be a 
United States directory. In collecting 
for headings, he used a "paid voucher," 
which a firm was asked to sign upon 
payment of any amount for advertising 
in the book. These vouchers had ac- 
cumulated for years, and only awaited 
some bright mind to find use for them. 
A way was opened up after a while, 
and a proposition was m%de to the New 
York man to sell these "paid vouchers" 
to the gang. Large quantities were dis- 
tributed to the increasing number of 
so-called directory men by whom they 
were doctored. The body of the matter 
on the paper would be erased, leaving 
only the signatures which were, of 
course, genuine. The name of some fic- 
titious book would then be inserted, with 
any amount from five dollars up to sev- 
eral hundreds of dollars. 

About this time, which was along in 
1888, several of the gang went to Chi- 
cago and opened up offices there for the 
purpose of working the scheme in the 
West. A book was published under the 
name of the "Mercantile Register." The 
same scheme was operated as in the case 
of the United States directory in New 
i r ork, except that the type was of a very 
large and showy kind. Copies of the 
book were placed in hotels, banks, ex- 
press offices, and like places. The book 
was a showy affair and as high as fifty 
dollars was paid for a single heading. 
A contract would be collected on sev- 
eral times, or as long as the paper would 
submit to the vigorous rubbing and doc- 
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toring. In connection with this book 
there were others printed, but not cir- 
culated ; and a "paid voucher" was also 
used, to be signed by the advertiser when 
he paid on the "Mercantile Register." 
These vouchers were then transformed 
into contracts and made payable on the 
subsidiary books under various titles. 

This was the beginning of an era of 
forgery which was beyond conception, 
but was not realized by the general pub- 
lic, because the scheme was so scattered 
over the country. The "Mercantile 
Register Company" employed some fif- 
teen or twenty men, who traveled from 
New York to San Francisco and New 
Orleans. These men would get a "paid 
voucher" signed upon each payment, and 
each man would make from ten to 
twenty-five collections per day. The 
reader can imagine the number of signa- 
tures sent in to the home office. 

This necessitated the establishment of 
what was called a "laundry" where era- 
sures could be made and the "paid 
vouchers" altered, as explained before. 
It was remarkable that people could be 
employed in these operations, without 
information leaking out which could lead 
to detection. The explanation is found 
in the fact that in most cases the 
"laundry" work was done by the wives 
and relatives of the men engaged in the 
collection work. 

At length the inevitable result followed. 
The men employed as collectors began 
to accumulate these "paid vouchers" for 
themselves, and would steal additional 
copies of the book and christen them 
with new names, for their own use. 
This act became very frequent, and soon 
the country was flooded with directories 
and fraudulent contracts. In order to 



increase their facilities, the men would 
have new pages printed, but only enough 
for books to be used for collection pur- 
poses, and not for circulation. They 
could then collect on two different books, 
and thus lessen the chances of being 
caught collecting twice on the same 1x>ok. 

Conditions to-day have changed some- 
what, and the business is not carried on 
with so much boldness, yet hardly a town 
escapes a visit at least twice a year. There 
are now only two actually established 
offices where a pretence of publishing is 
made, and both these offices arc in New 
York. One firm has a plant with about 
fifteen thousand dollars worth of type 
set up in pages for two different books. 
One of these books has a circulation of 
about fifteen hundred copies, but the in- 
formation contained therein is not se- 
cured by canvassing from one business 
house to another, but is collected from 
other books. In this case piracy cannot 
be proven, because the headings are 
mostly caps and only a few lower-case 
headings appear in order to influence a 
firm to contract for larger type to com- 
pete with his neighbor. Most of the 
headings represent well known business 
firms, and a "catch" or "dummy" is eas- 
ily detected and thrown out. A straight 
canvass is made on this book, and the 
money collected in advance. Four cities 
are represented in the book, and, as the 
great cost in compiling a directory is 
the collection of information, this con- 
cern, not having that expense, can easily 
keep up a circulation and thus give the 
publisher a certain degree of standing.

Thosr who were at Detroit last year 
will recall Pro. Foote's convincing re- 
marks regarding the necessity for blank- 
ets in Scptcml)er, at Atlanta, which cap- 
tured the Convention. They must not in- 
fer, however, that they will meet with a 
cool reception, even though Atlanta is a 
thousand feet above the sea level. In a re- 
cent note our prospective hosts remark 
significantly, "We want every member of 
the Association to be with us on Septem- 
ber 1 6th, and to come hungry."

CHINESE NAMES. 

W. W. Evans, the veteran directory 
compiler, sends the following in answer 
to our query in regard to the transposi- 
tion of Chinese names. It answers our 
question exactly, and may prove as new 
and as interesting to others as it was to 
us: 

Eihtok JU'i.letin : 

Under the heading "Notes," in the May 
number of The Bi i.i.etix, you call attention 
to the difficulty of properly classifying Chinese 
name*. Thin difficulty would Ik- obviated if 
compilers understood, which in a fact that any 
Chinaman will corroborate, that the Chinese 
always place the family name first. For in- 
stance, take the name of the Chinese ambassa- 
dor. Wu Ting Fang. Wu is the family name, 
Ting Fang l>eing what we would call Christian 
names. In Li Hung (Thang. Li is the family 
name, Hung Chang the given names. The 
metropolitan papers, in speaking of the Chi- 
nese ambassador usually term him Ambassador 
Wu. or Mr. Wu, which is quite proper. I 
never transpose Chinese names in my direc- 
tories, as they use them themselves in what we 
would consider a transposed form. I do not 
understand the logic of omitting Chinese 
nameR from the alphabetical list, especially 
in towns where there are anv number of them 
located. \Vm. VV. Evajvs.

We trust our readers will Hot feel that 
they are being given an overdose of "di- 
rectories and population." We realize 
that it has been the most frequently re- 
curring subject in the paper; and it is 
possible that because of our own inter- 
est therein we exaggerate its importance. 
The avidity with which it is taken up 
locally by the newspapers all over the 
country, however, is evidence that the 
subject has something of importance to 
the public at large; and our interest lies 
in the endeavor to see that the matter of 
computation is put on a proper basis. 
Directorymen have it within their power 
to dignify their estimates if they will, 
and thus gain for them a frank accept- 
ance. The first step in that direction is 
to abandon the deceptive assumption of 
"a ratio generally accepted by directory 
publishers." There is no such ratio; the 
sooner this fact is accepted the better. 
• 

"A word fitly spoken," if unwittingly, 
was that of a newspaper which an- 
nounced that "the publishers are now far 
advanced with the complication of the 
new city directory." 
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INCREASE IN COST. 

The labor, burden and care involved in 
the canvass, compilation and publication 
of the directories of the larger cities of 
the country becomes more and more on- 
erous every year; and that, too, without 
an increase in patronage equivalent in 
compensation to the extra effort and ex- 
pense incurred. 

* * * 

It has probably been the experience of 
all publishers in cities which have under- 
gone any pronounced growth, that the 
increased receipts from year to year have 
by no means kept pace with the ratio of 
growth in the cities themselves. There 
is a good reason for this, and one which 
should easily be apparent ; and yet it takes 
all kinds of explanations to make the 
public in general see it. A growing in- 
dustrial establishment, for example, may 
double its output, and consequently its 
hands. To the directory, for patronage, 
it remains still just one establishment, 
with the same fixed amount of patron- 
age; but the expense to which the pub- 
lisher is put has been increased to the 
extent of the increased number of hands - 
which the establishment has taken on. 
In other words, there are double the 
number of names to be canvassed, com- 
piled and printed, and consequently 
double the expense to be incurred, with 
no increase in the revenue to be derived 
from this •establishment. With the 
growth of the establishment in question 
there have, of course, been developed col- 
lateral or dependent lines of business 
from which the directory derives some 
revenue, else it could not continue to ex- 
ist. But these collateral lines are no 
greater than are necessary to supply the 
necessities of the population ; and it still 
remains true that with the expansion of 
manufacturing enterprises, and the con- 



solidations which are the tendency of 
the times, the income derived from the 
directory is seriously impaired. If these 
statements are true, and we believe that 
experience will so demonstrate, the prop- 
osition with which we started is proved. 
* * * 

What is the remedy ? We do not pre- 
tend to suggest. The only thing to be 
done is to keep everlastingly at it, and try 
to make these people see that, a directory 
being a conceded necessity, it becomes 
their duty to stand their proportion of 
the increased expense by increasing their 
patronage as their business grows. We 
are very well aware that this argument 
but seldom "goes," but it is legitimate, 
nevertheless. 



It is so patent that it might have hap- 
pened any where.

It was discovered that 
several men were canvassing that city for 
a work styled "Boyd's Philadelphia Bus- 
iness Directory," evidently with the in- 
tent to trade on the established reputation 
of the well-known publication, and to 
delude the business public into the belief 
that they represented the publishers 
thereof. William G. Torchiani, who is 



the owner of the C. E. Howe Company, 
took immediate steps to protect his legal 
rights, through the intervention of the 
courts. The names of the invaders, 
which at the same time throw a strong 
light on the animus of their actions, is 
told in the order of the court which 
stopped their career: 

Now June 21, 11)02, on motion of C. M. 
Bowman and John O. Bowman, attorneys for 
plaintiff, for special injunction, the Court, 
after hearing evidence in support thereof, 
order and decree that the said defendant*, 
W. Andrew Boyd, (ieorge S. Boudinot and 
Alfred Billup and each of them, and each of 
their agents, employees and canvassers, be re- 
strained by injunction until the further order 
of this Court, from obtaining or attempting 
to obtain contracts for advertising in or sub- 
ecriptions to any publication to be published 
under the name or style of "Boyd's Philadel- 
phia Business Directory" and from employ- 
ing or causing to be employed any agents or 
canvassers for that purpose, and from publish- 
ing or causing to lie published any publication 
to be known as "Boyd's Philadelphia Busi- 
ness Directory," or any other publication un- 
der a similar name or title.

Binghamton, New York. 

J. E. Williams, in the introduction to 
his Broome County and Binghamton City 
Directory for 1902 said : "Doubtless an- 
other directory will appear." And he 
was a prophet. It did appear. The 
books were issued almost simultaneously. 
F. R. Keough, publisher of the Rome, N. 
Y., directory, appears to be at the head of 
the rival enterprise. We know nothing 
of the merits of the case.

In this city Fred L. Tower fought the 
opposition to a standstill in the courts, 
in a series of actions which have so much 
of general interest to the trade that we 
copy somewhat in extenso form a letter 
written by Mr. Tower giving a history of 
the case from his standpoint: 

"On May 0. 1001. 1 purchased from Chas. 
B. Thurston, the copyright, good-will, library 
and other appurtenances of the Portland City 
Directory, and published the 1901 issue under 
the name of the Portland Directory Company, 
Fred. L. Tower, manager. 

"Will F. Davis, who had previously been 
employed by me. and who afterward had a 
small" pecuniary interest in The Thurston 
Print (a corporation which published the 
Director)' under a lease from Thurston) 
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• * * solicited 'renewals' of contract* 
from the business men of Portland for the 
Portland Directory allowing them to believe 
that they were contracting for the regular 
Portland City Directory. On my application, 
in our State Court, a preliminary injunction 
was granted, which injunction was afterward 
modified so that Davis i-ould continue his 
work, hut ordering him to use the name "Davis 
City of Portland Directory" and to discon- 
tinue any and all acts calculated to lead the 
public into believing that he was working on 
the old established Portland Directory.'" 

Mr. Davis, it appears, now succeeded 

in interesting \V. A. (irei-nough & Co. 

in his case; and on this phase Mr. Tower 

continues : 

"From 1881 to 18!)0 the Portland Direc- 
tory was published by It. Thurston & Co. and 
W. A. Orecnough & Co.. under a partnership 
agreement, and during that time I represented 
W. A. V.. & Co. in this field. In IH1M1 I sev- 
ered my connections with \V. A. O. & Co. and 
lH-came an officer of the Hrown-Tliurston Co.. 
which corporation soon bought the one-half 
interest in the Directory that W. A. (». & Co. 
owned, and in the bill of sale the members 
of that firm covenanted with the purchasers 
that they would not 'publish or aid or abet 
any other person or persons, cither directly or 
indirectly, in publishing any hook purporting 
to 1k> a Directory of Portland. Maine." As 
soon as I had information that \V. A. (5. & Co. 
were printing Davis's In .ok 1 applied for an 



injunction in the Superior Court of Suffolk 
County in lloston. They filed a demurrer 
which was overruled and the ease was sent 
to the Merit Session to In? heard on its merit*. 

"One of the point* that the defendant tried 
to establish wan that I had not a clear chain 
of title to the good-will of the business, which 
l>oint with all others was decided in my favor 
and on March 20, 11)02. a |KTinanentr injunc- 
tion issued forbidding James K. Huntress (the 
senior member of the*tlrm). his agents, em- 
ployees and servants delivering the 'Davis City 
of Portland Directory.' The next day the books 
were shipped to Portland and thereupon I pro- 
ceeded against them for contempt of Court." 

This practically ended the case, as a 
settlement was effected by the terms of 
which, on the payment of a stipulated 
sum. and the signing of an agreement 
to keep out of Portland, the delivery of 
the directory was allowed to proceed. 

The points of interest and clearly, de- 
fined in the case as outlined arc the rec- 
ognition of the good-will of an estab- 
lished business as property which can be 
defended, and the value of which must 
not be impaired by misrepresentation or 
innuendo ; and further, that a covenant 
not to publish or to aid or abet others 
in publishing, made in a bill of sale, is 
enforceable.

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THE ATLANTA CONVENTION. 

The fifth annual meeting of the Asso- 
ciation of American Directory Publishers, 
at Atlanta, on September 17th and 18th 
last, proved to be another pleasant occa- 
sion for renewing acquaintanceship and 
cementing friendships among the mem- 
bers, entirelv aside from the benefits ac- 
cruing through the opportunity afforded 
for comparing notes on methods and re- 
sults. Indeed, it may be a question upon 
which side the greater benefits result. 
Possibly if we strike a balance and 
ascribe an equal amount to each factor 
we shall not greatly miss the mark. 

* * * 

An association such as this, striking 
cut in a new field, can not, of course, be 
launched at once full panoplied and 
armed complete at every point. Experi- 
ence teaches needs : and as the necessities 
develop, the organization is gradually 
shaped to meet them. Consequently 
much time is necessarily spend in consid- 
eration of the organic law. — in getting 
the machine down to a proper working 
basis. Much was accomplished at this ses- 
sion towards settling the Association into 
the harness. 

* * * 

One matter resolved upon was the pur- 
suance of a consistently aggressive pol- 
icy against fake directory schemes. It 
is realized, of course, that they are hard 
to corner, and it is expected that possibly 
no immediate headway can be made 
against them. Jint it was determined to 
offer -a standing reward for the convic- 
tion of any of the fakers, trusting therein* 
to stimulate their prosecution. In time it 
is hoped that this will have its effect. A 
committee was appointed for the purpose 
of assisting in the ferreting out of fake 
and fraudulent directory publishers, con- 
sisting of \V. H. Lee. j. C. Gardner, YY. 
G. Torchiana. L. Soards and YV. II. Rich- 
ards. 

* * * 

A practical matter pretaining to the 
making of directories which was dis- 
cussed, was the possibility of bringing 



about the use of a standard list of classi- 
fications and abbreviations, and a uniform 
arrangement of the miscellaneous infor- 
mation. Several recommendations were 
made by the committee appointed to con- 
sider the matter, but no action was taken, 
the committee being continued for the 
purpose of giving it further study. This 
committee consists of Charles D'YV. 
Marev. \V. II. Lee, Theo. F. Smith and 
R. II Donnelley 

* * ♦ 

A subject which has been constantly in 
mind since the organization of the Asso- 
ciation is the important one of copy- 
right. It is necessary that we be on the 
alert when the matter is before Congress, 
in order to secure such modification or 
change in the law as shall directly recog- 
nize and better protect the matter in- 
cluded in directories. A number of pub- 
lishers have taken individual member- 
ships in the United States copyright 
league, in order to be in a position to 
better forward the interests of the trade. 
The committee having charge of the gen- 
eral subject consists of \Y. II. Bates, YV. 

E. Murdock and \Y. H. Lee.

The advisability of pooling interests 
and arranging with advertising agents 
in large directory centers was another 
subject which was discussed. A commit- 
tee was appointed to consider the matter, 
consisting of R. H. Donnelley, W. H.

In saying good-bye to Atlanta we can 
echo most heartily the quaint sentiment 
of the poet: "We're glad that we have 
came." 



FAKE DIRECTORY METHODS

The laundering process used by direc- 
tory swindlers, and adverted to in our last 
article, is novel and interesting and is the 
main feature of their business. As stated 
before, when a business man pays a cer- 
tain amount of money to one of these 
collectors, he is asked to sign what is 
known as a "has paid" voucher, an il- 
lustration of which appeard in the last 
number of The Bulletin. The voucher 
is made to read that the business man 
has paid a certain sum of money to the 
solicitor and it is claimed by the solicitor 
to be a system of checking up those who 
pay in advance, or those who have paid 
the contract presented at the time the 
"has paid" voucher is secured. The left 
end of this voucher is then cut off and 
also the top part and enough on the right 
hand end to make the margin the same 
at each end. 



If the writing on the paper is in pen- 
cil, an ink eraser is used to rub out the 
lines. This leaves a rough surface where 
it has been rubbed, for the reason that 
it disturbs the natural texture. A piece 
of glass is then taken, with a round sur- 
face, such as a paperweight in the form 
of a half-sphere, and swiftly rubbed over 
the surface of the paper on all parts of 
the face and hack. This lays flat the 
rough surface disturbed by the rubber 
eraser and gives the paper the same ap- 
pearance all over. The pen is then ap- 
plied and the blank is filled in as a con- 
tract. In these cases the ink will not 
run, and it is almost impossible to detect 
any change in the paper. The writer has 
discovered a way of detecting it, how- 
ever, which very seldom fails, except in 
cases where the original writing in pencil 
is very light, or written with a pencil as 
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soft as a number one. Most of the so- 
licitors carry soft-leaded pencils for that 
reason. If the blank is held towards the 
light on a level with the eye, so that the 
sight just skims over the surface, .the 
scratches on the surface of the paper 
caused by the mineral particles in an ink 
eraser, will show very plainly. This sys- 
tem of detection has been used in prose- 
cutions with quite good success. 

When the "has paid'' voucher has been 
filled in with ink, it must be treated to 
acids ; the ordinary commercial article 
sold for bookkeepers' use being em- 
ployed. The writing gradually disap- 
pears, leaving a sort of sickly hue on the 
parts which have received the application. 
After it has dried, a soft rubber is used 
to take off little lines here and there that 
have not been reached by the acid. One 
paper after another is thus treated, then 
each one is dipped in boiling water, be- 
ing held in the hand so that the signa- 
ture is not affected by either the steam 
or the water. The yellowish color will 
be taken out and all affects of the acid. 
This will also prevent the successful use 
of any influencing acid to prove that acid 
had been used on the paper. The paper 
becomes thoroughly soaked, and while it 
is in that condition it is placed between 
two clean blotters, and a nickel plated 
iron, such as is used for ironing the bo- 
soms of shirts, is then heated and rubbed 
swiftly over the top blotter. When the 
paper is taken out, it is found to be per- 
fectly dry and the surface does not show 
any disturbance whatever. One of these 
pieces of paper, if it is a Chinese bond, 
can be treated in this way three or four 
times. The ink used to fill in the paper 
as a contract, however, must be very 
light, and the writing must be by a man 
who can skim over the surface without 
allowing the ink to run. Where this is 
impossible, an indelible pencil is used, 
and then a wet blotter is applied to it in 
order to set the ink which appears on the 
surface and is a dark purple in color. It 
can never be erased again, but it serves 
its purpose excellently, for the reason 
that indelible pencil writing runs the least 
bit, but does not appear rough on the 
edges, and serves to cover up any little 
imperfections appearing by reason of the 
first treatment. If the acid has done any 
damage, and leaves any kind of a blot 



that would make the contract look sus- 
picious, a rubber stamp reading, "O. K. 
Compiler" or "Accepted," or any other 
subterfuge, is stamped over the imper- 
fection and it serves to dignify the al- 
leged contract. If a drop of acid should, 
inadvertently, get on to the signature in 
any way, it is quickly taken up by the 
blotter and where it has touched, it will 
turn the ink yellow. The part so effected 
is then simply traced and then the rub- 
ber stamp is so placed on the contract 
that it will cover up the imperfection. 
Many times, a dash of ink is thrown over 
the imperfection, making it appear that it 
was done at the time the contract was 
alleged to have been taken. 



BUY A DIRECTORY. 

Requests for information upon various 
subjects are common enough to directory- 
men ; but the following, from the Little 
Rock Gazette, rather "holds the edge" 
for nerve: 

Sheriff Fred Schader received a blow the 
other day that, in the parlance of the ring, 
almost laid him out. The blow was in the 
shape of a letter from M. M. Buford, a sheriff 
at Newberry, N. (J., which contained a request, 
from the performance of which Air. Schader 
earnestly begs that he be excused. The letter 
in us follows: 

"Dear Sir — There is a man, or was, in your 
city, whose name commences with the letter 
'IV I wish to ask a favor of you: (Jet your 
city directory and copy all the names that 
commence with 'IV and be sure and give the 
color and occupation just as the directory gives 
it. When I receive it you will hear from me 
again." 

"I have been asked to do a great many 
things, and I have heard of mad-cap mpiest* 
of sheriffs, but this one has me beat," said Mr. 
Schailer yesterday. "The public would be sur- 
prised to know some of the things like this 
that wc are asked to do. Now, this man 
wants me to copy about forty pages of the 
directory, giving names, color and occupation 
of several thousand people, gratis. Not much," 
he concluded emphatically.

A Capital of $50,000 with $300 
paid in would not seem to be an extrava- 
gant outfit for business, — even for a i>eri- 
paletic directory business. A City Di- 
rectory Company was chartered in Maine 
on that basis ; and one wonders why there 
should be so much room for wind? Is 
some one expected to "blow in" the stuff 
to inflate the balloon?

UNIFORM CLASSIFICATION. 

The committee on uniform classifica- 
tions of the Association made the fol- 
lowing recommendations: 

We would recommend that the arrangement 
of directories as to departments and detail* 
be ns uniform as possible throughout the 
country. 

Wc would favor n uniform list of classifica- 
tions and headings for the business directory, 
Mich list to be made up by a committee to be 
appointed by your President. In cases where 
publishers do not care to adopt the headings 
recommended by the Association, they to give 
a reference heading, referring to the'one that 
they desire to use. Hy establishing a uniform 
list, of headings much trouble would be saved 
for the local publisher, as he could refer to the 
list adopted by the National Association as a 
standard. Anything outside of that list could 
be charged for as seeii tit. Such a list would 
be a great assistance to those using directories 
in different sections of the country, as tinder 
the present arrangement there are many dif- 
ferent ideas as regards classifications, etc., as 
there are publishers, and people are many tunes 
at a loss to find out what is wanted, making 
an appeal to the local publisher to help them 
out. 

In the East it is the custom to let the busi- 
ness directory follow the names, the miscellany 
following the business directory. In other parts 
of the country the reverse is'the order. The 
Eastern publisher feel that as the names are 
the im|>ortant part of the work, when it is pos- 
sible they should precede all other matter. 

We believe that if each canvasser was pro- 
vided with a proper manual giving list of all 
regular headings, classified business directories 
could be much more uniform and the public 
bet ter accomodated. 

Your committee feel that the abbreviation* 
are carried much farther than is necessary. Hy 
looking over a great many directories it will 
be found that there is really no saving in the 
abbreviating done. Abbreviations are used that 
can never be understood outside the publication 
office. In most instances they serve but one 
purpose, and that is to confuse the one using 
the directory a« a reference. Many times they 
provoke much criticism and prejudice parties 
againM the directory. 

In the arrangement of the miscellany we 
would recommend, that the City Government 
and all city officers come first, to be followed 
by the schools, churches, societies and county, 
state ami United States officers. 

In cities of "iO.immi inhabitants or over we 
would recommend that the societies be placed 
in departments more generally than in smaller 
cities. For instance, social clubs in a city of 
less than 30,000 would probably not have 
enough in number to be placed by themselves, 
while a city of over 50.000 would 'usually have 
several. The same applies to religious and 
benevolent organizations in many cities. 

We would recommend that the city officers 
and schools be made as complete as' possible. 
I ndcr churches, the name of the church, loca- 
tion, name of pastor, parish, clerk, treasurer, 
Sunday School superintendent, organist and 
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sexton hi- {given. I'nder societies, the nil me of 
the society, dute of organization, time nnd 
pluee of meeting anil name of President, Secre- 
tary and Treasurer. 



AUGUSTUS MURPHY. 

Augustus Murphy, who for twenty- 
five years had been manager for R. L. 
Tolk & Co. in Indianapolis, died at his 
home in that city on Friday, September 
26th last. 

Mr. Murphy had been troubled some- 
what with diabetes for several years, but 
it was not until about two years ago that 
the symptoms were considered at all seri- 
ous. From that time, however, the de- 
cline had been constant. In Spring of 
the present year, thinking that a change 
of climate might perhaps prove beneficial, 
Mr. Murphy went to Las Vegas, New 
Mexico. But it was too late. He re- 
turned to Indianapolis on Sept. 6th but 
a shadow of his former self, and never 
again left his room. 

Augustus Murphy, who came of a 
good Irish family, was born in Lundv's 
Lane, Ontario, on Sept. 6th, 1842. His 
education was completed at the college 
at Fulton. X. Y., where his boyhood was 
mainly passed, supplemented by a busi- 
ness course in Detroit. During the civil 
war Mr. Murphy served in the commis- 
sary department of the United States 
army ; and after his return to Detroit was 
employed for a time in the Detroit post- 
office. 

In 1872 Mr. Murphy began work with 
R. L. Polk on the Michigan gazetteer. 
He was interested with Mr. Polk in sev- 
eral publications under the name of Polk, 
Murphy & Co. ; but in 1875 severed this 
connection, founded the firm of Murphy 
& Co. and purchased the Milwaukee di- 
rectory. In 1877 he left Milwaukee, re- 
turning to Mr. Polk. He went at once 
to Indianapolis, where he remained until 
the time of his death. 

Mr. Murphy was blessed with a sunny 
disposition, and had a genial, kindly 
whole-souled manner which attracted and 
held friends. He was a man of the strict- 
est integrity, and possessed marked busi- 
ness ability. He was a member of Pent- 
alpha Lodge. F. & A. M., of the Scottish 
Rite masons and of the Mystic Shrine. 

Mr. Murphy is survived by his widow, 
one son. Charles S., who succeeds him in 
the business, and one daughter, Ruth. 



STOLEN DIRECTORIES. 

A correspondent would like some 
pointers on how to recover stolen books." 
That is considerable of a problem. We 
confess to a lack of experience in the mat- 
ter, and consequent ignorance as to the 
most approved methods. The difficulty 
in the way of recovering stolen books 
is generally in the matter of identifica- 
tion. It is the practice of some publish- 
ers, we believe, to secretly number the 
books and preserve a record thereof. 
How general or how successful this 
method is we do not know. Another^ 
method of which we have known is to 
print or stamp the name of the buyer on 
the book. Objections to this plan are of 
course obvious. It is expensive and 
troublesome, and the name could be 
erased about as easily as it could be 
stamped. When erased the appearance 
of the book might give rise to a presump- 
tion of fraud, but that is all. It could 
not be identified. 

Perhaps some one who has had experi- 
ence in the matter can give a little light 

on the subject.

The " United States Business Direc- 
tory Co." has issued a prospectus for a 
business directory of the states of Ala- 
bama, Florida, Georgia, Kentucky, Lou- 
isiana, Mississippi, Tennessee, North 
Carolina, Virginia and West Virginia. 
The company conservatively announces 
that it is "preparing for 50,000 subscrib- 
ers," — which at ten dollars per ought to 
let them out. As an additional induce- 
ment the company announces a depart- 
ment of "commercial reports, collec- 
tions and abstracting of titles." which 
is to be placed at the service of patrons 
" without charge " except for postage. 
All this is so very "promising" that il 
would not be amiss to keep an eye on 
the operations of the concern. Atlanta 
is given as its place of hail and J. Ben- 
jamin Harper as its head. Neither the 
name of the company nor of its sponsor 
appear in the Atlanta directory.

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BROADER THAN COPYRIGHT. 

The decision rendered by Judge Gross- 
*cup in the United States Circuit Court 
of Appeals in Chicago, affirming and pro- 
tecting a telegraph company's right of 
property in its ticker news service, is 
broader in its scope than might at first 
appear. It is not based on statute, pre- 
cedent, or the law of copyright ; but is 
founded on equity and the fundamental 
principle that there is in fruits of labor, 
enterprise, and money expended, a right 
of property which the courts must pro- 
tect. 

The decision, in brief, sets up a propri- 
etory right in news gathered at first hand, 
outside of the copyright law ; and thus 
opens up a method for the punishment 
of piratical pilfering of all kinds. Rec- 
ognizing the value of news and the im- 
portance of its protection, the court asks : 

Is service like this to he outlawed? Is the 
enterprise of the great news agencies or the 
independent enterprise of the great newspapers 
or the great telegraph nnd cahle lines to he 
denied appeal to the courts against tin- inroad* 
of the paranite for no other reason than that 
the law fashioned hitherto to fit the relations 
of authors and the puldie cannot he made to 
fit the relation of the public and this dissimilar 
class of t*ervants? 

Are we to fail in our plain duty for mere 
lack of precedent? We choose rather to make 
precedent, and we see no better way to start 
this precedent u|K>n a career than by affirming 
the order appealed from. 

This decision would seem to establish 
a new line of proceeding on the part of 
directory publishers against pirates. Di- 
rectories are certainly statements of facts, 
which arc collected from original sources 
through a material expenditure of time 
and money. There is no law against the 
collection of the same data by others, but 
no use can be made, fur purposes of re- 
production, or even of comparison or 
"checking." of data already in existence. 



TRADE CANONS. 

What are the principles which under- 
lie the art of directory making? Are the 
canons of the trade so far fixed that the 
absence of this or that feature in a di- 
rectory can be said to constitute it a poor 
book?' 

There are unquestionably certain fun- 
damentals which should be observed in 
the making of a directory. One of these, 
— however inadequately he may have 
been enabled to live up to the require- 
ment, — was quaintly expressed by the 
maker of the first Boston directory, in 
1789, when he stated the reason for its 
issuance to be: "In Order to enable 
Strangers to find the Residence of any 
Person." In practice he rightly extended 
the term "person" to cover any firm, rec- 
ognizing the foundation principle that a 
firm is an entity which should l>e locat- 
ed equally with the individual. Another 
fundamental was recognized by the com- 
piler of the first American directory, the 
Philadelphia directory of 1785, in his 
statement of the existence of a necessity 
that the work "shall be alphabeted so as 
to find any person's name at a view." 

Of these primal needs, set forth by the 
pioneers of a century and more ago, it 
might be said, in Biblical phrase, that "on 
these two commandments hang all the 
law and the prophets" — in directory mak- 
ing. There is only one other requirement 
to be added. — one which was equally rec- 
ognized by these pioneers of the art, — 
that the occupation should In? supplied 
after the name, for the purpose of more 
readily identifying the individual, or for 
the differentiation, say, of one Peter 
Jones from another of the same name. 
To the three essentials enumerated there 
is now commonly recognized, especially 
in the larger cities, the necessity of add- 
ing a fourth, in the shape of the business 
address of all persons who are engaged 
in mercantile pursuits and clerical or sim- 
ilar occupations. — that is. broadly, of all 
persons outside the artisan or laboring 
class. 

( )ther features in a directory are a mat- 
ter of local usage. A directory may or 
may not include copartnerships and cor- 
porations, a classified business directory 
and miscellaneous information. The fact 
that the majority of directories do con- 
tain these features would not justify the 
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classifying of a directory as '"good" or 
"bad" because of their presence or ab- 
sence. But we do think that the canons 
of the art arc how so far fixed that to 
be considered a "good" directory a work 
must at least comply fully with' the four 
conditions which we have named as es- 
sentials. 

We were led to a consideration of this 
matter through looking over a clean, 
handsomely printed, well compiled book 
from a city of a goodly size in which an 
essential portion of the first principles 
enunciated is studiously avoided, — that 
is, all mention of firms is excluded from 
the alphabetical portion of the work, and 
they are relegated wholly to the classified 
business directory. We do not think 
that this practice is defensible on any 
ground ; and it certainly does not pro- 
mote public convenience. Suppose, as 
the "stranger" of whom the old Boston 
publisher speaks, we desired to find "Wil- 
liams & Co." and had not been j>osted as 
to the nature of their business. I low are 
we to locate them through the medium 
of the directory without the expenditure 
of such an undue amount of time and 
labor as would be involved in looking 
through the entire classified directory? 
Or if we desired to find John Williams 
in business hours. Of what avail would 
it be to know that he was of the firm of 
"Williams & Co."? To locate him would 
require the same prolonged search. This 
is so fundamental that it seems almost 
absurd to give it serious criticism. We 
are not surprised when we find such 
things in the work of tyros on the Plains ; 
but it is difficult to conceive what motive 
could actuate a publisher in a city of any 
pretensions to size to deliberately adopt 
any such rule of action in the making of 
a directory. 



NEW VOLUME. 

This number of Thk Bulletin is the 
first of the new volume. For a year the 
publication has been conducted on the 
lines laid down in the initial number. 
There is evidence that it has in a measure 
made a place for itself, and that each suc- 
cessive issue is being looked for with 
increased interest. At the same time, the 
financial return has not exceeded the ex- 
pectations which were expressed when 
the venture was launched. In other

words, the receipts do not cover the ex- 
penses. Nevertheless, we promise that 
the paper will continue another year. It 
will be run on the same plan as hereto- 
fore. The country will be covered as 
thoroughly as possible for news; and 
discussions will be sought on matters of 
interest to the trade. 

If you have felt an interest in the 
paper, if it has meant anything to you 
to be brought in touch with the craft ; 
if it has made you feel in any way that 
you are a member of a widespread body 
rather than a mere drop in the mill- 
l>ond, — you can manifest it by sending in 

a subscription.

Thk reasons which impel people to 
seek publicity are various. Dircctorymen 
are not prone to inquire too closely as to 
these reasons. They have "space" to 
sell, and are content to let the buyer fight 
it out with himself after the order is 
given. We confess to some difficulty, 
however, in assigning any plausible rea- 
son for the appearance of the following, 
occupying half a page in the South Mc- 
Alestcr, I. T., directory:

That is all there is to it. What argu- 
ments were brought to bear upon the 
subject when he was taken into camp, or 
what particular branch of his dual oc- 
cupation he was so proud of as to make 
him an "easy mark," it is hard to imag- 
ine. * * * 

Newspaper reporters ask many puz- 
zling questions, and it is not always 
easy to put them off. The manager of 
the Portland, Oregon, directory, — who, 
by the way, is a woman.—' 4 'trim it in 
to the boys" in great shape when they 
asked her as to the cost of getting out 
the directory. "I really can not give you 
the cost of compiling our directory," said 
she. "The items of expense are so nu- 
merous that it would take too long to 
compute; but you can safely say that it 
is enormous." And they did say it. And 
it was right, too. The lady got out of it 
very nicely, without being compelled to 
resort even to Pat's "equivocal answer." 
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TELEPHONE DIRECTORIES. 

A correspondent on the Pacific coast 
asks whether the Telephone Directory 
does not hurt business in the East ; say- 
ing that it does have that effect on the 
coast. Undoubtedly it does hurt business 
to a degree; but to just what degree it 
would be impossible to say. It is probably 
one of the many things which have a 
tendency to prevent the expansion of 
business. Every manager has doubtless 
had his experience of the "hard luck'' 
yarns, by which solicitors account for 
their non-success in getting orders here 
or there. They are the "'wolf stories, to 
which one gets indurated, and which, per- 
haps, come to be given less credence 
than, in many cases, they deserve. After 
all, the only test which can be applied to 
measure success is that of the total 
amount of business obtained. If the gross 
amount of business put on a book is a 
little greater with each issue ; or if the 
returns show no diminution in a city 
growing but little, then it is hard to say 
that the work is not holding up ; and it 
is hard to hold that it might have been 
better but for certain adverse inlluences. 

The telephone directory is one of these 
unknown quantities. It is unquestionably 
being used more and more as a desk di- 
rectory. J Hit, — would the user have a 
city directory at his elbow as he does the 
telephone directory ? Could his establish- 
ment get along without the city directory 
in addition to the telephone directory? In 
most cases, unquestionably not. The 
telephone book has possibly one twentieth 
of the addresses contained in the city di- 
rectory. There are mighty few establish- 
ments which have any use whatever for 
a city directory, which could have their 
needs supplied by that moiety. — a few 
brokers, whose business is only with the 
larger dealers, at the most. And these 
people are problematical customers for a 
city directory. 

()n the whole, it does not seem as if 
the telephone directory could exercise any 
considerable adverse influence on city 
books. As we said at the outset, we be- 
lieve that in most cases the belief to the 
contrary has its origin in "wolf" stories 
told in order to explain- failures to ob- 
tain particular orders. If your business 
is holding up, the telephone directory is 
not hurting you much. 



MORE WAR. 

In previous issues of The Bulletin 
mention has been made oi the directory 
conditions existing in Birmingham, Ala. 
Dissatisfaction had been expressed by 
some of the patrons because of the delay 
and alleged imperfect service afforded by 
T. J. Maloney, with the result that the 
C hamber of Commerce extended an in- 
vitation to G. M. Connelly, of Chatta- 
nooga, to come over and be the Moses 
to lead them out of the wilderness. Mr. 
Maloney. who was in Atlanta, thereui>on 
concluded that his fences needed looking 
after ; and signing a treaty of peace which 
brought to an end the guerilla warfare 
which he had been waging in that city 
for some years, he hied him to Birming- 
ham and began to "saw wood." lie 
promised faithfully to "be good,'" and as 
an earnest of his intentions took orders 
under a written agreement to demand 
only half the face of the contract if his 
book was not delivered on time. 

Mr. Connelly, meanwhile, was not ach- 
ing for a fight. He took the position, 
that, having been invited in, and be- 
ing, so to speak, a guest, he did not 
propose to "put up his hands" for the en- 
tertainment as well as the benefit of his 
quondam hosts. Thereupon he arose, 
and gathering his mantle al>out him 
"shook" the town, metaphorically speak- 
ing, and gat him thence. 

The Wiggins Directories Publishing 
Co. now appeared, and opened negotia- 
tions with Mr. Maloney for his with- 
drawal. But Mr. Maloney was not in a 
withdrawing mood, whereupon the Wig- 
gins people upbraided him in set terms, 
which might be thus translated: "Be- 
hold! art thou not a troubler? Didst 
thou not without warrant intrude upon 
our preserves at Mobile? Lo! we will 
teach thee not to disturb the stream 
wherein we slake our thirst !" And they 
proceeded to put a force of canvassers 
into Birmingham, and went ahead with 
a rush, with the avowed intent to "cat 
'em up." to conquer peace through war, 
and incidentally to teach the latent virtues 
in the doctrine of non-interference. The 
end is not yet. But it would seem as if 
Birmingham would have directories "to 
burn."

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* DIRECTORY MAKING AS AN ART. 

BV THKO. K. SMITH. 

Every regulated operation or dexterity 
by which organized beings pursue ends 
which they know beforehand, together 
with the rules and the result of every 
operation, is an art. 

In the early stages of society, agricul- 
ture was the first art, and has since been 
regarded as the most primitive. 

The requirements of society, stimulat- 
ing the ingenuity of its individual mem- 
bers, led to the invention of other produc- 
tions, constantly progressing with the ad- 
vance of civilization in number, in com- 
plexity and in resource, in arts and 
groups of arts; but for a long while the 
primitive agriculturist was considered the 
only real producer, all others being re- 
garded as drones and parasites, scheming 
to live by the labor of the honest fanner. 

In later periods, the arts of production, 
manufacture, commerce, and distribution 
made good their title to equal estimation 
and greater power, the high rank being 
assigned to those that required larger op- 
erations, higher training, or more 
thoughtful conduct and yielded larger re- 
turns. 

Arts have generally arisen from prac- 
tical needs and positive requirements, vet 
every art and science has been compelled 
to overcome the variations and vicissi- 
tudes of the times, the prejudice of scepti- 
cism, and the jeers and scoffs of the pes- 
simists. 

It is an old truism that men who are 
likely to be most benefited by a project 
are its most energetic opponents, and it 
often happens that men who should be 
most benefited by the publication of a city 
directory do not believe in directory ad- 
vertising, and generally borrow the di- 
rectory so continuously that no subscrip- 
tions can be obtained in the neighbor- 
hood. 

Xow the art of directory making, like 
all other useful arts, has grown from 
practical needs and positive requirements 
of commerce and from the demands of 
society in general. It is not yet classified 
as one of the high arts, nor is it generally

recognized as such. but. on the contrary, 
it is passing through the pioneer stage 
which all the useful and necessary arts 
have endured, and at times the utility of 
the work seems doubtful and the future 
discouraging. 1 ii.it the development of 
the art ajid its early and full recognition 
depends wholly upon the character and 
ability and perseverance of the men en- 
gaged in the work. I'ropcrly written 
text-books which will secure uniformity 
in the production and ap|)carance of di- 
rectories will assist and hasten this highly 
desirable condition, to the mutual advan- 
tage of the public and publisher. 

It is the duty of the directory publisher 
to determine the requirements of his pa- 
trons and the public and to meet them 
cheerfully,' promptly, and fully; if. for 
instance, the telephone directory lessens 
his sales, he may include the telephone 
numbers in the city directory; he should 
promptly devise some means to overcome 
this and all opposition, and lose no oppor- 
tunity that may increase the general pros- 
perity of his community. 

Do not employ cheap, inferior help. 
Secure the services of men of good ad- 
dress, well equipped with mental and bod- 
ily vigor ; men of tact ami persuasive 
manners, who are likely to become useful 
and creditable members of the calling ; 
employ men who would succeed in any 
of the higher arts, and encourage them in 
a manner that will bring forth their best 
efforts. 

It is a well-settled principle that a man 
who fails to exert his best efforts imme- 
diately deteriorates, and when it is found 
that an employee i^ not improving and 
becoming worth more each succeeding 
year he should be dismissed or relegated 
to some minor position and replaced bv a 
more promising and ingenious person. 



that the same lethargy and deterioration 
may not nermeate the entire organization. 
This suggestion is not intended to voice 
the prevailing opinion that young men 
should immediately replace the old and 
tried employees. Assuming that a man 
has thoroughly learned the directory busi- 
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ness and that he is of good constitution 
and habits and in good health, at middle 
age he is infinitely more valuable than a 
young man with the same knowledge of 
the work. What the older man may lack 
in excitability and that waste of nervous 
force which in the young is termed ener- 
gy, he will make up in wealth of experi- 
ence, ripe judgment, and power of appli- 
cation, with greater steadiness of pur- 
pose, free from all visionary theories and 
chance experiments. It is then that all 
the knowledge and force of his nature 
may be concentrated on his life work with 
sure and certain effect, like the fire in full 
blast. 

The question is frequently asked, Will 
the publication of city directories con- 
tinue a permanent and useful occupation ; 
is directory patronage decreasing? "Ev- 
ery art has one first principle, or general 
major premise, that enunciates the object 
aimed at and affirms it to be a desirable 
object." 

The city directory is an absolute ne- 
cessity to modern business and social life, 
and it must endure throughout civiliza- 
tion as long as men and streets have 
names. It must increase in value and in 
popularity ; it must of necessity take its 
place among the higher arts of commerce. 

The city directory is far more than a 
mere catalogue of names and addresses, 
ft contains information of every descrip- 
tion concerning the city which it repre- 
sents : everything that is useful and ben- 
eficial in the line of information to busi- 
ness men and to society. It is an annual 
record which becomes history of the city, 
of the people, their institutions and or- 
ganizations. It is not only of value for 
the use which is made of it to-day, but for 
the certain record which it preserves for 
the future. Every citizen should spend 
some of his leisure time in examining the 
directory. He will find some profitable 
suggestion in it every time he uses it. He 
should keep it in a convenient place, ac- 
cessible to his patrons. A man who does 
not use the directory himself cannot com- 
pete with those who do. His customers 
are entitled to the use of the directory, 
and if he does not provide it for themjie 
does not give them what their money will 
buy elsewhere. 

The directory is used by all the people, 
all the while, not alone by those who 
dwell in the city, but by every stranger 
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who comes within its limits and by those 
who seek such information in the direct- 
ory libraries throughout all the principal 
cities of the Union. No intelligent per- 
son would think of looking for an indi- 
vidual firm, or corporation except in the 
directory, and it is therefore a matter of 
vital importance to every man engaged 
in any business or profession that he be 
fully represented in the proper place, in 
the alphabetical list of names, and that he 
be classified under such headings as his 
patrons or the public generally may seek 
when they buy his goods or desire his 
services. 

The directory is unexcelled as an ad- 
vertising medium. Its circulation cannot 
be estimated by the number of copies that 
arc printed, but by the population of the 
place which it represents, or by the num- 
ber of persons who use it. It is fair, 
therefore, to assume that the directory of 
a city having 300,000 inhabitants is the 
most effective and economical method of 
reaching these 300,000 jxiople. 

Classified headings in a directory are 
really the foundation of all advertising, 
for it is exactly the place where every in- 
telligent person will seek such informa- 
tion ; but these headings are most effect- 
ive where reference is made to a full and 
complete business card. The publisher 
should see that his advertisers are prop- 
erly classified or indexed, and that a 
proper reference is made to the advertise- 
ment in every instance. 

An appropriate advertisement in the 
newspaper will attract the attention of all 
its readers, but those who come to buy 
that which they have seen advertised in 
the paper, in many cases will have for- 
gotten the name and address of the ad- 
vertiser, and they will seek it in the di- 
rectory. If the same advertisement ap- 
pears there the advertiser makes the sale. 
If some other advertisement appears in- 
stead, in many instances it will be taken 
for the same one which was first seen in 
the newspaper, and the directory adver- 
tiser will get the benefit of the newspaper 
advertisement. Anyone advertising ex- 
tensively in a newspaper should have it 
properly indexed in the directory, and he 
cannot afford to assume the risk of losing 
all of the value of the newspaper adver- 
tisement by being lost or unknown in a 
standard work of reference.

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FAKE DIRECTORY METHODS

WORKING THE GRAFT. 

The Four-city outfit could make very 
little money in collecting a dollar or two 
per heading in these cities alone, so they 
have another lot of type with a different 
and larger face, which is set up in pages. 
This book is used by canvassers who get 
five and ten dollars per heading, and no 
copies of the book are circulated. The 
canvassers on this latter scheme use the 
"paid vouchers" for collecting for head- 
ings, and the book is bound and given 
many titles. Of course, the publisher 
has no direct hand in this fraud, but fur- 
nishes the books for the crooked gang to 
use up the "paid vouchers," which arc 
trafficked in to a large extent. 

The collectors do not make direct calls 
with these forged contracts, but it is done 
in this way. A firm is picked out against 
whom one of the "paid vouchers" stands. 
The firm is called upon by a canvasser, 
who presents a finely gotten up book with 
large type and showing sections printed 
for five or six principal cities. The firm 
regard the book favorably and look up 
the number of headings they require. The 
price is then asked for the' full list, and 
the canvasser puts it at a large figure. 
There may be a little parleying, but the 
canvasser gets all he can. He immedi- 
ately has an idea as to how easily the firm 
will pay a contract, and after waiting 
until the general appearance of the book- 
is forgotten, he fills in one of the fake 
contracts and presents it on the same 
book with another title. The address of 
the firm printing the four-city book is 
given, and if an inquiry should be made, 
it would be stated that the book is pub- 
lished and printed there and the plant 
would be shown. As the publisher has 
no hand in the preparation or carrying 
out of the swindle, nothing can be traced 
to him. although he gets his part of the 
collections. 

This scheme is almost entirely worked 
on new firms, or where a new man with 
authority comes into an old established 
firm. He generally looks to the advance- 
ment of the interest of his company and 
is easily taken in by the wonderful de- 
scription of the book. A young man 
newly promoted to a high position is 



particularly sought by this class of high- 
toned swindlers, and the more display 
exhibited by the canvasser, the easier his 
scheme is worked. Large type and a big 
book are the salient points used by di- 
recory frauds. A few years ago, one of 
the brightest of the gang, who is at pres- 
ent engaged on the publication referred 
to, visited one of the middle state towns 
and called on large manufacturing con- 
cerns in a cab with a negro to carry the 
book right up to the cashier's window. 
Every contract he carried was a forgery, 
and every cashier was awed by the 
splendor shown in the methods of so 
large and prosperous a directory concern. 
The cashiers did not suppose that a com- 
mon thief and forger would be so daring. 

The directory frauds study the proper 
manner in which to insure a quick col- 
lection ; and after they get the money, 
the book goes out of existence, no address 
appears on the alleged contracts, and the 
publishers cannot be found. It is a re- 
markable fact that every day directory 
contracts are paid by shrewd business 
firms, and the name of the book is the 
only thing printed on the paper — no 
names and no address. 

Another gang of publishers print a 
book of five eastern cities, but it is not 
circulated ; they simply live on the rev- 
enue collected in advance for the head- 
ings. Three diffrent books are printed; 
that is, enough of them are gotten out to 
furnish the canvassers. Piracy has been 
shown in the case of this outfit, but only 
in New York City. The information is 
all copied from other books and it is only 
a small money-making scheme and the 
principals belong to one family. The 
writer has often thought that if a firm 
would ask the canvassers on these 
schemes for a list of the places where the 
book is on file, then check up two or three 
of them, it would soon show the value 
of the book as an advertising medium. 
This has been tried several times and 
not one case has proven a circulation. 
The mere fact that a heading appears in 
an apparently regular director)' with a 
high-sounding name and good type, does 
not indicate that a book is published. An 
advertiser does not want to pay to see his 
own heading. 
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The Association of American Directory Publisher* 
is composed of reputable City Directory Publishers, 
organ U"<l for the irctieral advancement of the Direc- 
tory business. Any persou, corporation or firm engaged 
in business at owner and publisher of a I'ity Directory 
in the United Stutes or Canada, who shall qualify as 
competeut to gather information aud compile a City 
Directory and furnish satisfactory references, is elig- 
ible to membership 

The objects of the Association are : 

First. The advancement of the Directory business 
and the improvement of Directories by the interchange 
of ideas ad the exchange of experienced employes. 

Second. To provide protection to the public 
against fraudulent advertising schemes which oper- 
ate under the name of Directories, aud to drive un- 
principled promoters of tbe same out of the business. 

Third To provide permanent aud profitable em- 
ployment to competent, industrious aud honest Diicc- 
tory canvassers aud compilers. 

Fourth For the mutual protection and advance- 
ment of the established and prosjiective interests of 
all who may become members, by personal advice and 
assistance of members as may he mutually satisfactory, 
desirable or advisable, aud by such other means as 
may, from time to time, be shown to be wise, proper 
and lawful. 

One Hundred Dollars Reward will be paid by the 
Association for the arrest and conviction of any 
person or persons engaged In publishing, collecting 
or canvassing for any Iradulent or fake directory. 



THE MECHANICAL DIRECTORY. 

After being- in the courts nearly two 
years and a half, the Association, acting 
through Messrs. R. L. Polk and \V. F. 
M unlock, has secured from the United 
States Circuit Court of Appeals at San 
FranctSCO, an order making permanent 
the injunction granted against the Los 
Angeles Modern Directory Company for- 
bidding the use of the mechanical device 
made use of in their directory. 

This ends what at one time threatened 
to become a serious menace to the direc- 
tory interests of the country. < ieorge \V. 
Maxwell, who was at the time proprietor 
of the Los Angeles Directory, patented a 
device for printing names on a contin- 
uous sheet, which could be revolved back 
and forth past an opening so as to bring 
any particular name which might be de- 
sired in sight. The scheme at the same 
time contemplated a supplementary sheet 
covering changes in address, which w r as 
to he actuated by the same mechanism. 



thus claiming to make a directory "up- 
to-date" and presenting the very latest 
addresses. This directory was not to be 
sold, hut to be rented. The prospectus, 
figured that this device would entirely 
supplant the directories then in use; and 
that, through royalties and the organi- 
zation of subsidiary companies in every 
city in the Cnion, enormous profits would 
be realized. 

There was apparently no difficulty in 
getting capital to float the parent corj>or- 
ation ; and directories on the projected 
plan were .started in San Francisco. San 
Jose and L<;s Angeles.- — in the two for- 
mer places in opposition to the regular 
publishers. The great danger in the 
scheme lay in its plausibility, and the 
Consequent possibility of enlisting local 
capital in opposition to regular publish- 
ers all through the country, attacking 
them in detail, and either destroying their 
business or entailing heavy losses. 

At this stage the Association of Ameri- 
can Directory Publishers, then but re- 
cently organized, took up the tight. The 
committee having the matter in charge 
discovered a forgotten patent antedating 
that of Maxwell and apparently covering 
completely the claims made for the latter 
patent. This patent was bought and 
transferred to Messrs. Polk ami M unlock, 
who in October, njoo, brought suit for 
an injunction for infringement, in the 
United States court at Los Angeles. In 
February, lox>J. judgment was entered 
against Maxwell and his associates, who 
at once served notice of appeal to the 
Circuit C ourt of Appeals. This appeal 
has just been tried, and resulted in the 
affirmation of the findings of the lower 
court in every particular. 

As we have said in previous issues, the 
device itself was impractical, and could 
never come into general use. liut there 
was a positive and serious menace to 
vested directory interests in the possibil- 
ity of working a stock-jobbing scheme 
throughout the country, which might 
have unsettled values and caused wide- 
spread loss. It was because of this pos- 
sibility that the Association took up the 
fight ; ami in carrying it to a successful 
conclusion they have not onlv proved the 
value of the organization, but have con- 
ferred a benefit on the entire directory 
craft, whether members of the Associa- 
tion or not. 
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DUBIOUS DIRECTORY PROPOSITIONS. 

From all parts of the country comes 
one cry : the fakers — like the poor, they 
arc always with us. They are of all sorts 
and conditions, from the small swindler 
who takes in the country places of a 
thousand people or so with a "directory" 
which consists of a folder with a few 
"directions" as to the arrival and depart- 
ure of trains, mails, and kindred stuff, 
to the swindler who deals boldly in bogus 
contracts on books with high-sounding 
titles and no circulation. 

From the coast come complaints of the 
difficulty of obtaining orders or even in- 
formation on legitimate publications, be- 
cause of the operations of fake concerns. 
The scheme most inveighed against is 
an alleged "Pacific Coast Business Direc- 
tory" which has gone up and down 
through the land for ten years, milking 
the public yearly without circulating a 
book. 

* * * 

In San Francisco a man named Hayes, 
with various aliases, who it is alleged had 
by means of bogus contracts succeeded 
in victimizing some of the largest adver- 
tisers in the city during the past year, was 
arrested while acting as collector for the 
"Western Reference Manual." It is 
needless to say that the publication was 
of the class described in previous num- 
bers of Thk Biu.etin, and the con- 
tracts were the usual faked or raised 
variety. Hayes, alias Norton, was held 
for trial. He is an old offender, with a 
police record. 

* * * 

In Detroit. J. S. Sweeny, who was ar- 
rested while collecting money for a 
"United States Business Directory," was 
tried in October and committed to serve 
a term in the house of correction. Re- 
presentatives of the Xew York concern 
came on to Detroit to aid in the conviction 
of the man. They pursued the same 
course in Memphis when a man named 
Thompson was arrested because of an 
attempt to collect on forged orders. 

* * * 

As to the small swindles they are too 
numerous to enumerate. The "bottle of 
ink" fake is everywhere. It seems to be 
a hardy perennial, flourishing with un- 
abated vigor under any and all conditions. 



How so palpable a fake can continue to 
find victims is a mystery which seems to 
defy solution. A quart bottle of ink, a 
display, and a "directory" is the uniform 
proposition. The victim usually gets the 
bottle of ink. He pays a good round 
price for an inferior article, keeps mum, 
because he is ashamed of the ease with 
which he has been taken in, and in an 
attempt to get even "swats" the legitimate 
directory publisher the first chance which 
offers. Another form of the pernicious 
"dollar" fake is the "sixteen-city" busi- 
ness compilation — or whatever name may 
be given the book — which contains little 
or nothing beyond the names of patrons. 
It is absolutely worthless as a directory, 
and simply obtains vogue through the 
insane desire of some people for some- 
thing "cheap" without any consideration 
as to its value.

The United States Business Directory 
Co. of Atlanta was referred to in the 
November Bui.i.ktin. Its "directory" 
was to have been issued in January, but 
has not yet appeared. The agents of the 
concern arc said to have been' "pegging 
away" through the South, but from all 
reports seem to have met with ho parti- 
cular success. 

* * * 

An excellent medium for fighting fak- 
ers has been launched in Atlanta, Ca., 
mainly through the efforts of J. W. Hill 
of the Atlanta City Directory. It is 
called the Atlanta Advertising Associa- 
tion, and presents its case to advertisers 
in a neat little booklet, of which the fol- 
lowing is the "foreword": 

The organisation of the Atlanta Advertising 
Association is the Iteginning of n movement 
for the protection of both the legitimate adver 
Using men, and the business men of Atlanta 
who are yearly filched out of thousands of dol- 
lars by illegitimate schemers operating under 
the guise of advertising. 

The purpose of the association is to pre- 
vent irresponsible parties from operating their 
fake advertising schemes in this city. 

The active members of the organization will 
bear the brunt of the contest, but we want and 
ask your moral support, and co operation. 

We respectfully present herein our Constitu- 
tion and By-Laws. You will judge whether or 
not we are worthy of your support. 

To any one interested Mr. Hill will 
doubtless be glad to jjive full information 
as to the progress of the organization. 
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BUSINESS ADDRESSES. 

In an article in the last Bulletin 
touching the cardinal principles involved 
in the making of directories, the impres- 
sion may have been left that in the earlier 
directories the necessity for giving the 
place of business as well as the residence 
of those engaged in trade was not recog- 
nized. Such an assumption would not be 
justified. In the early Boston directory 
which we cited this principle was fully 
recognized. That there were not more 
places of business mentioned was unques- 
tionably because of the conditions which 
at that time generally prevailed. In the 
primitive days a man's "shop" was also 
his home. Wants were fewer and sim- 
pler ; life was less strenuous; business 
was by no means confined to the few 
hours which now measure ;\ day's labor; 
and the businessman lived where he could 
be in touch with his business at all hours. 
In the few instances, in early Boston, in 
which home and business were not in the 
same building, the directory gave both. 

The question has been asked why the 
business locations of those following the 
mechanical pursuits should not be given 
equally as well as those of his clerical 
brothers. The distinction is largely arbi- 
trary and artificial. The main reason is 
that, especially in the larger cities, the 
business addresses of the mechanical 
class would be of little practical use. In 
the majority of cases manufacturing es- 
tablishments either discourage or prohibit 
calls on their employes during business 
hours, for causes not far to seek. Tt is 
as "plain as the nose on your face" that 
addresses which could not be used would 
be of little or no avail, and it would sim- 
ply be folly to incur the expense of ob- 
taining and printing addresses which 
were to be of no practical use. There is 



no such general inhibition placed upon 
visits during business hours to those en- 
gaged in clerical occupations. Doubtless 
many of the addresses of the clerical class 
which are supplied are of little practical 
value, just as in many cases the addresses 
of artisans might be supplied to advan- 
tage. It is next to impossible, however, 
to make general exceptions, even though 
inconsistencies, and even injustice, may 
in some cases be the result. The ordinary 
name-taker, — at all events in the larger 
cities, — must be furnished with broad 
general rules to work by. If he is given 
much discretion confusion is sure to re- 
sult; and the only rule as to business ad- 
dresses which can be laid down with safe- 
ty, and with any surety of its being fol- 
lowed, is the broad general division of 
occupations into the clerical and the me- 
chanical, — business addresses being sup- 
plied for the former. 

♦ 

THE BOSTON OPPOSITION. 

The "City Directory Co." whose incor- 
poration was noted in the November 
Bulletin proved to be the crystalliza- 
tion of a project which was launched 
in July last for the purpose of working 
an opposition to the Boston directory, 
published by Sampson. Murdock & Co. 

The history of this opposition is in- 
teresting, and of course, dates back to 
a previous "scrap." A year or so ago 
a party slipped in one of Sampson. Mur- 
dock & Co's biennial fields and attempted 
to get out a directory. After the book 
hail been printed he was promptly tied 
up by an injunction, for pirating inform- 
ation, and the sheets seized in the bind- 
ery. Smarting under the loss, he in- 
duced a Boston bookbinder to back i\ 
scheme for an opposition directory, and 
began work immediately after the issue 
of the last Boston book, promising to 
issue a new directory the first of the 
year. Sampson, Murdock & Co. immed- 
iately put a large force of experienced 
men in the field, with the result that they 
soon secured eighty per cent of the usual 
patronage for the 11)03 book, making any 
opposition hopeless. 

The City Directory Co. put up a bold 
front, made a canvass for patronage, 
claimed to have canvassed for names, and 
put a portion of the book into type. 
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Then trouble began. Those who had 
furnished the funds for the scheme, find- 
ing that the expenses largely exceeded 
any prospective income, withdrew their 
support. The contracts had been hypoth- 
ecated for advanecs made by a National 
bank, which failed, precipitating a crash 
in affairs; and this was followed by the 
destruction by fire of the bindery of the 
principal backers. As a result of these 
cumulative disasters the City Directory 
Co. collapsed and stopped business. 

This is the only opposition encountered 
by the Boston directory in a business of 
fifey-seven years ; and the outcome em- 
phazises the futility of attempting to 
oppose a well-established directory which 
is giving satisfaction and good service to 
its patrons.

The Commer- 
cial Club, which has a membership of 
over 900, is an organization of the busi- 
ness men of St. Paul for the promotion 
of all lines of activity for the benefit of 
the city. In Mr. Smith they get an act- 
ive, energetic and tireless worker, whose 
sound sense will prove of inestimable 
value to his associates.

"Xo pent-up Utica" confines the pow- 
ers of the swindling fraternity, as the fol- 
lowing extract from a letter addressed to 
W. H. Rates, secretary of the A. A. of D. 
P. by Douglas Cooper, of Halifax, York- 
shire, England, would seem to prove: 

"Directory swindling: is so rife in this conn- 
try as to damage the interests of directory 
publishers and 1o cause great annoyance to 
their client*, and as a consequence go<wl direct- 
ories are not appreciated as they should lie 
here. To remedy this state of things, I, as a 
directory proprietor, wish to form an associa- 
tion of British Directory Publishers on similar 
lines to the Association' of American Directory 
Publishers. 

"Not being well acquainted with the rules 
upon which your association works, I should 
much appreciate your sending to the above 
address a copy of your rules and anv other 
literature that you may have that would aid 
the formation of our a*-n<iation." 



We will be obliged to ask Mr. Don- 
nelly, of the Chicago Directory Company, 
to explain this. It would look as though 
he had been doing something dreadful in 
Xew York, and was trying to hide it un- 
der a foreign garb. There seems to he 
some muddle about Lacombe and $5000, 
but why he should get mixed up with 
Jerome's raids we can't just see. This is 
the awful way it appears :

Thk publisher of the Muskogee direct- 
ory announces in his first issue that he 
had long had the enterprise in mind, but 
that nothing could be done until the 
streets were named; and the naming 
could not be proceeded with until the 
streets were opened. That may be styled 
a self-evident proposition. Incidentally 
the statement throws a side-light on the 
swift growth of Western towns, when 
population arrives in such numbers as 
to give reasonableness to the idea of a 
directory before the city can take form 
and get itself settled into proper shape. 
The condition is emphasized by the state- 
ment that many of the residents are 
obliged to sleep in their stores and offices 
or in tents for want of other accommoda- 
tions.

They will no 
doiilit fleece a numher of advertisers and then 
work the lliin Ham game in other pastures 
green. The world is full of fakes, hut from 
those in the directory frauds, good Lord deliver 
the inexperienced hiisiness man."

For a few weeks in January Hartford 
seemed to be infested with a gang of 
directory thieves, so many books were 
stolen. The crimes were finely traced 
to one old man with a mania, to whom 
the craft had not panned out as profit- 
ably as he had hoped.

Tin-; "oldest inhabitant" and the "long- 
est name in the directory" are two ques- 
tions perhaps equally hard to settle 
authoritatively. As far as heard from, 
the longest authenticated and unmanufac- 
tured cognomen yet found is that of "Sal- 



vatore Schianoditonnariello," who figures 
in the Providence directory. We thought 
Milwaukee was in the game with "Schim- 
mclpfennig." "Schroeckenthaller" or 
" Wawrzyniakowski" ; but must yield the 
palm. However, we lay claim to the 
shortest name without a vowel: "Trs." 
As a matter of curiosity, we would be 
glad if some of our correspondents would 
contribute a few of their choice many- 
syllabled cognomens to the collection,

DIRECTORY MAKING AS AN ART. 

[Continued [from page 2.) 

The effect of a directory advertisement 
is more enduring and far reaching than 
any other form, and no merchant or man- 
ufacturer can afford to risk the loss that 
may follow the omission of proper classi- 
fication or representation in the city di- 
rectory. 

The directory is used as a work of ref- 
erence 365 days in the year. It is a useful 
and valuable buyer's guide, and the man 
who buys goods without looking over the 
standard list of those who sell them does 
an injustice to himself. The cost of an 
advertisement in the directory is so small 
that few persons can assume the risk of 
leaving it out, anv more than they can 
assume the risk of going without fire in- 
surance because no "benefit was obtained 
by carrying it. A house fully and prop- 
erly classified in the city directory, like a 
light in the dark, is easily found, and it is 
a satisfaction to the advertiser, worth the 
full price of the advertisement, to know 
he is really in plain view of all men and 
may be readily found by all who will buy 
his wares. 

It frequently happens that those who 
are for the first time persuaded, through 
the influence of an invincible salesman, to 
take their first advertisement in the city 
directory are most emphatic in their ex- 
pression of appreciation, and offer many 
instances of proof of the value and profit 
resulting from the advertisement, and 
these people often express the deepest re- 
gret that they have lost the advantage of 
the directory advertisement through a 
long term of years because it had not been 
properly represented to them or because 
they had been educated in other channels 
of advertising. 

Be patient and persistent in vour ef- 
forts to have every man classify his wares 
in a manner that will enable him to re- 
ceive the full benefit of this valuable agent 
of trade.

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A FIGHT WITH FAKERS 



After the decision reached by the As- 
sociation of American Directory Publish- 
ers, at its annual meeting held in Sep- 
tember last, to take active steps in an at- 
tempt to suppress fake director)- schemes 
which have infested the country, it was 
bound to be only a question of time be- 
fore coming to" close grips with them. 
All that was wanted was opportunity, — 
and opportunitv would seek, by prefer- 
ence, the big fellows. It was perfectly 
well known who they were, and where 
thev were: but hitherto all attempts to 
get a line on them had failed. 

* * * 

By a fortunate chance the desired op- 
portunity came sooner than could have 
been looked for. Arthur A. Bowen, who 
had been associated in business with J. 
Power Fallon, Giles and others under 
the stvle of the United States Business 
Directory, ami who had fallen out with 
his partners, called upon R. H. Donnelley, 
of the Chicago Directory Co., and offered 
his assistance in breaking up the fraudu- 
lent concern, submitting evidence that 
the United States Directory Co. had been 
copying from the Chicago Directory. On 
the strength of these statements the Chi- 
cago Directory Co. at once instituted suit 
against J. Power Fallon and his associ- 
ates in the U. S. Circuit court at New 
York, asking the court to restrain Fallon 
from publishing his directory on the 
ground of infringement of its copyright. 
The application was based upon an affi- 
davit made by Bowen. Fallon. Bowen 
swore, had collected money from the 
same persons two or three times and had 
copied the names to In* used from other 
directories, including that of the com- 
plainant, the Chicago Directory Com- 
pany. 

Fallon submitted in reply several pages 
alleged to he from the Chicago section of 
his directory, and which did not contain 
the names complained of; and also 



caused the arrest of Bowen on the 
ground of perjury because of the evi- 
dence given in the case. Bowen giving 
bail, the case against him was adjourned 
from time to time. 

* * * 

About the first December a copy of the 
U. S. Directory was delivered to W. H. 
Bates, of the Trow Directory Company, 
secretary of the A. of A. D. P., who up- 
on examination found that the Xew York- 
section was copied from Trow s Direc- 
tory for 1901. The Trow Company then 
commenced suit for infringement. Affi- 
davits were offered to show that the 
Trow Company had in its publication in- 
serted fictitious names of business con- 
cerns, located at numbers corresponding 
with Trinity Church yard and City Hall 
Park, which likewise appeared in Fal- 
lon's United States Directory. The Trow 
Company explained that the '"dummy" 
names had been inserted to trap infring- 
ers of copyright. As in the Chicago case, 
a restraining order was granted. 

* * * 

At about this time Mr. Bowen was 
again arrested, at the instigation of Fal- 
lon, for inciting to highway robbery. The 
complainant against him was one Clohe- 
sey. and the charge was that he instigated 
an assault upon an employe of the United 
States Directory Company and the al- 
leged larceny of a "dummy" copy of the 
United States Directory, which the em- 
ploye had for the purpose of canvassing. 
Several hearings were held and Bowen 
was committed for the Grand Jury by 
Magistrate Pool. The Grand jury re- 
fused to indict him. 

* * * 

On the afternoon of the 24th of De- 
cember Secretary Bates was arrested on 
the charge of receiving stolen property, 
knowing it to have been stolen. The com- 
plaint was again sworn to by Clohesey. 
and was based on the fact that Mr. Bates 
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had iti his possession the copy of the U. 
S. Business Directory for the alleged 
larceny of which the Fallon cohorts 
sought the indictment of Howen. On his 
arrest Mr. Bates was paroled, and or- 
dered to appear before the police magis- 
trate the next morning — Christmas; and 
upon his appearance the case was ad- 
journed — and adjourned, and adjourned 
until it died. The suit was manifestly 
started as an annoyance, possibly in the 
hope that Mr. Bates might weaken or 
make admissions rather than take any 
chances of being locked up over Christ- 
mas. 

But it proved a boomerang. The com- 
plainant, Clohescy, had sworn, in an- 
swer to a question, that he had never 
been convicted or served time for crime. 
Then the attorneys for the defence pro- 
duced in succession the detective who 
arrested him, his picture from the 
Rogue's gallery, one of the Curtins, to 
whom he had confessed in 1885 that he 
had recently been released from the 
King's county penitentiary; and, the 
magistrate being still unsatisfied, the 
warden of the penitentiary, who identi- 
fied Clohesey as a man who had served a 
year in his institution under the name of 
Carr. Me will be prosecuted to convic- 
tion for perjury. 

* * * 

Judge Lacombe had in the meantime 
granted the preliminary injunctions asked 
for by both the Chicago company and 
the Trow company, and in an opinion 
handed down commented upon the fact 
that the Chicago section of Fallon's pub- 
lication had not been offered in evidence, 
and likewise said it appeared impossible 
to the Court that Fallon could publish a 
directory of the United States on a capi- 
tal of S25.000. 

At this juncture the lawyers for the 
complainant, after scrutinizing carefully 
the pages offered by Fallon in opposition 
to the motion in the injunction proceed- 
ings, presented a motion to Judge l-a- 
combe asking that Fallon and John V. 
Dwyer be punished for contempt in hav- 
ing fabricated the pages offered to the 
Court in opposition to the motion for the 
injunction, and which they declared had 
been printed subsequent to the commence- 
ment of the action. This was denied by 
Fallon's counsel. 



In support of the motion to punish for 
contempt there were offered as witnesses 
James E. Lynch, a compositor, who set 
the original sixteen pages, which, it was 
asserted, had been tabricated, and who 
identified the original set as his work ; R. 
B. Strover, a pressman, who swore that 
he had printed the pages alleged to be 
fabricated at night, and at a date subse- 
quent to the bringing of the action ; and 
Robert Knight, "make-up" man employ- 
ed by ballon, who swore he had separated 
the original first sixteen pages of the Chi- 
cago section and altered the section as it 
appeared in the pages submitted by Fal- 
lon, and that it was done subsequent to 

the commencement of the suit. 

* * * 

On April 21st Judge Lacombe found 
J. Power Fallon, president and principal 
owner of the United States Directory Co. 
and John F. Dwyer, one of his employ- 
ees, guilty of contempt, in having manu- 
factured the evidence as charged, and 
prescribed ten days' imprisonment and 
the payment of a fine of one thousand 
dollars each, one-half of which, under 
the statute, goes to the informant. 

Fallon was at once Uxrked up in Lud- 
low-strect jail ; but Dwyer was not lo- 
cated until ten days later, when he was 
captured in Boston and returned to .New 
York to serve out his sentence. 

In his opinion Judge Lacombe, after 
saying that the pages were plainly fabri- 
cated, suggests further punishment for 
Fallon and Dwyer by adding: — "The 
only reason the imprisonment prescribed 
therefor is made so brief is because the 
same acts constitute a criminal offence 
for which, despite the inflicted penalty for 
contempt, the guilty parties may be im- 
prisoned." * * * 

Acting on this very plain intimation, 
Secretary Bates on May 2d swore out a 
warrant before the United States District 
Attorney for the arrest of Fallon for per- 
jury on his release from the imprison- 
ment be was then undergoing. The same 
course will be taken with Dwyer. The 
evidence against Fallon is overwhelming, 
and there is no possible chance of his 
escaping conviction. 

* * *

States Business Directory. He renamed 
the publication the United States Direc- 
tory and sent canvassers out to solicit ad- 
vertisements and names, ostensibly for 
the issue of 1899 alone. 

The evidence introduced at the various 
hearings, and reluctantly admitted as true 
by Fallon himself, showed that canvass- 
es were made for the directories of 1899, 
1900. 1 90 1 and 1902 and moneys collect- 
ed for matter to be inserted in the vari- 
ous directories, but that as a matter of 
fact no puhlication of the directory has 
ever been seen by the public since Fallon 
succeeded to its ownership. 



" FROM AN OLD DIRECTORY." 

A fad for delving in old directories 
seems to have broken out in the news- 
papers. We first noticed symptoms of 
the epidemic in Philadelphia, and it seems 
to have been as "catching" as the measles, 
and to have spread rapidly throughout 
the country. 

We recently noticed the "first Ameri- 
can directory," issued in Philadelphia in 



1785. Boston was not far behind. Its 
first directory, issued in 1789, is repro- 
duced in a late issue of the Globe, which 
has this to say concerning the work : 

The diminutive pamphlet- for that is all it 
amounts to — measures 0*4x4 inches. It waa 
"printed and sold by John Norman, Oliver's 
dock," and is announced on the title page as 
"The Boston Directory. Containing a List of 
Merchants, Mechanics, Traders, and others, of 
the Town of Boston; in Order to enable 
Strangers to find the Residence of any person." 

One might look through its 63 pages without 
rinding many street numbers, however, for the 
references are more frequently to "Marshall's 
lane, opposite the Boston stone," "three doors 
north of the drawbridge," "in Kliot st," "Pleas- 
ant st," etc. 

There is likewise a notable strnngeness in 
the designations given some of the residents 
of the town, compared with the ordinary voca- 
tions of today. 

A glance through the list, for instance, will 
disclose those of housewright, cordwainer, pew- 
terer, shopkeeper, "India goods," chaise-maker, 
trader, leather bucket maker and "gentleman" 
and "gentleman Iwarder," together with many 
other appellations that look odd in these days. 
In the 1,000 or so names that fill this quaint 
little volume, one notes with astonishment 
that there are only seven Smiths, and that 
not a single one of them bears the Christian 
name of John.

A STRENUOUS LIFE. 

In another column some account is giv- 
en of the bitter warfare which has been 
waged against the band of fakers which 
in some guise or other has for years 
preyed upon the advertising public. This 
nefarious business, which was built upon 
the faith of the public, has been a serious 
detriment to legitimate directory enter- 
prises. The directory is recognized as a 
modern necessity and convenience ; and 
its pages are regarded as a valuable med- 
ium for the promotion of publicity. Mas- 
querading under the guise of "director- 
ies," therefore, and calling to their aid all 
the resources of fraud and forgery, the 
promoters of these fraudulent enterprises 
have been able to victimize a careless and 
not too discriminating business public. 
The reaction upon tbe regular publishers 
was disastrous. The public is as unrea- 
soning in its resentments as it is gullible; 
and its punishments are meted out equal- 



ly to the just and the unjust. The princ- 
iple of the Donnybrook fair prevails — 
when you see a head, hit it. Consequent- 
ly, when a business man came to realize 
that he had been taken in he was liable 
to become utterly unreasonable, and to 
vigorously "swat" the first proposition 
which might be presented to him. no mat- 
ter how fair or from whom emanating. 

A consideration of these conditions de- 
termined the Association of American 
Directory Publishers to take up this right, 
and to wage an unrelenting warfare 
against all phases of the fake directory, 
wherever it might be found. In the past, 
the Chicago Directory Company had been 
the most persistent opponent of the fak- 
ers. They had been instrumental in driv- 
ing the gang from the West, and in im- 
prisoning several of its members. In this 
last crusade, therefore, they again took 
the lead, going to the United States court 
in New York to begin proceedings. The 
Trow Directory Company immediately 
followed suit : and from that time on the 
life of Secretary Bates, as may be gath- 
ered from the account of the proceedings, 
became sufficiently "strenuous" to have 
satisfied even the exacting requirements 
of the nation's president. 

These proceedings have involved a 
large expenditure of money by the Asso- 
ciation. The United States authorities 
will prosecute a violation of United 
States laws ; but the evidence must be 
furnished them and the obtaining of this 
evidence involved the employment of law- 
yers and of detectives in various cities 
throughout the country. However, the 
thought of the officers was notof money, 
but of success. If they can bring about 
the permanent extirpation of the gang 
which has so long preyed upon the pub- 
lic, they feel that the money will have 
been well spent.

Basing the price to be charged for a 
directory upon the number of names is a 
new principle, in vogue in some sections 
of the West, — and possibly in the East 
for aught we know to the contrary. We 
find an announcement in an exchange to 
the effect that a new directorv in course 
of preparation will cost $1.50 for each 
one thousand nanus listed. We would 
like to get paid on that basis once, just to 
see how it would feel.

CHARLES K. CARON. 

C. K. Caron, for thirty-three years the 
publisher of the Louisville directory, died 
at his home in that city on the morning 
of March 5th last, at the age of 66 years. 
Four years ago Mr. Caron suffered a 
stroke of paralysis, and his life was then 
despaired of. but he rallied from that at- 
tack. a:id though never strong again, was 
able to be at his office, and to supervise 
the various business interests with which 
he was connected. Three months before 
his death, however, he was attacked with 
a complication of diseases which it was 
beyond the power of medical skill to 
overcome, and from that time sank stead- 
ily until the end, when he passed peace- 
fully away. 

Mr. Caron was a native of Notting- 
ham, Kngland, but came to the United 
States when a mere l>oy. After some 
years spent in New York he came West, 
and in the early sixties entered the em- 
ploy of Richard Kdwards, the pioneer 
directory publisher, with whom he con- 
tinued until he branched into the direc- 
tor)- business for himself in the city of 
Louisville. The first Caron directory of 
Louisville was issued in 1871, and he had 
since issued one every year, the last ap- 
pearing on the eve of his death. The di- 
rectory had been published by Mr. Caron 
individually until about four years ago, 
when, his health failing, the Caron Di- 
rectory Company, of which he became 
president, and in which he retained a con- 
trolling interest, was organized to take 
over the business. Mr. Caron was a man 



of marked characteristics, and he read 
into the make-up of his book his strong 
individuality. He imparted to the work, 
and it has constantly retained, features 
which decidedly differentiate it from the 
majority of works of its class. 

Mr. Caron was a man of wide popu- 
larity, and was active in all walks of life. 
He was a member of the Baptist Church, 
in which he was a deacon ; was a prom- 
inent Mason, in which order he had held 
many positions of honor, and to whose 
work he was devoted ; was a Knight 
Templar ; and a member of the Knights 
of Honor. 

Mr. Caron was married in 1869 to 
Miss Luphemia Ada Smith, a sister of S. 
R. Smith, who is connected with the Lou- 
isville directory. Of this union two chil- 
dren survive,— Charles L. and L. S., both 
of whom were engaged in business with 
their father. 



NOTES. 

The passing away of John Hume Ked- 
zie, who died at Evanston, 111., on Thurs- 
day, April 9th, strongly emphasizes the 
swiftness with which events have moved 
in the West. Mr. Kedzie was the pub- 
lisher of the first directory of Chicago, 
which was not issued until he was past 
thirty years of age, and vet in the span of 
his lifetime he had seen his little work 
grow to the largest directory in the 
United States ; and the straggling city in 
which he published it become the second 
largest in the Union, and one of the few 
to be classed among the largest in the 
world. Mr. Kedzie, who was born in 
1815, came to Chicago in 1847, in which 
year he compiled his directory. 

* * * 

An adjunct to the directory is in use 
in the Springfield, Mass., postoffice in 
the shape of a card index of all the wom- 
en, married and unmarried, as well as of 
children liable to receive mail. The in- 
formation was gathered by the letter-car- 
riers, who distribute slips, upon which 
the names arc written. The christian and 
maiden names of the women are given. 

* * * 

What purported to be a business di- 
rectory of Indiana has recently been got- 
ten out by a concern giving Washington, 
I). C, as their headquarters. One of the 
dollar "bottle-of-ink" fakes. 
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A friend asks what wc know in favor 
of the centenary system of street number- 
ing. Well, let us see what there is to be 
known about the numbering of houses 
on city streets ; then perhaps we can 
judge whether what we know is favor- 
able or otherwise to the centenary sys- 
tem. 

In the first place, why are houses num- 
bered? You may reply, to differentiate 
them one from another, so that strangers 
may be directed thereto. True, so far as 
it goes. But long before houses were 
numbered they were differentiated by- 
names and signs, and the same method is 
possible still. In earlier days "The Dove- 
cote," "The Cedars," and other names 
suggested by natural objects, were terms 
commonly applied to residences. Then 
places of less note might be designated or 
described through a reference to some 
place near by of greater repute. As. for 
example, "at the shop of William Tem- 
ple, which is on Church lane, three doors 
above the Red Lion inn, on the corner of 
Holborn street." Not very much like the 
brief descriptive of to-day's directories; 
and yet, in this example of primitive di- 
rection, with its many words and minute 
particularization is the germ of the mod- 
ern system of house-numbering, in *the 
unconscious recognition of the sequential 
relation of numbers as applied to houses. 

With the removal or chance of land- 
marks, the numbers which had been used 
to express the distance of a house from 
these landmarks would come themselves 
to designate the house. With the removal 
of the Red Lion inn. the third house 
therefrom, if the street began at that cor- 
ner, would become "3 Church lane." And 
so by degrees the numbers came to have 
the absolute quality of designation rather 



than the relative quality of distance. But 
this produced inequalities and endless 
confusion. There was no unit for com- 
parison. "No. 50" might be only a quar- 
ter of a mile from the beginning of one 
street, and a mile or so on another. So 
the quality of relation was brought back, 
and joined to that of designation, and 
the marriage resulted in number being 
assigned to a specified number of feet of 
street frontage. The house number bad 
thus come, by gradual evolution, to be 
not only the individual designation of a 
house, by which it was differentiated 
from other houses, but the expression of 
its sequential relation to other houses, 
and of its relative location on its street. 

In this matter of relative location, how- 
ever, the unit of comparison was un- 
wieldy, as it could only be made with the 
beginning of the street. As to number 49, 
for example, one might form some meas- 
urable judgment as to its distance from 
the initial point ; but of number 490 the 
idea would be too vague to form even a 
reasonable idea as to its relative location. 
Here the last invention stepped in, made 
each block a unit with a possible ninety- 
nine numbers, and joined these units into 
a system capable of indefinite extension. 
This was the centenary system of house 
numlnrs, which expresses not only the 
immediate relation of any house to its 
nearest cross-street, but its broader rela- 
tion to the system in general. 

As to the advantage of this system. Let 
us suppose a stranger in a city to be di- 
rected to 495 Kim street. Is there in- 
herent in this number anything which 
might of itself serve as an index of its 
relative location other than its expressed 
relation to the beginning of the street? 
If the inquirer is a good deal better 
jKisted than the average man. he may. by 
assigning about twenty feet to a number, 
and allowing for blocks of about 400 feet 
front, determine approximately the loca- 
tion of the number. But under the cen- 
tenary system, with what would be a 
numl>er representing an equivalent loca- 
tion, — 1215 Kim. — there would be no dif- 
ficulty. The first half of the number 
would indicate twelve streets from the 
base line, the second half the number of 
houses or of lot frontage from the corner 
of the twelfth street, and in the average 
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city the twelve blocks would indicate a 
distance of approximately a mile. 

This is the one positive advantage of 
the centenary system of numbering, — it 
facilitates location. The units of com- 
parison are small. — rarely more than 50 
numbers and as many streets : and by its 
use the ability to judge as to comparative 
distances is immeasurably raised. 

A PASSING WAS CLOUD. 

A small war cloud was discerned on 
the Utica horizon early in March, when 
C. N. Gaffney announced his intention to 
engage in the publication of directories 
"for Utica and adjacent villages." and 
proceeded to put men into the field to 
canvass therefor. Inasmuch as Mr. Gaff- 
ney had disposed of his interests in the 
Utica field in 1895, the Utica Directory 
Publishing Company at once took legal 
steps to enjoin him from proceeding with 
his enterprise. 

The facts established at the trial show 
that C. N. Gaffney published the Utica 
directory from 1884 to 1890; that for 
five years thereafter the work was pub- 
lished by John E. Williams ; that in 1804 
and 1895 George S. Hughes, Benjamin 
Steber and E. D. Lee engaged in the pub- 
lication of a directory for Utica. Gaffney 
being in their employ ; that in the spring 
of 1895 negotiations were set on foot 
looking to the ending of the strife in this 
field, and as one step in this direction 
whatever rights or interest Mr. Gaffney 
might be supposed to retain in the good- 
will of the business were extinguished by 
the payment to him of three hundred dol- 
lars, in consideration whereof he agreed 
not to engage in the directory business in 
or for the city of Utica, either for himself 
or for others, without the consent of the 
other parties to the agreement, for the 
term of fifteen years. 

The conditions of this agreement seem 
clear enough ; and apart from any ques- 
tion of ethics, it is difficult to imagine 
how any man could suppose that parties 
having in their possession such a contract 
would stand for a hold-up of any kind. 
Common law, which is nothing but com- 
mon honesty, would hold that an agree- 
ment entered into with full knowledge 
must be upheld. The flimsv technical 
excuse that the agreement was made with 



the organizers of the directory company 
as individuals is repugnant to the prin- 
ciples of common honesty. It will not 
stand in the court of public opinion, and 
scarcely in a court of law even had the 
individuals neglected to assign their 
rights to the corporation which they 
formed. 

Justice was done in the case, and was 
done quickly. The announcement of Gaff- 
ney 's enterprise was made March 19th ; 
on the 2 1 st a preliminary injunction was 
granted to the Utica Publishing Compa- 
ny; and on April nth a decision was 
filed restraining C. N. Gaffnev for fifteen 
years from the 20th of April,' 1895. from 
engaging in the directory business in 
Utica. 

* * * 

The Southern field promises to be 
troubled for a time yet with the warfare 
between The Wiggins Directories Pub- 
lishing Co. and Thomas J. Malonev. Mr. 
Wiggins writes regarding the matter : 

We will continue both these books for the 
coming year. So fnr as we are concerned it is 
a fight to the finish. I regret that wc have 
to do this hut Maloney has brought it upon 
hinnelf, in invading Mobile. I have been up 
against some hot opposition in the thirty years 
I have been in the directory business, but this 
man Maloney is the most uncertain proposi- 
tion I hava struck. You think you have him 
dead and buried, ami the next thing you know, 
like the small -pox, he has "broke out" in an- 
other quarter. 

* * * 

Tiik cheapest kind of a faker, judging 
from the character of his order blanks, 
which were evidently printed by some 
cross-roads paper, has been working At- 
lanta. One form of order is made out to 
the "Johnson Publishing Co." and calls 
for the insertion of an advertisement in 
the "Business and Professional Direct- 
ory of ." Another order reading 

to the "State Publishing Co. of Washing- 
ton, D. C, successors to the Johnson 
Pub. Co." calls for five dollars for a 
"Business and Professional Directory for 
the states of Georgia. Alabama and Flori- 
da." The two schemes were apparently 
worked together. If the five-dollar racket 
would not go, pull the blank contract, get 
it signed for any amount jxxssible, get as 
much of an advance payment as the vic- 
tim would stand for, and skip. Nice little 
scheme to pay the way on a winter tour 
in Southern climes. 
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PERSONAL. 

J. C. Garhnkr, of the Might Direc- 
tories, Toronto, has been confined to his 
bed bv illness. 

W. L. Richmond was seriously ill 
with typhoid fever, and was laid up for 
about three months. At last accounts he 
was convalescent. 

A. V. Williams, of The Williams Di- 
rectory Co., Cincinnati, Ohio, was con- 
fined to the house for a month this 
spring. At last advices he was able to be 
about and attend to business again. 

C. O. EitKL, who is rounding out his 
twentieth year as the directorvman of 
Decatur. 111., did his first work in this 
line in the making of a city directory for 
Union City, Ind., in 1874. He was then 
"out of a job," and used this as a filler. 
He subsequently made directories in 
many Western cities ; but for a score of 
year's past he has been "Sir Oracle" of 
his home city. 

A. G. Wright has been confined to the 
house by an acute attack of bronchitis. 
For the first time in twenty-two years he 
was unable to attend to the preliminaries 
of the Milwaukee canvass. He acknowl- 
edges to us, in strict confidence, that a 
temperature dancing above 102° for sev- 
eral successive days is not conducive to 
clear thought, and trusts that none of his 
aberrations may have been communicated 
to the editor. 

Wilson II. Lki:, second vice-president 
and chairman of the executive commit- 
tee of the Association of American Di- 
rectory Publishers, has been chosen pres- 
ident of the Chamber of Commerce of 
New Haven, Conn. The New Haven 
Chamber of Commerce was the second 
to be established in the country ; and its 
first president was Roger Sherman, who 
earned a title to enduring fame as a mem- 
ber of the committee of five who drafted 
the Declaration of Independence, and as 
one of its signers. 

R. H. Don nkllky, of the Chicago Di- 
rectory Company, and treasurer of the 
Association, suffered a severe attack of 
appendicitis in the closing days of April, 
which necessitated his submitting to an 
operation. The inflammation had become 
so aggravated before Mr. Donnelley 
would concede that he was even ill. that 
grave fears were at one time felt for the 
outcome. The fortunate combination of 
a fearless spirit, strong will and a skilful 



surgeon proved sufficient to pull him 
through, and he is »ow well on the way 
to a perfect recovery. For this we will 
all be profoundly thankful. His quick 
wit and cheery smile, — which did not for 
a moment desert him as he moved to the 
operating table, — would be sadly missed 
from our annual meetings. 



AN OLD STORY IN A NEW DRESS. 

It is difficult to say anything new about 
a directory. All the old features have 
been worn threadbare by constant itera- 
tion : and probably there are few publish- 
ers who have not wondered what in the 
world they were going to say when con- 
fronted by the yearly demand of the re- 
porters for a "story" on the forthcoming 
work. Recognizing by sad experience 
that this is a lamentable fact, it is refresh- 
ing to find a man who approaches the sub- 
ject from a fresh side. The notice by 
the Omaha l.ee of W. G. McAvov's new 
work is so refreshingly breezy that we 
reproduce most of it : 

The literary editor of The Bee begs to 
acknowledge receipt of the twenty-ninth vol- 
ume of William G. McAvov's interesting work 
on "Persons We Have Met, Never Met, ami 
Never (.'are to Meet," otherwise termed the 
Omaha city directory. 

For students of' Mr. McAvov's previous 
works it will he sufficient to state that this 
one has bearing upon the same era and deals 
with characters he has already made familiar. 
But, to he frank, the author's style is becom- 
ing tedious. There is an everlasting sameness 
about what he writes and one searches in vain 
for some pungent paragraph that can be quoted 
before the Philosophical society or played as 
original at a swell dinner. He grinds out page 
after page in plain matter-of-fact, work-day, 
battle-ax style and then attempts an awkward 
concession to the tendency of modern journal- 
ism by sticking in a yellow ribbon as a place 
keeper. 

There will come a time when Mr. McAvoy's 
works will be searched for diligenty and stud- 
ied profoundly, perhaps; but the search and 
tnc *tudy will he prompted by that same desire 
to monkey with the facts and names of the 
long-dead past that now animates certain dis- 
tinguished gentlemen who are scratching the 
pyramids of fcgypt in the hope of digging up 
more scandals about Mr. Ptolemy, a deceased 
contractor, and his family. Mr. Ilolcmy is 
generally conceded to have been unfair to 
union labor, hut Kastern institutions of learn- 
ing are not content to let the matter rest with 
the corpse, and one cannot refrain from some 
times suspecting that Mr. McAvoy, noting the 
expensive expeditions they have sent out, has 
been tired by an unholy ambition to write 
more for research, present and future, than for 
simple entertainment, and to provide clues for 
the historians of 2003.

WHAT THE FIGHT MEANS 



Thousands of dollars are literally sto- 
len from mercantile and manufacturing 
houses every year through the medium 
of fraudulent and forged contracts for 
advertising in so-called business directo- 
ries which never have any circulation be- 
yond the copies shown to the victims. 
This is rendered possible through the 
fact that the signatures which are ap- 
pended to these contracts are usually gen- 
uine. The victim may have not the 
slightest recollection of having given an 
order for the advertising for which he is 
asked to pay ; but his undeniable signa- 
ture confronts him. and in the majority 
of cases this prima facie evidence is suffi- 
cient to secure the payment of the amount 
asked. The methods employed to obtain 
the signatures uj>on which the fraud is 
based are as ingenious as they are disrep- 
utable : while between the two acts of ob- 
taining the signature and obtaining the 
money are crowded a series of forgeries 
and falsifications. 

The first step in the chain is the ob- 
taining of the signatures. A well-dressed, 
plausible young man will call upon a 
busy manufacturer, and with the state- 
ment that they are preparing for a new 
edition of the Mercantile Register, or 
whatever name they may then be sailing 
under, will lay before him a sheet of pa- 
per to which is attached a printed slip 
showing a business card or displays for 
the firm in question, for which a renewal 
is solicited for the forthcoming work. If 
the man says "no." the solicitor will ex- 
press regret that he has been unable to 
secure his patronage, and will ask him to 
sign a statement that he has been solic- 
ited, or an order for the discontinuance 
of the advertising. If he appears to be 
especially complaisant he may even be 
asked to sign duplicates for the Chicago 
or San Francisco offices. A preoccupied 
man fails to notice the irregular size of 
the paper he is asked to sign, or the wide 
spacing between the lines. 



By dextrous manipulation this paper is 
now converted into an order for advertis- 
ing. Such portions of the printed matter 
as may contain any words not in har- 
mony with the order are eu* off: all writ- 
ing except the signature is taken out with 
an eraser or with acids ; other matter is 
printed in to constitute the paper a con- 
tract ; and it is filled in with such an 
amount as it is thought the victim will 
stand for without much protest. 

After a due lapse of time this contract 
is presented for payment. The victim de- 
nies giving the order, but is obliged to 
admit the genuineness of the signature. 
If he refuses payment, he gets notice 
from a "collection agency" that suit will 
be instituted unless a speedy settlement 
is had. 

If, mystified by the signature, the man 
pays the claim, the second link in the 
chain is immediately sprung on him. "By 
the way," says the young man, "you have 
no copy of the directory. If you will 
make application the firm will send you 
a complimentary copy, if you will agree 
to pay the express charges." This ap- 
pears innocent enough, and the victim 
has no hesitation in signing what appears 
to be a "complimentary lxx)k" order in 
which he is responsible for only a feu- 
cents for exprcssage. But again the era- 
ser, the acids and the printing press are 
brought into play. Every bit of writing 
except the signature being taken out, the 
paper is given over to the printer. With 
mathematical accuracy the top and end 
of the order are cut off, leaving parts of 
three apparently meaningless lines of 
printed matter. Then, with just as much 
mathematical accuracy, there are printed 
in the wide spaces more lines, which 
make the complimentary book order read 
to be a contract for advertising in a sec- 
ond directory for a certain sum. 

In due time this is again presented by 
a third young man. As the game is only 
worked on very busy manufacturing con- 
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cerns which do a great amount of general 
advertising, the last experience is only a 
dim memory perhaps, and in the major- 
ity of cases payment is made. 

There have been instances where men 
have been defrauded seven times in two 
years. Men are now on the band's book 
who have been there for several years. 
They are "worked" according lo their 
gullibility. 

The third attempt is usually called the 
"receipt," which differs from the usual 
receipt, in that the party receiving pay- 
ment insists on retaining possession of 
it. Caller No. 3 tells the merchant, after 
he receives payment, that he will have a 
receipt made out. This reads : 
TO THE PUBLISHERS OF THE CONSOLI- 
DATED DIRECTORY. 

$ lily 100 Collector. 

Has thi* duy presented contract and received 
payment in full 

Eur Display Advertising authorized inserted by 
the undersigned firm

W hen work begins on this, the first 
thing the expert does is to cut off the 
top lines of the paper. This leaves a 
slip, beginning, "For display advertis- 
ing." Then the press is put to work and 
a new top line appears. It reads in one 
corner, "Advertising agreement." The 
second line remains the same, but a third 
appears, which reads, "To occupy card 
page and headings, cost $20." Down in 
one corner appears, "Book not included 
in this charge." 

Of all these there are variations, in 
every case the signing of a name being; 
sufficient to set the ball of contracts roll- 
ing until there is a decisive objection. 

It is difficult to catch these men at 
their operations ; and it is difficult to con- 
vict them when caught. There is a plaus- 
ibility and seeming genuineness about 
their schemes which would deceive even 
the elect. The actual manufacture and 
manipulation of the orders is generally 
a family affair, participated in by few, 
and making convictions for the issuing of 
the forged or fraudulent paper almost an 
impossibility. Almost the only thing that 
can be done is to make collections difficult 
or impossible through giving the opera- 
tions publicity, or by breaking up the 
gangs whenever they render themselves 
; amenable to the laws. It is this that the 



Association of American Directory Pub- 
lishers has undertaken to do. And this 
is the meaning of the prosecution of J. 
Power Fallon in New York for infringe- 
ment of the copyright laws. 

• 

THE FAKERS AGAIN. 

The New York fakers sailing under 
the name of the United States Directory 
Company were, when the last Bulletin 
was issued, still in jail under sentence 
from Judge Lacombe for contempt of 
court in having introduced fabricated 
evidence in the trial of the suit for in- 
junction brought against them by the 
Chicago Directory Company. Subse- 
quently a temporary receiver was ap- 
pointed for the company. Fallon, being 
unable, while incarcerated, to raise 
money to pay the fine of one thousand 
dollars imposed by the judge, was al- 
lowed liberty under execution after serv- 
ing the time sentence for contempt. Get- 
ting hold of the directory which had 
been tied up, he had bound and managed 
to sell enough copies without the Chicago 
and New York sections which had been 
enjoined, to enable him to pay his fine, 
when he was granted his liberty, by an 
order signed by Judge Lacombe on 
June 24. 

The further issue of Fallon's directory, 
however, was stopped by another injunc- 
tion, granted this time at the instance 
ol the Gould Directory Company, of St. 
Louis, based on the same grounds as 
those previously obtained at the instance 
of the Chicago and the Trow Directory 
companies. 

Meantime Fallon found himself in 
further trouble, as on his release from 
imprisonment on the charge of contempt 
he was immediately re-arrested on the 
charge of perjury, on a warrant sworn 
out by W. H. Hates. This course of ac- 
tion was entirely in harmony with the 
very plain intimation of Judge Lacombe 
in giving judgment on the charge of con- 
tempt that the acts of the accused consti- 
tuted a criminal offence for which the 
guilty parties might be prosecuted de- 
spite the inflicted penalty for contempt. 
This case was to come up for trial on 
August nth. 

It is safe to say that before he is 
through with it J. Power Fallon will be

exceedingly sorry that in an ill-advised 
moment he ventured to monkey with the 
buzz-saw. 



SOMETHING ABOUT ABBREVIATIONS. 

That directories are coming to be used 
more and more beyond the confines of 
the communities for which they were 
primarily intended, must be manifest to 
any one who has observed the increasing 
number of calls made at directory offices 
for the directories of other cities. This is 
due to various causes, — to the general 
migration of population with a retention 
of interest and association in the old 
home, — to the closer business relations 
between various sections which are con- 
stantly being established, — to the genea- 
logical cranks who are continually in 
search of possible branches of their fam- 
ilies with whom they may establish cor- 
respondential relations, — to the closer re- 
lations established between directory 
publishers, with the consequent more 
general extension of the system of ex- 
changes. Whatever the reason, — and 
each cause adduced probably contrib- 
utes its quota, — this more cosmopolitan 
use would seem to point to the desirabil- 
ity of bringing about a greater unifor- 
mity in the methods of getting up direc- 
tories. 

The outward appearance of a directory 
cuts no figure. It may be large or small, 
printed in single column or double col- 
umn, in large or small type; bound in 
cloth or in paper, with leather or cloth 
backs, in dull or in bright colors, — these 
may any or all well be distinguishing fea- 
tures individualizing the book. But when 
it comes to the directory itself, — to that 
part of the book which really directs, — 
there should be less latitude allowed for 
the expression of individuality. Direc- 
tories should be so made that a man 
from the East will find himself at home 
in a directory in the West, and vice ver- 
sa. That this is not always so almost 
any publisher, who has been called upon 
to explain the meaning of certain signs 
and symbols in other directories, can at- 
test. 

There are three principal ways in 
which directories may differ, — in alpha- 
betization, in abbreviations, and in busi- 
ness classifications. It would seem that 
in the matter of a basic condition such 
as the alphabetization of the names in a 



directory there should be no room for any 
difference in methods of procedure. Yet 
differences of opinion do exist as to the 
proper disposition to be made of -certain 
compounds, of firm names, of initials, of 
the O' and Mc, and what not. But it 
is neither of this phase of the subject, nor 
yet of that of classifications that we have 
in mind to speak at this time. The one 
thing which started the train of thought 
was the question of abbreviations. 

It is not our purpose to go into the 
question exhaustively, or to suggest any 
general system of abbreviations. We 
will simply take a single abbreviation, — 
or rather a single fact to be expressed 
through the medium of an abbrevia- 
tion, — as a means of illustrating what we 
think could and should be done towards 
unifying abbreviations in general. This 
one fact will be that of domicile. 

There are various signs employed to 
typify or represent the fact of domicile; 
tor example, "res." "r." "rras." "b." 
"bds." "h." The intention of all is evi- 
dently to indicate where the individual 
may be found outside of working hours, 
—in other words, to indicate his dom- 
icile. Two words would seem to indi- 
cate this most completely, namely "resi- 
dence" and ••house." The use of the 
terms "rooms" or "boards" is based on a 
false analogy, in that they seek to go 
further, and to indicate the nature of the 
occupancy. If this analogy is sound, then 
we should go still further, and in the 
case of residence other than that of a 
boarder or roomer indicate whether the 
possession is that of tenancy or owner- 
ship. The prime intention is to indicate 
location; and that is accomplished best 
and most concisely by showing that at 
the "house" numbered so-and-so the in- 
dividual in question may be found. Of 
course he "resides" there ; but there must 
be a "house" before there can be a "res- 
idence," and the "house" is therefore 
the primary object. This being so, then 
it follows that "h." is not only the nat- 
ural but the best exponent of the existing 
condition, and the best abbreviation to 
be used for the purpose of expressing 
the fact of domicile; and this for two 
reasons: that it best subserves the pri- 
mary object of an abbreviation in saving 
space, while at the same time immediate- 
ly expressing to the eye the word which 
is at the base of the idea of domicile. 
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The Association of American Directory Publishers 
is composed of reputable City Directory Publishers, 
organized for the general advancement of the Direc- 
tory business. Any person, corporation or firm engaged 
in business at owuer and publisher of a City Directory 
in the United State* or Canada, who shall qualify as 
competent to gather information and compile a City 
Directory and furnish satisfactory references, is elig- 
ible to membership. 

The objects of the Association are : 

First. The advancement of the Directory business 
and the improvement of Directories by the interchange 
of ideas «ud the exchange of experienced employes. 

Second. To provide protection to the public 
against fraudulent advertising schemes which oper- 
ate under the name of Directories, and to drive un- 
principled promoters of the same out of the businesa. 

Third To provide permanent and profitable em- 
ployment to competent, industrious and honest Direc- 
tory canvassers and compilers. 

Fourth For the mutual protection and advance- 
ment of the ostabliBhed and prospective interests of 
all who may become members, by personal advice and 
assistance of members as may be mutually satisfactory, 
desirable or advisable, aud by such other means as 
may, from time to time, be shown to be wise, proper

THE ANNUAL MEETING. 

President Polk has called the annual 
meeting of the association of American 
Directory Publishers for September 23d, 
at Saratoga, which place was decided up- 
on by the members of the association at 
the convention held in 1902. It is hoped 
by the officers that there will be a full 
representation present at this meeting. 
Aside from the important matters which 
are liable to come up for discussion, there 
is much to be gained from the personal 
contact which these meetings always 
bring about. 

No one can doubt that there is an im- 
measurably better understanding and 
better feeling existing among directory 
publishers to-day than was known prior 
to the organization of the association 
four years ago. One publisher expressed 
the general feeling exactly in the remark 
made to two members wlm called on him : 
"Three years' ago, if I had read in the 



papers that you two fellows were stop- 
ping at a hotel in this city, I should at 
once have got out and looked to my 
fences." That was the feeling exactly. 
Directory publishers did not know each 
other. They looked on each other as 
natural enemies, and were always pre- 
pared for war. Fortunately this condi- 
tion no longer exists, so far as members 
of the association are concerned. It will 
cease to exist throughout the entire trade 
when membership in the association be- 
comes more general. Those who are yet 
outside should look into us more closely. 
They will never regret it.

A DIRECTORY STUDY. 

We will give, from time to time, mod- 
els of directory notices. In the last num- 
ber we exploited an effort on the part of 
the Omaha Pee. This time we go East, 
and make excerpts from a notice in The 
Boston Herald of July loth last which is 
not half bad : 

The 1903 fit y directory, more rotuiul than 
any of its predecessor*, is out. It's a great 
book of 2749 pages, not to speak of the covers. 
If it keeps on growing at this rate it won't 
be long before its breadth of beam will ex- 
ceed its length overall, which would In- all 
wrong, from a nautical point of view. 1 he 
directory seems to be all right, however. 

It contains 202.390 names, an increase of 
5384 over the number in last year's book. This 
statement is made on the authority of the 
publishers, in their preface, life being too short 
to make a careful count to see if they haven't 
missed one or two. It is furthermore stated 
that there have been 57,329 names added, 51.- 
945 names erased, and that there have been 
80,710 changes in location, so that the total 
number of changes in preparing the directory 
were 195.984. 

One can find almost anything in the direc- 
tory. Ordinarily one scans it to see if it 
contains some particular name or address, but. 
as a foe of ennui, it has its advantages. It 
gives yon not only an idea of the immensity, 
but also of the diversity of Boston's popula- 
tion. 

It is impossible to scan its pages, however 
so hastily, without finding something to at- 
tract your attention. For instance, the only 
Gentleman in the book is a lawyer, which re- 
minds you. perhaps, of Ambassador (hoatc's 
story of the attorney who expressed the 'desire 
that his tombstone be decorated with the sim- 
ple epitaph: "Here lies a lawyer and an hon- 
est man." He contended that it wasn't neces- 
sary (o chisel his name on the stone because 
pnssersby would immediately recognize the 
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description uud say: "That's .Strnuge." The 
Boston lawyer of this latter name, to whom 
the eulogy in the epitaph may be applied in 
life, still figure in the directory. 

But an extended representation of little in- 
eidents of this kind would be tiresome. If 
one is in the mood a perusal of the pages of 
this hook is worth while. It is not only a 
necessity, from a business point of view, for 
the iiifui malion as to per mum and places it 
contains, but it has a value as a volume of 
light reading and genealogical study on a 
warm afternoon when there's nothing better 
to do and no other way to kill time. 

We have incorporated one paragraph 
in the above notice for the purpose of 
emphasizing a point which is apt to be 
lust sight of; anil that is the large per- 
centage of changes which take place in 
a directory from year to year. Even 
those who are most used to directories 
are sometimes staggered when confront- 
ed with the facts. Here it is stated that 
in the Boston directory for the current 
year, out of 2f>2. 31 jo nanus there were 
195,984 changes. That is, 75 per cent of 
the whole number of entries represent 
changes from the previous \ ear's direc- 
tor). 

This condition is by no means peculiar 
to lioston. It is to be observed in any 
and every directory the publishers of 
which make a practice of noting these 
facts. In the West the conditions as to 
change are even more marked. In pre- 
paring the current issue of the St. Paul 
directory, for example, 28,224 new 
nanus were added. 23,154 names were 
erased, and 39.720 changes noted in oc- 
cupation ami address; in all 0,1.098 
changes in a total of 102.71)0 names. The 
St. Paul Globe well says that "there has 
been a tremendous change in the condi- 
tions as affecting the fixitv of popula- 
tion." This represents nearly ninety per 
cent of change. 

The practical lesson to be drawn from 
these conditions is one for solicitors. 
I low many are so familiar with the facts 
as to be able to meet with them the 
inevitable "every-other- year" subscrib- 
ers? Directory patrons certainly do not 
fully understand the conditions; and the 
probabilities are. as before remarked, 
that very few even of those who have 
most to do with directories realize, until 
confronted with the hard facts, how great 
the percentage of change really is. 



AS TO ALLEGED BUSINESS DIRECTORIES. 

Under this heading the Springfield, 
Mass., Republican publishes a very time- 
ly notice, evidently inspired by the 
Springfield Hoard of Trade, suggesting 
a course of procedure which it would be 
well to have followed in all sections of 
the country. Probably nothing will ever 
wholly extirpate the pests in question, 
but their sphere of operations could be 
at least limited by having the plan here 
suggested generally adopted throughout 
the country : 

Local business men are frequently ap- 
proached at this season of the year by can- 
vassers for various business directories, a 
condition for having one's name inserted in 
the Isiok being the payment of a certain sum- 
usually #1 or sfci. and #1 extra if the name 
is to appear in heavy type. These canvassers 
represent firms in New York and other cities, 
and, inasmuch as a directory published under 
these conditions will not be complete, as many 
firms refuse to pay for having their names in- 
serted, such a book is of little value. Further- 
more, investigation has shown that some of 
the firms engaged in this business are with- 
out satisfactory linuneial rating, and do not 
even publish a directory for general sale, the 
profits of the business coming from the money 
received from individuals and firms who pay 
canvassers for having their names listed. The 
Sprinfield board of trade has looked into this 
matter, arid has information regarding com- 
panies thus engaged, and it is suggested that 
business men. before paying money to these 
canvassers, look up the record of the company 
represented by inquiring of the secretary of 
the board 

» . 

In some quarters there is always man- 
ifested a disposition to decry and belittle 
the value of directory advertising. Put 
the public have evidently been better ed- 
ucated in Chicago, where the Chicago 
Directory Co. has been sued by one 
Janus Kugler. who demands damages 
because his advertisement was not in- 
serted in the directory, as be alleges the 
company contracted to do. Me alleges 
that live thousand dollars is the measure 
of the injury incurred by him through 
this failure, and seeks to recover this 
amount through the courts.

THE LEAST COMMON MULTIPLE. 

In the newspaper notices of new direc- 
tories which are so prolific at this season 
of the year, it is rare to find one which 
does not contain some reference to that 
mythical and elusive quantity, "the low- 
est multiple used by directory publish- 
ers," which is apparently referred to as if 
it were authoritative in settling questions 
as to population. This "lowest multi- 
ple," however, as practically used, is by 
no means a fixed quantity. It varies. It 
is made as large in the different commu- 
nities as may be necessary to meet the 
supposed demand for a big showing as 
to growth, or as it is thought the com- 
munity will swallow without cloying its 
appetite. The fact is, however, as we 
have repeatedly pointed out, that there is 
no such thing as a fixed multiple, or 
"common" multiple, or "low" multiple. 
The growth of a directory is indeed an 
index of the growth of a city, and a safe 
and sure index ; but to assume that there 
is any fixed method of determining the 
ratio between directories and population 
outside that ratio shown to exist between 
the several directories and the population 
of the several cities as determined by the 
United States census is entirely empirical, 
tends to discredit our calling and to sub- 
ject us to be rightly classed as among the 
champion liars, or as a Chicago paper 
euphemistically puts it, "robust estima- 
tors." 

Why there should be this persistence 
in clinging to exploded theories it is dif- 
ficult to see. No one is deceived by ex- 
travagant claims except he who wishes 
to be; and when the census comes 
around and punctures the bubble the 
man who has been engaged in "blowing" 
it is bv the vast majority flouted and de- 
rided as a false prophet.' Nor is there any 
use in continually carping at the census. 



the second place the census figures are 
accepted as final and authoritative by 
nine out of every ten people, — or even 
more. The fact is that census methods 
have been so improved that they produce 
substantially accurate results; and they 
are so applied that the percentage of er- 
ror will be distributed pretty equally 
throughout the country, and thus for 
comparative purposes the results may be 
absolutely relied upon. Of course there 
may be exceptional cases in which by 
some mischance the canvass was careless 
and the results imperfect; but this does 
not disprove the rule that the census is 
the only safe thing to tie to in estimating 
increase of population. 

That the principle we have heretofore 
contended for is right, and is coming to 
be more generally accepted, is shown by 
the attitude of numerous newspapers to- 
wards the estimates put forth by various 
directory publishers. Take this, for in- 
stance, from Minneapolis: 

At the risk of offending those good citi- 
zens who always believe in putting up a 
good front regardless of the backing, it may 
be said that there are probably very few peo- 
ple in Minneapolis that take these figures seri- 
ously. 

The public hus come to look with suspicion 
upon the conventional multiple. Time and 
again it has seen it repudiated by the census. 
"Using the low multiple of 2%" says the di- 
rectory announcement, "Minneapolis has a 
population of 262,440." Why is this multiple 
termed low, when census after census has 
shown it is too high* Why not use the multi- 
ple established by the ratio of the last ccn- 
sust to the number of names in the directory 
of that year. • • • Even if this guess 
should prove more accurate than the census, 
it never receives credit anywhere except at 
home. The general public always goes by 
the federal census with conservative allow- 
ances for growth between census years. About 
the only elicit of guessing too high is to 
raise false hopes which are cruelly disappoint- 
ed when 1 he census of T'mle Sam comes along. 

The estimates put forth by the Chicago 
directory statistician brought forth this 
by no means complimentary allusion to 
the guild from a leading Chicago paper: 

iTobably it is true of directory statisticians 
everywhere that they arc robust estimators 
of population. Why they should be disposed 
to exasperate in reckless defiance of the prob- 
abilities is something of a mystery. 

Their respective cities gain nothing politi- 
cally by their extravagant, flights of figures. 
Their figures are not the basis of represen- 
tation in legislative or nominating bodies, and 
count for nothing in any possible distribution 
of public money. 
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And the conclusion drawn by the edit- 
or anent the extravagant claims as to the 
growth of Chicago made by the directo- 
ryman are: 

Really estimates which lead to such con- 
clusions do the city no good. They may serve 
for a growing town in its puppy days, but 
there is too much of the frogin-the-fable puf- 
fery about them for a really great city. 

And these are the conclusions being 
reached by a great many people, even 
though they may not be so publicly ex- 
pressed. Why, then, persist in a course 
which is bound to get us more and more 
discredited? Let us rather aim to meet 
facts as they are. Butting one's head 
against a stone wall is only going to hurt 
the butter. 



DIRECTORY PROMOTERS. 

Some one is evidently "getting busy" 
in Iowa. In April we heard of "Messrs. 
Emery & Sherman, advertising solicit- 
ors, of Chicago," at Fairfield, Iowa, 
where they contracted with the publish- 
ers of the Fairfield Tribune to get out 
a directory of Jefferson county ; in May 
they were at Atlantic, where they under- 
took to get out a directory of Cass coun- 
ty for the Democrat ; in June at Vinton, 
contracting with the Review for a direc- 
tory of Benton county : and in July at 
Creston, where the Advertiser entered in- 
to a contract with them to issue a direc- 
tory of Union county. In each case the 
newspapers named seem to have as- 
sumed all responsibility, and vouched for 
"our representatives. Messrs. Emery & 
Sherman." as "in every way practical 
and reliable directory men." They would 
need to be. to run four county directories 
at practically the same time, all by their 
lonesome, and all promised in August. 

The Fairfield work, the first on the list, 
resulted as indicated by the following 
clipping, which appeared in the Burling- 
ton Hawkeye under date of June 24: 

About the eighth of last April.' J. C. Emory, 
of the firm of Kmcry &. Sherman, advertising 
solicitors for city and county directories, came 
to Fairfield ami persuaded P. K. Itoeson, edi- 
tor of the Fairfield Tribune, to sign a contract 
to get up a directory in Fairfield city and 
Jefferson county. He showed written recom- 
mendations from Logan and Neal, publishers 
at Washington, Iowa, and made many flatter- 
ing statements concerning; their success along 
his line. The firm worked here for a few 
days, and collected money, contrary to their 
agreement, and without making their inten- 



tions known to anyone, left town some time 
within two days. Later on it developed that 
the recommendations were forged and their 
representations false. The editor of the Trib- 
une, learning that they were at work on a 
directory at Creston, had them arrested there. 
They were brought to Fairfield Sunday even- 
ing by Marshal Liblin, and had their prelimi- 
nary hearing in Justice Wilson's court Monday 
afternoon. Sherman was cleared, but Emery 
was held to the grand jury, under a bond of 
$500, which, at this time he has been unable 
to secure. 

This apparently gave the Creston work 
a black eye, and the Advertiser of that 
city, which was backing the local enter- 
prise, came back thus: 

We carefully investigated the standing and 
character of these gentlemen prior to contract- 
ing with them and have since thoroughly in- 
spected their work in this city up to the 
present date, and we can say without reserve 
that their business and social relations with 
us have been in every way satisfactory with 
this paper. They are men with a practical 
experience in their line of work and patrons 
of the directory can be assured of a first class 
work in every respect. These gentlemen are 
still in our employ and any advertising con- 
tracts made by them in our behalf will be ful- 
filled by us to the letter. 

Meanwhile the Vinton Review says 
that "work on the new Benton county 
directory is now under progress''; and 
the Cass county book seems to be dor- 
mant. 

* * * 

The II-P Business Directory, which 
started last Fall with a great flourish of 
trumpets in Atlanta as the U. S. Business 
Directory, threw up the sponge the past 
Spring, netting a considerable loss on 
their operations. At about the time they 
quit, one Johnson, claiming to represent 
the Johnson Publishing Co. of Washing- 
ton, D. C, — to whose schemes we ad- 
verted in the last Bulletin* — happened 
along and got hold of a lot of the con- 
tracts and material of the H-P Company. 
From this he faked up a directory which 
he labeled The Georgia, Florida and Al- 
abama Gazetteer of Business and Pro- 
fessional People," and succeeded in put- 
ting out quite a number of copies. The 
book which was issued is described as 
being one of the worst apologies for a 
State directory which was ever foisted 
on to a confiding public ; but the pro- 
moter is probably perambulating the 
southern country unloading them upon 
gullible people. 
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SURVIVAL OF THE FITTEST. 

The principle of selection which obtains 
in deciding as to the class of representa- 
tion in the various directories through- 
out the country varies widely. Just whom 
to put in and whom to exclude is fre- 
quently a question for nice discrimina- 
tion. In many .of the smaller places it 
seems to be the rule to put in the direc- 
tory the names of all, — male or female, — 
from the age of fifteen up. ( )f course 
there is little real utility in this practice. 
The names of children of such tender 
years are of value to scarcely anyone 
who buys a directory. They are of no 
use for circularizing; and they are not 
generally sought for by the average in- 
quirer. The only season for their appear- 
ance is to swell the size of a book which 
might be very lean in appearance but for 
their presence. The patrons of a direc- 
tory generally like a fat-looking book, re- 
gardless of the means taken to make it 
so; and consequent!) everything "goes" 
in works of this class. 

I'.ctweeu the small town and the me- 
tropolis there is. every grade. — the prac- 
tice being by no means settled as to 
where the line should be drawn. Espe- 
cially difficult is it to decide as to what 
names should be put into the directory 
and what left out in the case of women. 
Conditions have changed and are chang- 
ing so rapidly in the matter of their em- 
ployment that their names are now much 
more frequent in directories than for 
nierly. and it is becoming increasingly 
difficult to draw the line. The explana- 
tion given by Mr. W 1 1. Hates, of the 
J row Directory C o.. in response to an 
inquiry prompted by complaints that the 
names of many business women had 
been omitted from the directory, is inter- 
esting as indicating the practice in this 
as well as in other cases in Xew York. 
Mr. Hates said : 

We are very glad to have the names of 
busmc-s women in tin- city directories, and 
make ;it'Mi|utel y no di-. 1 i in in at ion on account 
<>f >( x 

"The only names which we deliberately 
leave out of the directory are some unpro- 
nounceable l'oli-ii and l.'u-sian names, whose 
r>wner* do not know how to spell them in 
Kttpli-li It is our rule in making a canvass 
of the eity to u-k only f,,r the names of the 
heads r.f families and all persons who are in 
husine-s on their own aee..unt. whether men 
or women. 



"We do not, as a rule, auk for the names 
of the employes of a firm, as we find business 
men object to a canvass of their buildings, 
and the names of such employes are only 
put in the directory by request or when they 
are voluntarily given; they are not sought for. 

"Some fifteen years ago a woman's name 
in the directory meant that she was either the 
head of a family or of some business firm, 
but the conditions, which have so changed 
things that now there are one hundred women 
in business where there used to he one. have 
likewise brought about a change of names in 
the directory, and in looking over a column 
of names one will find at least one-third of 
them are those of women."

It is astonishing what vitality this ink 
fake shows. It has been shown up time 
and again, and yet perennially it comes 
up smiling. It should he apparent on its 
face that it is of no value. A dollar and 
a half is a big price for a quart of ink; 
and any price is too great to pay for a 
list of those who bin the ink— for that is 
all the "directory" amounts to. Practi- 
cally, the scheme is to sell a quart of ink 
which may cost ten cents for Si. 50 and 
with it to furnish a printed list 'of the 
"victims." duly set forth in "iwo-Iine 
advs." Anil yet there are hundreds ,»f 
shrewd firms who will be taken in bv the 
d< >dge. 



A .m an giving the name of T. \Y. Chest 
was arrested in Cincinnati on July 17 
last, charged with attempting to defraud.

Is the last issue of Thk P.ii.i.ktin 
mention was made of the directory of 
1847 as having been the first issued in 
Chicago. Although based u|>on the state- 
ment of a Chicago newspaper, this ap- 
pears to have been an error. It is now 
asserted that the first directory of Chi- 
cago was issued in 1844. and a local 
trust company has reprinted and issued 
the work as an advertisement. The di- 
rectory of 1844 showed a population of 
7.580 for Chicago, but the history that is 
printed with it states with much confi- 
dence that "judging by the past it seems 
difficult to assign a limit to its advance- 
ment," 

The directory contains 110 pages and 
2.000 names. It savs, among other 
things: "The town site is al>out a mile 
and a half square, which is regularly 
built upon, including several business 
blocks, some of the buildings being three 
and a half and four stories high " 

A isooM territory is always afflicted 
with fakers. Some parts of Kansas are 
now experiencing a gas and oil boom; 
and with it are suffering from an in jinx 
of directorv fakers. A town springs up 
to .seven or eight thousand, and immedi- 
ately some traveling faker drifts in and 
gets out an alleged directory. It is 
rushed together in any sort of shape, and 
both the book and the advertising in it 
sold for any price which can be obtained, 
then the promoter drifts out again and is 
seen no more Cases are not infrequent 
where two inflictions have been suffered 
within a year. In the course of time. 



however, the air clears, and some regu-. 
. lar publisher gets the town. Meanwhile, 
however, legitimate directorv enterprises 
are badly hurt.

The old game of "Russian scandal" 
was brought to mind lately, when we read 
in a Los Angeles paper the bold state- 
ment : A. C Wright says that Mil- 
waukee is entitled to tenth place among 
the cities of the Union." Of course he 
never said any such thing. He knows 
better. All places are not standing still 
while Milwaukee is going ahead. The 
foundation of the story was simply an 
incautious reply to a supposititious ques- 
tion put by a reporter. The answer was 
not exhaustive, and was not expected to 
figure in the "story." Put the first re- 
porter elaborated it ; the next put another 
crimp in it ; and finally it landed on the 
Pacific coast in a form which w as deemed 
worthy of editorial animadversion. So 
we are inclined to take newspaper reports 
with a grain of allowance.

If it was proven 
that the Duluth directory was used in 
any degree in the making up of the Cred- 
it Company's book. — and that the latter 
was not based on original canvass, but 
on the work done by the Duluth Direc- 
tory Company — it would seem plain that 
this was an appropriation of the work 
done by the latter, for which they were 
entitled to redress. Such would seem to 
have been the tendency of other and re- 
cent decisions of the courts.

ABOUT FAKERS 



That the fake directory operators, when It 
was made too hot for them In the East, 
would Invade other sections of the country, 
was to be expected. And the result has 
proved that the expectation was well found- 
ed. They have been heard of in various 
sections of the West. In July a man was 
arrested and fined in Cincinnati. Then the 
gang turned up in Louisville, operating un- 
der other names, where they were again 
arrested, through the efforts of the Caron 
Directory Company. In Oc tober Cincinnati 
was paid a series of visits; but through the 
vigilance of the Williams Directory Com- 
pany the police were speedily put upon their 
track. The first case heard of was that of 
one C. L. Goodhart, who was operating with 
the "United States Reference Register." 
Steps were taken to arrest him as soon as 
his operations became known, but he had 
evidently got wind of the matter and disap- 
peared from the city. 

Shortly afterwards another party was 
heard of, operating the same ' United States 
Reference Register." It Included a man 
named Charles P. Fessenden. alias John 
Wales, alias George French, and a young 
man named Thomas. About the time of the 
wind-Hp of their convass they employed a 
man named Palmer, who was looking for 
work, and had been in Cincinnati but a short 
time. His compensation was to be one-half 
of all he collected. But Palmer proved to be 
an honest man; and becoming convinced 
that he was working on a fake directory, he 
demanded the return of the money he had 
brought In, that he might return it to the 
merchants from whom it had been collected. 

But Palmer may be allowed to tell the 
story in his own words. The following is 
his statement: 

"On October loth I was employed by a 
party representing himself to be John W. 
Wales, agent for the U. S. Reference Reg- 
ister, and contracted to work advertising on 
the book for 50 per cent of the money col- 



lected. Having never before worked on a 
directory, I (without suspicion) began and 
was told to get money on the orders in 
advance, to charge any price, and to not 
bother taking contracts to be paid on pub- 
lication, or book orders. At this I became 
suspicious, but was assured by Wales and a 
Dr.' Giles that It was all O.K. October 
22d the Reference Register was replaced by 
Dr. Giles with a 'Gilmour's Register,' which 
on Inspection, I found was the identical book 
used before (the U. S. Reference Register) 
with only a new cover and title page. This 
switching of covers and a written authority 
to collect, signed in the name of 'John 
French' by Wales aroused my suspicions 
so that I was satisfied same was a fraud. 

"At this juncture I refused to turn over 
this book to Wales (who watched same like 
a hawk) until he gave me back the money 
collected on my fraudulent efforts, so that 
I might return the same to the business 
men whom I had seen. Here we had some 
trouble and Wales threatened to have me 
arrested for petit larceny if I failed to turn 
over said book." 

Palmer refusing to give up the book, blank 
contracts, and blank "paid vouchers" which 
were in his possession, he was arrested for 
petit larceny on a complaint sworn to by 
Fessenden. who strangely enough appeared 
against him in the Police Court. His temer- 
ity in venturing his bead in the lion's mouth 
c an only be explained by his anxiety to 
regain possession of incriminating evidence. 

When the case came to trial, Palmer was 
discharged; but a warrant was immediately 
sworn out against Fessenden, who was com- 
mitted to jail in default cf bond. On trial be 
was fined fifty dollars and costs, and spent 
several days in the workhouse before the 
money could be raised to pay his fine. 

As narrated by Mr. Palmer above, the 
gang, after working the "V. S. Reference 
Register," put a different cover on the book 
and Inserted a new title-page which made it 
• Gilmour's Register of Merchants. Manufac- 
turers and Shippers." This they were pre- 
paring to work when arrested. The book 
with which Fessenden was canvassing was 
taken possession of by the Court. It seems 
to be mainly made up of sheets of the U. S. 
Business Directory. The two books are 
one, although two different locations are 
given as their headquarters, viz.: 114 E. 23d 
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street, and 373-375 Broadway. New York 
City. 

• • • 

The Louisville operator, who went under 
the name of Gelst, was hold for trial at the 
December term of court. There is some 
question, it appears, as to the outcome of 
this case, because of the "slick" manner In 
which the game was operated, and the inad- 
equacy of existing laws to reach this class 
of cases. 

» • • 

The greater number of the so-called con- 
tracts which form the baRis of this nefarious 
trade, are founded on what is known as the 
"Has Paid." which has before been adverted 
to, and which is fully illustrated in the cir- 
cular. "How Business Men are Swindled," 
which accompanies this number of The Bul- 
letin. It is the most dangerous form of the 
many devices used by the fakers, because of 
the ease with which it can be transformed 
Into a contract, and the plausibility of the 
request which is made that it be signed as 
an evidence of payment, to be returned to 
the home office. The Louisville operator 
worked this racket to a turn. After obtain- 
ing payment on his order, he would tear the 
signature therefrom, and hand it to his vic- 
tim; then deliberately destroying the re- 
mainder of the contract, he would produce 
and All out a "has-paid," and demand that it 
be signed in order that he might have a 
"voucher" for the "house." This shrewd 
move subserved several purposes; in the 
first place the destruction of the contract 
destroyed every evidence of the fraud, and 
thus rendered prosecution and conviction 
therefor very difficult; at the same time it 
tended to disarm suspicion, and thus made 
it all the more easy to secure the signature 
which was to serve as a basis for future 
operations. 

The difficulty of obtaining convictions in 
this class of cases would seem to point to the 
necessity of some change in the penal codes 
of the several States which should provide 
more adequate penalties for the promoting 
and issuing of fake and fraudulent directo- 
ries. At most, the degree of crime for 
which a conviction can be obtained is, 
in the majority of cases, simply a misde- 
meanor. If there could be put on the stat- 
ute books laws which should make this crime 
a felony It would be possible to mete out to 
the fakers more adequate punishment. 

A case in point as to the inadequacy of 
existing laws, is that at Cincinnati, cited 
above. Here the Association paid the re- 
ward of one hundred dollars which it offers 
for con viet Ions in such cases; a flagrnnt 
case of fraud was clearly proved; yet the 
utmost penalty which could be Imposed un- 
der the law was a fine of fifty dollars. 
• • • 

As elsewhere announced, the price of The

A LOT OF LITTLE FAKERS. 

The "U. S. Directory" fake had poor suc- 
cess in Kansas City. The people have been 
pretty well posted, and subject the agents 
to such severe questioning that they speedily 
levant.

About October 15th a man apparently 27 
or 28 yearB of age, smooth face, derby hat, 

dark clothes, carrying a tan satchel, was 
found in Detroit soliciting for the "Pierce 
Mercantile and Manufacturers Directory," 
purporting to be published in New York 
City. He was traced to three places but 
upon hearing that R. L. Polk & Co. were 
looking him up he left, and is undoubtedly 
working in some other part of the country. 

• • » 

At present time Massachusetts is compara- 
tively free from the fraudulent directory 
workers. Only one has been recently re- 
ported, and he was moving westward so rap- 
idly that he could rot ba overhauled. He 
was working with one of the Drucker books 
collecting small amounts. The receipts given 
were signed "Pratt" and "Livingstone." 



Three concerns which have operated in 
Baltimore during the fall have sailed under 
the names of "Drucker's Merchants' Busi- 
ness Directory," "Merchants' Mercantile & 
Manufacturers' Directory," and "United 
States Business Directory." Baltimore is ap- 
parently a prolific field for the "talent." and 
apparently needs to be thoroughly seeded 
with "anti-fake" literature. 

• • • 

The "little" faker is busy about Yonkers, 
N. Y.. with his "business directory" — when 
issued, it turns out to be a sheet of card- 
board to tack on the wall. — and should prop- 
erly be headed "List of victims, who gave up 
50 "cents each." 

• • • 

The quart-of-inkfor a-dollar-glve-you-eom- 
plete-dlrectory -oft he-earth fake is being 
pushed in the Interior towns of Pennsylva- 
nia. 

• • • 

A lot of "numbering" fakers went through 
Washington, to the sorrow of the people in 
small towns. They get the city councils to 
endorse a scheme and then get out and 
"soak" the people. They have proved no par- 
ticular detriment to the directory business, 
however. 

• • * 

Secretary Bates thinks that a thorough 
disseminatiou of "How Business Men Are 
Swindled" will surely make the operations 
of fakers risky and if kept up will put them 
out of business. Further, he says, printers' 
ink is a great deal more economical than 
lawyers' advice and more effective. 
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BRIEFLETS. 

The American Telephone Directory Com- 
pany has been organized in Dea Moines, 
Iowa, for the purpose of issuing what is 
termed "a novelty in the line of directories," 
— a general telephone directory of the state 
of Iowa. 

• • • 

Sampson, Murdock & Co., Boston, after a 
long and honorable existence as a co-part- 
nership, have felt impelled to follow the 
convenient modern fashion of Incorporation, 
and have organized as the Sampson ft Mur- 
dock Co. No change is apparently made in 
the personnel. The old members of the firm 
become the officers of the corporation: Wil- 
liam E. Murdock, president; Charles D'W. 
Marcy, treasurer: George R. Murdock, sec- 
retary. 

• • • 

There must be some error in the claim 
of Detroit that the current issue of its direc- 
tory is the "sixty-seventh annual "edition." 
That would date back the first edition to 
1836, and would involve the issuance of a 
directory for each year since. Undoubtedly 
the first issue waB in 1836, as Detroit was 
a suable town of some five thousand people 
at that time; but it surpasses the records 
of every city we know of if it has been able 
to sustain an annual issue of the directory 
ever since. But then, Detroit does things 
which no other place can pretend to. For 
instance, it can calmly claim a population 
approximating 400.000. in the face of census 
returns of 285,000 three years ago. 

• • • 

Leadville, Colorado, rejoices in the dis- 
tinction of possessing two directories this 
year, — one issued by Ballenger ft Richards, 
of Denver, who have published this city for 
a number of years; and another, issued in 
opposition by the News Dispatch Company, 
of Leadville. The Ballenger & Richards di- 
rectory was the first to be issued, but per- 
haps the News Dispatch people had an ad- 
vantage in having the last word. Anyway, 
their language in referring to their com- 
petitors is certainly picturesque, and in one 
way unanswerable. The News Dispatch 
characterizes statements made by the oppo- 
sition as being "rot that only disreputable, 
lying and professional fakers would make." ' 
And again refers to the work as "published 
by a Denver crowd whose methods stamp 
them as fakers — it is not worth room on a 
nail in an outhouse." Of course no ade- 
quate reply can be made to this line of argu- 
ment. It certainly proved something. But 
what? 



Th« Polk people, In the language of the 
street, are "up agin it" on the Pacific coast. 
They publish the directories for the four 
enterprising citiea of Portland and Seattle, 
Spokane and Tacoma. The cities are rivals. 
They are all growing. They are all Jealous 
of each other's growth. And the Polk's are 
expected to furnish each city with the ma- 
terial to prove that each is growing faster 
than its rival. "This is why we remark — 
and the language is plain" — that the Polk 
outfit is "up agin it" hard. The newspapers 
demand the impossible, of course; and the 
way they handle figures reminds one strong- 
ly of that man who said in his haste "all 
men are" — addicted at times to drawing the 
long bow. 

« 

A FIGHT ENDED. 

The Wiggins Directories Publishing Co. 
have settled their dispute with T. J. Maloney 
by buying out the interests of the latter In 
the Central Southern circuit. Mr. Maloney 
abandons Birmingham and relinquishes all 
claims to Mobile. The Wiggins company 
has established headquarters in Birming- 
ham, from which point they will manage 
their circle of Southern directories. This 
would seem to eliminate one disturbing fac- 
tor in the Southern field; and it should go 
far towards the settling the circuit there. 

There are now practically five houses, out- 
side of those whose operations are substan- 
tially confined to the cities in which they 
publish, who divide the directory field In the 
South, east of the Mississippi river, viz: The 
Hill Directory Comapny, of Richmond. Va.; 
The W. H. Walsh Directory Co., of Charles- 
ton, S. C; W. Jj. Richmond, of Yonkers, N. 
Y.; George M. Connelloy, of Chattanooga, 
Tenn. ; and The Wiggins Directories Publish- 
ing Co. of Birmingham. Ala. There are 
points where their respective circuits cross 
and overlap; and there are points which are 
claimed by two parties. To a "man up a 
tree" it would seem to be the part of wis- 
dom to settle all disputes, and to define and 
delimit the respective circuits. Such action, 
eliminating causes for differences, would 
strongly tend to "settle" the roily Southern 
waters, and would immeasurably strengthen 
each of the parties. To the tollers in the 
directory field, as with nations, one great 
source of unproductive outlay is the expen- 
sive armament necessary to be maintained 
for defense. Nations are coming to see the 
unwisdom of this course, and are getting to- 
gether through provisions for the arbitration 
of disputes. Why should individuals be less 
wise? 

What started out to be merely a news 
Item seems to have expanded unwittingly 
into something like a homily. But Just the 
same there Is a whole lot of truth at the 
bottom of what we have said; and having 
written It we will let it go, 
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The Association of American Directory Publishers 
is composed of reputable City Directory Publishers, 
orgaiiiz-d for the general advancement of the Direc- 
tory business. Any person, corporation or Arm engaged 
in business as owner and publisher of a * i>> Directory

Second To provide protection to the public 
against fraudulent advertising schemes which oper- 
ate under the name of Directories, and to drive un- 
principled promoters of the same out of the businesn. 

Third To provide permanent and profttahle em- 
ployment to competent, industrious and holiest Direc- 
tory canvassers and compilers. 

Fourth For the mutual protisrtion and advance- 
ment, of the established and pro»|>ective interests of 
all who may become members, by personnl advice and 
assistance of members as may be mutually satisfactory, 
dosirable or advisable, and by such other means ns 
may. from time to time, be shown to be wise, proper 
and lawful. 

One Hundred Dollars Reward will be paid by the 
Association for the arrest and conviction of any 
person or persons engaged In publishing, collecting 
or canvassing for any fraudulent or fake directory. 



THE ASSOCIATION IN CONVENTION. 

TLe annual convention of the Association 
of American Directory Publishers was held 
at tho United States Hotel, Saratoga 
Springs, New York, on Septemt>er 23d and 
24th last. There was a good attendance of 
representative diret lory publishers from all 
parts of the country. The convention was, 
as usual, both pleasant and profitable to 
those who participated; and various mat- 
ters of moment to the trade in general 
as well as to the members of the Associa- 
tion In particular received their due meed 
of discussion. 

• • • 



A noticeable feature of the reports re- 
ceived was the fact that ro serious opposi- 
tion had developed in the field of any mem- 
ber of the Assoc bit ion during the year. 
There was not a single case in which it 
became necessary to intimate even remote- 
ly that assistance might be required from 



the Association. It is needless to Bay that 
the existence of such a condition is highly 
gratifying; and it would seem to indicate 
that the millenium of directory publishing, 
"where there shall be no more wars," is 
attainable through a more wide-spread mem- 
bership in the Association. 

• • * 

The obtaining of a final decree in the mat- 
ter of the injunction sued out against the 
Mechanical Direc tory Company, of Los An- 
geles, California, was the subject of part of 
the report of President Polk. The rature 
and progress of this case has been duly re 
corded in the Bulletin in the past, and need 
rot row be repeated. It was one of the first 
matters taken up by the Association: and 
it was pursued relentlessly to its close. This 
fight was waged purely in the interests of 
the trade at large, as at the time of its 
inception It did rot affect In ary way the 
fields of any of the members of the Associa- 
tion. It was. however, recognized by the 
Association to be in the interest of clean 
trade methods, as well as of good govern- 
ment, that a possibly dangerous fake should 
be throttled at its inception. It is a notable 
fact that the prompt and timely action of the 
Association served to prevent the consum- 
mation of a deal involving $35,000, which 
was to have been put into the stock of the 
scheme,— and which might have rendered it 
more difficult for the Association to handle. 

as well as more dangerous to the public. 

• • • 

The committee which has been working 
on a plan to secure greater uniformity in 
the headings in the classified business direc- 
tory and in the arrangement of the miscel- 
laneous or "appendix" matter submitted a 
report, which was ordered printed for the 
Information of the members. Messrs. Mar- 
cy, Donnel]ey and Smith have devoted a 
great deal of time and painstaking effort to 
an almost hopeless task, and have In this 
report made at least a start towards the end 
which it is desired to attain. Their report 
It is hoped will draw more general attention 
to the subject, and induce intelligent dis- 
cussion and criticism which shall further 
their ends. Although to be printed primarily 
for the benefit of members of the Associa- 
tion, doubtless Secretary Pates will be able 
to furnish copies of this report to publishers 
who are not members, and who may feel suf- 
Sclent interest in the subject to write to him 
regarding the matter. 
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Possibly the Interest of this meeting cen- 
tered more closely al>out the subject of fake 
directories than of all other topics. As the 
readers of The Bulletin know, the fake fra- 
ternity have been the subject of considerable 
attention on the part of the Association dur- 
ing the year. The campaign decided upon at 
the Atlanta meeting in 1902 was followed 
out with relentless vigor, and produced tan- 
gible results in New York and other places. 
It is needless to repeat here what has been 
published in these columns before; but the 
report of Secretary Rates set forth fully the 
difficulties encountered and the results ac- 
complished. It but remains to follow up the 
action inaugurated, and see that the harvest 
is garnered in the shape of more convictions 
of the fake operators. 

• • ' * 

One point brought out clearly in the dis- 
cussion of this question of the fake directory 
operators, was the inadequacy of the exist- 
ing laws to properly punish this class of 
offences. In the New York case, it was due 
only to the fortunate circumstance that the 
operators resorted to forged evidence, and 
thus brought themselves within the pale of 
the court under a charge of contempt, that 
they secured a penalty at all commensurate 
to the crime. The fine of one thousand dol- 
lars imposed was not because of the fraud 
undoubtedly practiced upon unwary adver- 
tisers, but because of the attempted fraud 
upon the court. They were caught in the 
meshes of the United States copyright law, 
and punished for violating Its provisions. 
Rut for the larger crime — the wholesale 
swindling and buncoing of business men, — 
it might have been difficult or impossible to 
have obtained a conviction. 

• ♦ • 

One of the practical suggestions of the 
convention was the recommendation that an 
effort be made to have placed on the statute 
books of the several states laws making the 
soliciting for and preparation of fake and 
fraudulent directories a felony, with penal- 
ties equal to those for forgery and similar 
offences. Existing laws have not apparently 
taken into account the possibility of offences 
of this nature, and the utmost punishment 
which can be hoped for in the greater num- 
ber of cases is for a simple misdemeanor. 
The Secretary of the Association was in- 
structed to have prepared by competent law- 
yers the draft of such an act with the 
thought of having it introduced in the sev- 
eral state legislatures for enactment into 
law. 

• ♦ *

Chicago was settled upon as the meeting 
place for the seventh annual convention, to 
be held in September, 1904; one of the great 
advantages urged in its favor being its prox- 
imity to St. Louis.

THE 3CRANTON WAR. 

The Scranton field has for several years 
past been the scene of a vigorous contest 
between J. E. Williams and W. F. Smythe. 
In his introductory to this year's book Mr. 
Williams says: 

"In presenting this, the seventeenth vol- 
ume of the Scranton and Dunmore Direc- 
tory, a month later than last year, I beg to 
state that the delay was caused by some 
miscreant stealing bodily one-third of my 
canvass for information. I waa compelled 
to recanvass the entire city at an expense 
of $1,000. The object of the burglary was 
to prevent the Issue of the Williams Scran- 
ton Directory for the year 1903." 

Some account is also given of the condi- 
tions under which the work was originally 
undertaken: 

"In January, 1901, shortly after the death 
of Mr. James J. Taylor, our general mana- 
ger, J. E. Williams, bought all the titles, 
copyrights and Interests of Taylor's Direc- 
tory Company from the Tribune Publishing 
Company, paying them a large sum. A can- 
vass for patronage was immediately com- 
menced and to our great surprise W. F. 
Smythe announced through the columns of 
the daily papers that he would also publish 
a Scranton Directory, the net proceeds of 
whicti were to be donated to charity, and in 
a c Ircnlar issued about the same time be 
figured how nearly $6,000 could be donated, 
to that purpose after paying alt the ex- 
penses attached to the getting out of such a 
work. Had Mr. Smythe any knowledge 
whatever of the directory business be would 
l ave known beyond the shadow of a doubt 
thai the entire receipts of a Scranton Di- 
re< tory would fall far below what he stated 
would be the profits." 

Then follows a resume of the various legal 
skirmishes between the parties, the arrest 
of Mr. Williams and his entire force of can- 
vassers for libel and their discharge; the 
prosecution and conviction of Mr. Smythe 
for violation of the couyright law; and the 
arrest again of Mr. Williams and his office 
men for libel, with their discharge. In con- 
clusion Mr. Williams says: 

"After a three years' bloody war we have 
knocked out Smythe at an expense of $4000." 

Perraps we ought to add the opinion of 
Smythe, for the sake of completeness; but 
he has not yet put it into print. 
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NEW VOLUME. 
With the current number The Bulletin 
enters on its third year. As we have said 
before, the paper was started originally 
without expectation of profit, on the solicita- 
tion of friends, in the hope that it might in 
some way work out to be a bond and a 
means of communication between the scat- 
tered members of the directory guild. The 
work has been carried on without any very 
definite plan, and with no particular aim or 
end in view, save such as might result 
through the consistent upholding of higher 
ethical standards for the trade. We do not 
know that the paper has had any particular 
Influence or any measurable degree of suc- 
cess in any of these lines. Nevertheless, 
because of the loyal and unwavering sup- 
port of a few friends, and because we do oc- 
casionally get a cheering and appreciative 
word from unexpected sources, the paper !s 
going to be continued. 

• • • 

The Bulletin will continue to be Issued 
quarterly, as in the past. In our judgment 
this is often enough to meet present require- 
ments. Anyhow, it is as often as can be 
compassed by an editor who has his hands 
full In other directions, and must perforce, 
whatever might bo his inclination or wish, 
make the work entirely a side issue. 
Some day the need of an "organ" may be 
so generally recognized that adequate sup- 
port may be afforded for some one to make 
the publication a business of itself. Mean- 
while it will continue to be, as heretofore, 
more or less of a personal expression. 

* • • 

The subscription price of The Bulletin 
will hereafter be One Dollar a year. We 
don't believe the price cuts much of a figure 
anyhow. We are not mercenary ; and can- 
didly, we would just as soon give you the 
paper as not. and pay the postage as well. 
But we would feel vastly better, just as an 
evidence of your good will, to have all your 
names on the list as subscribers. The price 
is fixed at a dollar because it is rather easier 
to remit than a half-dollar. We trust you 
will appreciate this. And also trust you

A PIRATICAL SYMPOSIUM. 

If there was any one thing which more 
than another contributed to bring about the 
founding of The Bulletin, it was possibly 
the printing in a trade journal of an article 
virtually denying the existence of the prop- 
erty rights inhering in a directory which has 
been issued continuously and uninterrupted- 
ly for a considerable time by a single pub- 
lisher. This position was resented by direc- 
tory publishers generally as being inimical 
to their interests. It was realized that the 
recognition of the fact of the existence of 
these rights lies immediately and vitally at 
the root of the directory business. To ignore 
them, — to attack them, — was to threaten 
the stability of the entire superstructure. 
Back of these rights lies the principle that 
a man is entitled to enjoy the results of his 
labor: and as the results of his labor are 
in this case the building up of that impalp- 
able asset known as "good-will." the failure 
to recognize it, or the denial of it, becomes 
in a degree an attack upon property, and 
hence a species of piracy. 

• • • 

In days of old, might made right The 
pirate plundered on the seas; the baron 
plundered on the land. There was no one 
to say them nay. Force ruled, — there was 
no higher standard. Might was right. But 
an ethical principle came to permeate the 
world. The right of man was set above the 
right of might; and when the pirate on land 
or sea came in contact with this aroused 
sense of the right of man, it was a short 
shrift and a quick passage. 

• * * 

Things have changed somewhat in these 
latter days. Robber barons and pirates still 
exist; but their operations have been trans- 
ferred to another sphere, and are generally 
carried on within the pale of law. At the 
same time, when they offend the ethical 
sense of justice,— when they override the 
unwritten law of right, — when by force of 
arras they wrest from the weak what the 
world says is theirs— they can not escape 
the verdict of condemnation. Though judg- 
ment can not be executed in the same sum- 
mary fashion as of old, It Is yet effective in 
branding such acts of spoliation as robbery . 
and piracy. 

• * • 

The rights of property in a directory are 
peculiar and elusive. The principal asset is 
the good will. This is not subject to defini- 
tion as property, is not a tangible asset, yet 
has a certain standing in law. Good-will 
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con be transferred by contract, after a 
fashion. The transfer, however, must be 
accomplished by means of an agreement on 
the part of the vendor to abstain from work 
in the territory sold, — generally for a long 
enough time to enable the vendee to prop- 
erly invest himself with the transferred gar- 
ment. The law will uphold such an agree- 
ment, and will defend the vendee as against 
the assaults of the vendor. But such a 
transfer carries with It no rights of posses- 
sion which can be defended at law as against 
a third party. The defence in such a case 
must be by force of arms, or through the 
force of a public opinion which recognizes 
a prescriptive right in such a title, and 
brands an assault upon It as in the nature 
of piracy. 

• • • 

The practical questions involved in the 
principle of prescriptive right as applied to 
a directory, of course involve many consid- 
erations. What Is the basis of the claim of 
the incumbent or possessor of the property? 
How was the business acquired? Is the 
chain of title good, ethically and legally? 
How long has possession endured? Is the 
business being conducted in such a manner 
as to give general satisfaction to the con- 
stituency? Is the work which is being done 
up to the standards which generally obtain 
in the trade? 

These and other questions may well be 
asked before passing Judgment. The very 
term used to express the property right, 
"good-will," implies that the claimant does 
in fact retain the good will of his constitu- 
ency. If through misconduct he has for- 
feited his claims to favorable consideration 
by the community he serveB. he can not 
Justly be said to retain such a modicum of 
"good will" as can be made the subject of 
transfer or of a valid defence. Of course a 
man notoriously unfit or incompetent can not 
be upheld in an attempt to hold a town 
against the wish of the constituency which 
he is supposed to serve. Neither should he 
be lightly turned down because of some dis- 
gruntled patrons. As a matter of fact, how- 
ever, this condition generally corrects itself, 
for patronage will naturally become so 
scant, with poor service, that the abandon- 
ment of a field becomes a necessity. 

* • * 

At the end we come to no very definite 
conclusion. The condition which we seek to 
define is impalpable and elusive. While, 
however, we may not be able to lay down 
any rule by which it may be determined 
with certainty where piracy merges into 
invasion, we yet have an ethical sense which 
Insists that might does not make right; 
that some property right still Inheres in the 
man who has published a directory for a ser- 
ies of years, however illy he may have con- 
served it; and that to take this prop- 
erty without compensation is. by whatever 
euphemism the act may be styled, still 
plain stealing.

The best defence against the opera- 
tions of the fake fraternity is to post the 
community as to their ways of doing busi- 
ness.

The plan for distribution adopted by many 
publishers, and one which we believe will be 
found by far the most advantageous, is to 
put the circular into the hands of their 
advertising solicitors. This method insures 
their being placed just where they will do 
the must good, and gets for them an atten- 
tion which could not be secured by mail dis- 
tribution, however thoroughly and carefully 
it might be done. We thoroughly believe 
that no means which can be adopted will do 
more to stop the operations of fakers than 
the exposing of their methods; and we be- 
lieve also that this circular is the best agent 
to that end which has yet been devised. It 
has grown to its present form through sev- 
eral months of suggestion and consultation 
with practical men.

"The new business directory published by 
the Kansas City Directory company, pre- 
sents an attractive appearance, being bound 
in red vellum, and establishes a new record 
for business directories. It has incorporated 
numerous new features that make it es- 
pecially convenient and valuable to the bus- 
iness man and the size and style of binding 
are particularly attractive. It makes a book 
of 750 pages. The result has more than 
verified the belief of the publishers that 
there was a demand for such a book, and 
has decided them to proceed with the pub- 
lication of a general city directory along 
the same lines." 

Responding to a request for light, the 

Hoyc Directory company answers: 

"This is simply a case of a coterie of 
seekers after riches who thought a business 
directory a gold mine. It has proved a dis- 
appointment to them, and don't think they 
will attempt to publish a city directory 
along the same line' at $3.00 per copy. If 
they do it is needless to say we will be on 
hand to dissuade them." 
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BOOTLESS EFFORT. 

A complete illustration by which to ex- 
press the idea of bootless and wasted effort, 
is generally conceded to be that of a man 
striving to lift himself from the earth by 
tugging at his boot-straps. And this simile 
would seem to accurately represent the con- 
dition of those directory publishers who tug 
laboriously, even laboring until seemingly 
threatened with an apoplectic attack, in an 
effort to lift their cities into a population 
class which neither the census nor any rea- 
sonable application of the results of the cen- 
sus will justify. As we have repeatedly 
pointed out, there la a determinable ratio 
between directory names and population; 
but it is utterly fatuous to insist that this 
ratio is to be fixed and determined abso- 
lutely by comparison with any one year or 
any one census. Conditions change. And 
with changed conditions must come changed 
ratios. It is entirely futile to insist that be- 
cause the census of to-day docs not yield 
the same results when compared with the 
directory as did the census of ten years ago, 
that therefore the census of to-day Is wrong. 
The error is Just as likely to have been with 
the previous census or with the previous 
directory. 

The fact is that census methods have 
undergone a vast improvement, and the 
conditions surrounding the taking of the 
last United States census were such as to 
ensure the most accurate count of the peo- 
ple which had ever been made. The census 
of 1900 was practically only the second 
which had been taken since the creation of 
the Census bureau as a distinct branch of 
the Interior department, and although its 
existence had not been continuous, yet some 
traditions had been accumulated and some 
men had obtained a training and a knowl- 
edge which were to serve in good stead in 
the taking of the last census. 

One of the great faults of the past had 
been recognized to be the lack of any proper 
system of accounting. There was no sys- 
tem of "call-bac ks"; nothing to serve as a 
check on possible omissions and oversights 
on the part of the canvasser. If the can- 
vasser was careful and honest, the result 
was satisfactory; but there was no way to 
determine whether or not he was careful and 
honest. This was especially the case in the 
cities. To meet this condition, there was 
devised for the last census what was known 
as the "street book," which served at once 
as a "C. B." and a self-adjusting account of 
the territory canvassed. The enumerator was 
required to set down in the order of visita- 
tion every house or shop, following each 
block, in the order of visitation. If enume- 



rated on the first visit, the total number of 
persons in the house, or the character of 
the house, was set down in the proper col- 
umn. If not enumerated on the first visit, 
the reason therefor was set down In the 
proper column, — "out," "house closed." or 
whatever it might be. This stood as a 
charge against tho canvasser until an entry 
was made in the book showing the date of 
subsequent canvass, or the final disposition 
of tho case, — either by assignment to a spe- 
cial enumerator or enumeration by mall, if 
the parties were out of the city. 

By this means the skipping of a piece of 
territory became a virtual impossibility: 
and the failure to enumerate a house, 
through neglect to "call back." became an 
equally remote possibility. This one device 
assured a practically complete enumeration 
in the cities. 

But it subserved another purpose also. It 
made practically impossible that "stuffing" 
of the census which was indulged in to so 
large an extent by ambitious cities in 1890, 
— a reprehensible practice which was detect- 
ed in some cases, but which, although pos- 
sibly suspected, was not revealed In other 
cases until a comparison with the census of 
ISO') made the assumption of the existence 
of such a condition plausible. The census of 
190D showed some notable conditions of loss 
which could Indubitably be ascribed to this 
cause; and many cases of dissatisfaction 
with the measure of growth shown can 
doubtless be ascribed with almost equal cer- 
tanity to the same cause. 

• , 

An evidence of the way in which the pub- 
lic taste is perverted and an unhealthy de- 
mand for flapdoodle figures is stimulated by 
the practice of furnishing exaggerated popu- 
lation estimates in directories, is evidenced 
in the plaint of a Joliet paper that "there 
are no Introductory remarks by the publish- 
ers." What should be deemed a merit Is 
heralded with a wail of derogation, because 
of the false position into which directory 
publishers are forced. 

• • • 

McKeesport — Coy's directory was deliv- 
ered the last of September. The Gazette 
says of the errors "which will happen in the 
best regulated prlnteries": "The advertise- 
ment of Dr. George Purucker speaks of him 
as a dealer in 'Physicians' Dentistry,* while 
it should be General Practitioner.' The 
names of some of the best known business 
men and citizens of the territory covered 
have been Inadvertently omitted. Notwith- 
standing these and other errors, the direc- 
tory is a very useful book and an ludex to 
the growth and prosperity of the Greater 
McKees Rocks."

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A NEW TELEPHONE DIRECTORY. FIRST CHICAGO DIRECTORY. 



The telephone directory threatens to 
break out In a new spot. A company has 
been incorporated in Chicago under the 
style of the United States Telephone Direc- 
tory Co. which proposes to publish a book 
containing the names of all who can be 
reached by telephone, with the number of 
telephone through which they can be 
reached. For example, Smith and Drown 
have desk room in the one office, which is 
equipped with a telephone, in the name of 
Smith. Brown may have his name inserted 
in the telephone directory by paying the 
company ten dollars; but this company pro- 
poses to issue a book which will make not 
only Brown, but all others who may be in 
that office accessible over the same line, 
on the payment of two dollars for the in- 
sertion of their name in the book. This 
principle can be almost indefinitely extend- 
ed. The regular boarders in a hotel ; the 
tenants of a flat building having a general 
telephone; and any and all others conveni- 
ent to any telephone may make themselves 
accessible over the phone at the cost of two 
dollars per. 

The one drawback to the general exten- 
sion of this system is the telephone com- 
pany. The company objects because of the 
vast amount of additional service which 
would be required of them without addi- 
tional remuneration, and because of the do- 
lays in the service which would inevitably 
ensue. On a party line, for example, thero 
might be several parties wanting to use the 
line, while it was being held for some one 
who had been sent for. Then, again, phone 
numbers are frequently changed; and with 
every change there would be a vast num- 
ber of useless and fruitless calls, all tend- 
ing to tie up the service. 

The objections of the telephone company 
seem to be valid, and will probably prevent 
the extension of what might prove a danger- 
ous rival to the city directory. The company 
holds the key to the situation; for it is with- 
in its power to change telephone numbers 
so frequently as to render such a compila- 
tion not only valueless, but a great nuisance 
to its users. Should the system be extend- 
ed, however, it would seem to be within the 
power of the directory publishers to nullify 
its effect by themselves giving the telephone 
numbers in the same manner. They could 
do this very profitably at twenty-five or 
fifty cents for each insertion. Of course a 
directory would not be accessible to every 
phone, but It might so reduce the possible 
patronage of the auxiliary telephone direc- 
tory as to put it out of business, even if the 
telepnone company should not be successful 
in the same effort. 



Chicago, Nov. 7, 1903. 
To the Editor of The Directory Bulletin: 

In your September number the following 

item appears: 

"In the last issue of The Bulletin mention 
was made of the directory of 1847 as having 
been the first issued in Chicago. Although 
based upon the statement of a Chicago news- 
paper, this appears to have been an error. 
It is now asserted that the first directory of 
Chicago was issued In 1S44." 

One more c orrect Ion will set the matter 
right. The ' first" Chicago Directory was 
issued by Edward Rudd, in 1839, at which 
time Benj. W. Raymond was Mayor. The 
directory proper is contained on nine pages, 
set in long primer, old style type, and 
shows only 277 names. There were six 
churches, locations were not given as pre- 
cisely as now, as indicated by the following 
example: 

Abel, Sidney, postmaster, office, dark street 
Ogdcn, William B. Esq. kinzie street 
Page. Peter, mason, dark street, brick build- 
ing above randolph street 
Post. Dr. residence lake street, office dear- 
born street 

The printer's font of type was evidently 
very limited and not "sorted" for directory 
work, hence he did not have "caps" enough 
for street names, etc., which were therefore 
put into "lower case": 

Gray. .John. Chicago hotel, wolf point 
Seymour. Jesse, sauganash hotel, market 

street 

Even this economy of material did not 
quite serve the purpose and toward the end 
he was compelled to use italic and full face 
caps in place of roman. 

No attempt was made at alphabetical ar- 
rargement beyond the first letter, thus the 
"H's" commence with Hind, while Hall does 
not appear until the 19th line and the letter 
closes with Hayward. 

In the early days the Directory man's life, 
as now, was full of troubles, as evidenced 
by the pathetic paragraph with which Mr. 
Rudd closes his modest volume: 

"A number of omissions will probably be 
found In the foregoing directory, in conse- 
quence of the difficulty [sic] in procuring a 
suitable person to collect names and resi- 
dences for It; but it is the intention of the 
publisher, as soon as circumstances will per- 
mit, to issue another edition, enlarged and 
otherwise improved." 

There are but few copies of this Directory 
in existence, and in consideration of its 
great historical value, and to preserve it 
from oblivion, it was reprinted (as nearly 
as possible a far- simile) In the Chicago City 
Directory for 1S7:V ,

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DIRECTORY OPPOSITION. 

By W. K. Mt noocK. 

In consideration of this subject some 
important facts must be kept constantly 
in mintl. in order to fully comprehend 
the state of affairs that is liable to occur 
when an opposing force comes into action 
in the publishing field. 

The fact that such a force is always 
referred to as "opposition," rather than 
competition, shows at once that it savors 
of a, contest; for while in most kinds of 
business a friendly rivalry or competition 
can exist and prosper without serious 
detriment to an established concern, the 
nature of our business is such that two 
directories in the same city cannot pos- 
sibly be supported with a profit to both, 
no matter how extensive the territory 
covered or how large the patronage 
may be. The public do not realize this, 
and sometimes it is possible that an 
innocent printer or an inexperienced can- 
vasser, ignorant of ihe cost of maintain- 
ing all the branches of the work of a 
publishing establishment, may imagine 
he can divide the patronage of a direc- 
tory with a profit to himself. Hut the 
men who start oppositions are not 
usually of the innocent class, but experi- 
enced pirates, who by sly methods, false 
representations, and extravagant prom- 
ises delude the public and stir up business 
men against the regular publishers. 

Another fact is that the city direc- 
tory is considered by some as public 
property, akin to the Municipal Regis- 
ter and other official volumes, and its 
copyright is not respected, even by repu- 
table men. In a late trial in the east 
for infringement of copyright, on present- 
ing the bill of complaint to the United 
States judge on the bench he asked in 
surprise, "Is a directory copyrightable?" 
On investigation he found that it was. 
but in view of the slight protection 
afforded such publications by the pres- 
ent United States copyright laws, it is 
not strange that such opinions exist 
and that opposition flourishes. 

The copyright laws of the lam I should 
be so amended as to safeguard the direc- 



tory both as a whole and in its several 
parts, from use by opposing parties, in 
the manner proposed in the report of 
the copyright committee of this Asso- 
ciation, or in some other effective man- 
ner, for it is quite impossible for any new 
party to come in and make a wholly new 
book with any approach to perfection, 
from a first canvass, without improper 
use of the one previously issued in the 
regular way. The reason for this will be 
readily seen and appreciated by all direc- 
tory publishers. 

As to methods of prevention and de- 
fence in cases of opposition, of course 
they must vary with the circumstances 
and localities. \o hard-and-fast rules 
can be laid down. By carefully planning 
and executing the work, from beginning 
to end. taking care to make an early 
preliminary canvas for patronage, then a 
complete, exact and satisfactory canvass 
of names, keeping the work thoroughly 
supervised; follow this by the greatest 
care in compiling, proofreading, revising, 
printing and binding by competent 
workers; be alive to all the improve- 
ments that add value to the directory; 
make a book that in accuracy, complete- 
ness, and general excellence will satisfy 
the public— and there will be no excuse 
for any pirate to sail into your harbor 
and carry off any prizes. 

It is very important to carefully 
comply with the copyright laws in enter- 
ing the title of book, depositing the two 
copies, etc. Many copyrights are ren- 
dered valueless by neglect of these simple 
requirements. 

One of the surest methods of trapping 
opponents is by the use of fictitious names 
and locations. When judiciously in- 
serted in the various departments of the 
directory they are pretty certain to be 
copied by the pirating party, and will 
furnish incontrovertible evidence, that 
always satisfies the courts. In one case 
brought to my notice the name Frank 
Baud was so inserted, copied by a pirat- 
ing publisher, and was largely instru- 
mental in deciding the case in favor of 
complainant. Readers will notice the 
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effect of transposing the initial letter of 
the Christian name to the beginning of 
the surname. 

It is argued that opposition is justifi- 
able when the territory is complained of 
as unreliable or degenerates into an ad- 
vertising medium without due regard to 
correctness of information. Possibly 
there may be flagrant instances that 
would bear out this view; yet 1 believe 
all reputable publishers now agree that 
it is decidedly dishonorable to start 
any new opposing enterprise in this line, 
without some agreement with the regu- 
lar publisher. The solitary exception 
that might be permitted is in case one 
regular publisher attacks another's ter- 
ritory, then the attacked party might 
carry tin 4 war into the enemy's city and 
endeavor to cripple him as a part of his 
own defence. Hut great care should be 
exercised in this, or it vi'l | M > difficult to 
discern which is the aggressor in the 
ease. I'sually the regular publisher has 
the friendship of his patrons and the 
benefit of public opinion in his favor, 
and, if a wise manager, he will always 
labor diligently to acquire and hold such 
favorable opinion, by fair dealing and 
every honorable method. 

A judicious use of the newspapers is of 
great benefit at times, but it is a mistake 
to be led into controversies in print, 
with opposing parties, which are likely 
to engender strife ami create prejudices 
that may not be eradicated for many 
years. Such feelings have been known 
to exist for a lifetime and then be trans- 
mitted to the next generation. 

It is a mistake to bargain and compro- 
mise with opponents. If you buy them 
off or pay them for the orders they have 
secured, they are all the more encour- 
aged to start an opposition elsewhere 
and repeat their little game as often as 
it will pay. 

To be sucessful in such an emergency it 
must be made a serious matter. Put 
up a strong fight . using every honorable 
means and advantage possible, reduce 
the price of the hook if necessary, in 
order to cause a heavy financial loss to 
the invaders, at the same time redoubling 
efforts to make an excellent book, better 
than any others can make, but working 
promptly and not failing to issue first, 
as that is clearly a great advantage: 
likewise adopting every precaution to 
enable sure detection of illegal copying. 



Padltcah, Kv. will have two direc- 
tories. The facts seem to be that last 
fall .1. K. Wilhelm. publisher of the Regis- 
ter, and Fred M. Ashton. connected with 
with the post office, at somewhere about 
the same time conceived the idea of issu- 
ing a directory for the city. In point of 
time the Register's announcement seems 
to have been the earliest. It was noted 
in the December Rullktin. Prior to this 
the Caron Directory Co. had been advised 
by the publishers of the News-Demo- 
crat that the advent of an experienced 
publisher, who would give the city a good 
directory, would be acceptable to the 
citizens. Mr. Wilhelm made a canvass 
for patronage; but finding the tech- 
nical difficulties too great for him to 
cope with successfully, in February soli- 
cited the Caron people to come over and 
take the job off his hands. This they 
did. Mr. Ashton had meanwhile gone 
ahead with the work, ami claims to 
have had the work of canvassing almost 
done when the Register - Caron outfit 
started in. This would not seem to be 
an ordinary case of '"opposition." as 
the city was plainly an open field. If 
there is a question of precedence, it 
would seem to be with the Register. 
The outcome will probably be the estab- 
lishment of a permanent and reliable 
directory enterprise in Padueah. 

* * * 

Tmi fight for Savannah, mention of 
which was made in a news note in the 
last issue of Thk Bvu.ktin. is to con- 
tinue, from all the signs. The W. H. 
Walsh Directory Co. put their book out 
the latter part of February. In answer 
to a request for information, H. A. (loette, 
who has published the directory in Sa- 
vannah for several years, writes to Thk 
Hi' li, kt in as follows: 

Savannah, 0,a., March 2, 1904. 
Mr A. <1. Wright, Milwaukee, Wis. 

Dear Sir: — Yours of the 29th ult., relative to 
the directory situation here, in which you ask if I 
ke|»t up the fight, consolidated, or drew out, re- 
ceived. In answer I will Mate that Goette's Sa- 
vannah City Directory is here to stay. We have 
not . not have we any idea of coming to any agree- 
ment wiih Walsh; no, far from it, we have made 
up our minds to run him out, and out he will go 
before the finish. Our work will be iaaued the 
latter part of next week. Walsh is up against the 
' real thing." but he does not realize it.

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FAKERS IN THE WEST 

In the local columns of the I ndependerU , 

of Helena. Mont., on April 12, 1903, there 

appeared the following notice: 

R. I.. Polk & Co., the directory publishers, whose 
work is so well known in Montana have issued a 
circular warning business men against a San Fran- 
cisco concern, which they allege collects money for 
advertisements in a directory which is never circu- 
lated. If any one has any information which will 
lead to the arrest and conviction of the alleged 
swiudlers, there is a chance to get $100 as per the 
following offer, issued by William H. Dates, Secre- 
tary of the American Directory Publishers' Asso- 
ciation, whose headquarters are at 21 University 
Place, New York. The circular of Secretary Hates 
reads: 

"One hundred dollars reward. The Association 
of American Directory Publishers will pay $100 re- 
ward for the arrest and conviction of any person 
or persons attempting to collect money on fraudu- 
lent directory advertisements." 

Following this H. L. Polk & Co. have issued the 
following: 

"Information has reached the office of R. L.Polk 
& Co. that the Merchants' Publishing Co., of San 
Francisco, have agents visiting Montana cities col- 
lecting in advance for display lines and advertise- 
ments for a 'fake Pacific coast director) 1 .' The 
above reward applies to them." 

This did not bear fruit, seemingly, at 
the time; but after the lapse of ten 
months one H. Shuman. representing 
the company against whom the warn- 
ing had been issued, appeared in Helena 
and attempted to collect on a bunch of 
"contracts" with which he was armed. 
He was promptly arrested, as the re- 
sult of an attempt to collect two dollars, 
on an alleged contract for advertising, 
dated May 8. 1903. According to the 
contract, which bore the signature of 
Leslie Sulgrove, the latter had agreed to 
take a "block heading advertisement" 
in the "Pacific Coast Directory." Mr. 
Sulgrove said that the signature to the 
paper must have been a forgery. He 
remembered distinctly of having been 
approached by a man claiming to rep- 
resent the "Pacific Coast Business Direc- 
tory." and that he refused to purchase 
any advertising space, remembering a 
warning against fake advertising schemes 
which had appeared in the I ndrpnuUnt 
a short time previous. Mr. Sulgrove at 
once informed the police of the matter, 
and suggested that inasmuch as Shuman 
was carrying around a forged contract, 
it might be well to place him under 
arrest. He was arrested at the (Ireat 
Northern depot as lie was waiting for a 
train for ("ireat Kalis. The case was 



turned over to the County Attorney 
who prepared an information charging 
Shuman with forgery. 

Of course the same old plea was made 
—Shuman was "merely the collector 
for the San Francisco publishing house, 
and all he knew about the matter was 
that the accounts were turned over to 
him for collection." The result has not 
yet been learned. Hut most likely the 
tracks were so carefully covered that a 
conviction will be impossible. 

* * * 

One Charles Frazier was arrested in 
Bridgeport, Conn., on March IS, for 
attempting to collect on a bogus adver- 
tising contract from Warner Bros, the 
well known corset manufacturers. Fra- 
zier was held for trial in $1,000 bail. He 
represents himself as merely a collector 
employed by the International Collection 
Agency of New York. An agent of this 
company who was arrested in Rome, 
N. Y. last summer, and who died while 
in jail, was recognized after his death as 
one Charles Daly, a well known direc- 
tory faker. The arrest of Frazier was 
immediately brought about through the 
circulation of the Association brochure, 
"How Business Men are Swindled." 
This brochure has proved an effective 
agent in warning against the fake frater- 
nity. 

* * * 

Watson it Co., claiming headquarters 
and general offices at New York city, 
with branch offices at Chicago and Bos- 
ton, is canvassing for a "dollar" directory 
in St. Paul, to include that city and the 
towns within a radius of twenty-five 
miles thereabout. One Mowry is the 
manager and the outfit seems to be 
styled indifferently "Watson & Co." 
and "Mowry & Co." These so-called 
directories are wholly without merit. A 
superficial canvass is made, just enough 
to give the enterprise an appearance of 
genuineness; and the "cheapness'' of the 
proposition draws enough people into 
the net to bring a profit. We never 
saw one of the books yet which amounted 
to a hill of beans; and yet they succeed 

in perennially catching suckers. 

* * * 

Thk bottle-of-ink fake is abroad in 
Minnesota. The latest field to receive 
attention was Mankato. 
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The Association of American Directory Publishers 
in composed of reputable City Directory Publishers, 
organized for tho general advancement of the Direc- 
tory business. Any pereou, corporation or firm emraited 
in business u> owner and publisher of a I'ity Directory 
in the United States or Canada, who shall qualify as 
competent to gather information and compile a City 
Director! and furnish satisfactory references, is elig- 
ible to membership 

The objects of the Association are : 

First. The advancement of the Directory business 
and the improvement of Directories by the interchange 
of ideas a d the exchange of ex|jerien«'d employes. 

Second To provide protection to the public 
airniust fraudulent advertising schemes which oper- 
ate under the name of Directories, and to drive un- 
principled promoters of the same out of the business. 

Third To provide permanent ami profitable em- 
ployment incompetent, industrious and honest Diiec- 
lory canvassers and compilers. 

Fourth Fortde mutual protection and advance- 
ment of the established and pro*|>ective interests of 
all who may become members, by ihtsoikiI advice and 
assistance of members as may he. mutually Mtivfuotory. 
desirable or advisable, and by such other means as 
may, from time to time, be shown to be wise, pmper 
and lawful. 

One Hundred Dollars Reward will be paid by the 
Association for the arrest and conviction of any 
person or persons engaged In publishing, collecting 
or canvassing for any fraudulent or fake directory. 



A MATTER OF LOGIC. 

A rather funny incident in a suit 
brought by W. Andrew Boyd, of Wash- 
ington, D.C. against W. L. Richmond, of 
Yonkcrs, X. V.. was the declaration of 
Mr. Boyd while under oath, that the Asso- 
ciation of American Directory Pub- 
lishers was formed to kill him; but. he 
piously remarked. "They haven't done it 
yet. thank C.od!" As an exemplification 
of devoutness of spirit this is refreshingly 
edifying, but the astounding assumption 
witli which the affiant elevates himself to 
the pillory of persecution and the smug 
complacency with which he there as- 
sumes the crown of martyrdom are cer- 
tainly amazing. 

It is generally suppose 1 that when a 
man is placed under oath he will tell the 
"the truth, the whole truth and nothing 
but the truth." Wherein lies the truth in 
in this astonishingdeelaration? 

The Association of American Direc- 



tory Publishers is formed upon the 
simple declaration contained in its Arti- 
cles of Association, that it is deemed 
"advantageous and desirable to unite, 
so far as possible, all reputable persons 
engaged in the business of publishing city 
directories, 'as owners and proprietors, 
in an Association for mutual protection." 
This sets forth the cardinal principles: 
that the publisher, to be eligible to mem- 
bership, shall be "reputable." and that 
the Association shall be for mutual pro- 
tection. It would seem to be manifest that 
the objects of the Association are princi- 
pally defensive. And the facts are that it 
was organized, as the Articles of Asso- 
ciation state, "for mutual protection." 
and. as a necessary corollary, for the dis- 
couragement of piracy. In order, there- 
fore, that any man may successfully 
establish the proposition that the Asso- 
ciation was formed to "kill" him. he must 
first elect either to place himself outside 
of that class of publishers of whom the 
Association is avowedly formed, or with- 
in that class which it was formed to com- 
bat. The election is purely voluntary. 
There can be no quarrel with it. 



In estimating relative worth, much de- 
pends upon the standard of compari- 
son. "Pat." said his belligerent friend 
O'Toole to Mr. Hooligan, "if yer ugly 
mug was the only wan in the worrld. yez 
might pass for a handsome man." And 
a mix-Up followed, as a matter of course. 
We were irresistibly reminded of Mr. 
Hooligan's equivocal compliment in read- 
ing a notice of the Kast St. Louis directory 
in which the following statement occurs: 

''Judging the forthcoming hook by the standard 
of the last, it is safe to say thm the next directory 
of East St. I/Otiis will he the finest in the world." 

This reads first-rate, but we confess to 

being at a loss as to just what to infer 

therefrom, as it says either to much or 

too little.

They operate 
mainly in Missouri, which was previously 
the '"stamping ground" of both. 
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A USEFUL CITIZEN. 

The accompanying portrait of a use- 
ful citizen is reproduced from a St. 
Paul paper, in which it appeared on the 
occasion of the selection of Theophilus F. 
Smith, for a second time, by unanimous 
vote, to head the St. Paul Commercial 
Club. I'pon this Club is devolved theduty 
of devising ways and means to promote 
the development of the city, of initiating 
important improvements, of seeing to 
the proper entertainment of guests of 
national fame, and generally of standing 
for civic pride. 

It is as a directorynian. however, that 
we are directly interested in Mr. Smith. 
In this relation he always stands for the 
hest. He is a trustee of the Association 
of American Directory Publishers, and 
tolerably well known to the craft. We 
might add something of our own know- 
ledge to the St. Paul sketch ; but lest there 
might he an imputation of favoritism 
we (.refer to reproduce it word for word 
just as we find it :

A Co., director)' publishers, and eame to Minnesota 
in such a capacity. When the R, I,. Polk Direc- 
tory Company of Minnesota was incorporated. 



twenty-two years ago, Mr. Smith was matte secre- 
tary and treasurer, holding the position since and 
acting as ge*neral manager for the company, which 
is engaged in the publication of directories for the 
cities of the states of Minneapolis, North Dakota, 
South Dakota, Montana, Oregon, Washington, 
t'tali, Idaho, the northern half of Wisconsin, the 
north half of Iowa. Several hundred employes are 
constantly under his direction, and he is regarded 
as one of the most competent directory men in the 
country. 

"From its earliest period Mr. Smith has l>een iden- 
tified with the Commercial Club, impressing upon 
his associates his own progressive public spirit. 
After serving two terms as vice-president of the 
club, he was in Deceml>er, 1902, chosen president 
ami again elected president in December, 1903. Aa 
the directing head of an organisation of nearly one 
thousand members, the position is one of great rc- 
sponsihility. His acquaintance among the business 
men of St. Paul is hardly equaled by any other man 
and his broad-minded readiness to co-operate for 
the promotion of the welfare of the community ren- 
ders him a happy choice as the club's chief execu- 
tive. Successful in the direction of his business 
duties, he is equally useful in the management of 
an organisation in which the business men and citi- 
zens generally have a direct interest."

JERSEY City, it is said, is to be a battle- 
ground this spring. .1. K. Williams, of 
Bingham ton, N. Y., who has just finished 
a fight of several years' duration in 
Scranton, IV by selling a large inter- 
est in his Pennsylvania territory to R. L. 
I'olk tY. Co. of Pittsburg, has transferred 
his activities to Jersey City. He has 
made a preliminary canvass in opposi- 
tion to W. Andrew Boyd, of Washington, 
D. C, and is said to have met with 
great success because of the alleged poor 
quality of the Boyd work in Jersey City 
in recent years.

SriT was recently instituted against 
W. L. Richmond by W. Andrew Boyd, 
of Washington, 1). C. to recover money 
claimed to he due Mr. Boyd for what he 
termed his share in the Alexandria direc- 
tory. The facts are said to he that Mr. 
Richmond first published the Alexandria 
directory ten years ago, while he was 
still in the employ of Mr. Royd. In 
reference to the case Mr. Richmond 
writes: "1 am pleased to say the court 
couldn't see it as Boyd did, and 1 won 
out."

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COPYRIGHT IN DIRECTORIES. 

In a case in the 1'. S. Circuit Court in- 
volving the copyright of an arithmetic. 
Judge Lacornbe, of New York, rendered 
a decision which is thus epitomized by 
the New York Law Journal: 

"The owner of the copyright in n school book, a 
Ihw digest, a dictionary, a gazetteer, a business or 
social directory, or any book which is not the work 
of creative or imaginative literature, cannot pre- 
vent a subsequent writer upon the same sul>- 
ject from comparing the copyrighted work with 
the original sources, eliminating therefrom all that 
was not copied from such sources and then repub- 
lishing the rest of the book. 

In his opinion Judge Lacornbe uses in 
part the following language: 

It would seem that all books which are not purely 
literary, that is, are not works of creative or im- 
aginative literature, but merely compilations of 
statements found elsewhere, should be Irealed alike 
in applying the principles of the law of copyright. 
Legal digests, such a* educational l>ooks as we have 
here, algebras, arithmetics, kc , statistical year 
books, dictionaries, gazetteer*, business* or social 
registers, are all produced by the same methods and 
the use of a skill that is merely clerical. * * * • 

In Moffatr v. (Jill (Kfi Ijiw'Times Rep.. 40.^ the 
court said: "You cannot, where another man has 
compiled a directory, simply take his sheets and 
reprint them as your own, but you are entitled, 
taking sheets with you, to go and nee whether theex- 
isting facts concur with the description in the sheets, 
and if you do that you may publish the result as 
your own." The cane cited is not controlling upon 
this court, and if I were to decide the original mo- 
tion here without some stronger authority. ! should 
not follow it, because the results which follow from 
it are most inequitable. A, we may assume, pre- 
pares an entirely new classified business direct ojy 
of the City of New York, wholly from original inves- 
tigation, and publishes the same. The under- 
taking is an enormous one. and can be accomplished 
only by the employment of hundreds of men at the 
cos! of thousands of dollars. H undertakes there- 
after a directory of all the architects in New York 
City. To cull their names out of the world of busi- 
ness activity in such a hive of industry as this by- 
original research would be a task nearly as diffi- 
cult and costly as the one A undertook. Hut if 
the defendants could take only the list of archi- 
tects found in AV U>ok and then visit the places 
named therein to "see whether the existing facts 
concur with the description." retaining the 
name, address, names of partners, Ac. where such 



concurrence was found and striking them out where 
death, removal or withdrawal from business had 
eliminated them, B could prepare a "Directory of 
Architects in New York City" at a mere trifling 
expenditure and trouble, because A had already 
done the work which B thus appropriated. Never- 
theless under Moffat t v. Gill he could do this with- 
out offense. This is a harsh rule, but it may well 
be urged that the adoption of any other would in 
in the whole tend unduly to hamper subsequent 
compilers, and be contrary to public policy. 

The case at bar did not involve the 
publication of a directory; hence Judge 
Lacornbe followed the general classifica- 
tion as to "compilations of statements 
found elsewhere." as given in the autho- 
rity cited. Had the issue presented a 
state of facts such as that assumed in 
the opinion in the supposed case of the 
compilation of a directory, there is little 
doubt that he would have followed the 
dictates of his judgment, and granted 
the iti junction prayed for. 

The difficulty under which directory 
publishers labor in defending their copy- 
right, is that this question of the extent 
of their property rights in their publica- 
tions has never been brought squarely 
to an issue. Adjudications, as in the 
case controlling the decision above, have 
been generally upon side issues. It is 
assumed that all books which are not 
creative or imaginative literature are 
compilations, and therefore in the same 
class. Herein lies the error, which Judge 
Lacornbe has partially discerned. A 
writer may compile a work by assemb- 
ling statements on common subjects 
which have been so long extant as to 
have become common property: and in 
doing so no one is injured. The work is 
confessedly a compilation, and nothing 
more. 

Hut the directory is something more 
than a mere "compilation of statements 
found elsewhere." It is in truth an 
orderly arrangement of statements as to 
original facts, gathered from original 
sources through the expenditure of ma- 
terial sums of money. To illustrate. 
John Jones, who is a carpenter, lives in a 
house numbered 9(V.». on a street named 
Cherry. Here are facts. They are open 
to all. A sends a man to the house, who 
through proper inquiry learns these facts, 
ami gives them definite form anil state- 
ment somewhat as follows: 

Jones John. carp. h. Q o9 Cherry. 

These facts are duly arranged with 
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others of the same nature and are printed 
and published in a book. Every one of 
the facts contained in this book is the 
result of original research and investi- 
gation, and obtained through a large ex- 
penditure of money. H has a perfect 
right to gather the same facts. Hut he 
should have no right to in any way ap- 
propriate the results of the labor and 
money expended by A. in order to lessen 
his own labor or assist him in his work. 

Much of the trouble seems to come 
from a misapprehension of terms. For 
example, the word "compilation" does 
not properly express the process of mak- 
ing a directory. The facts contained 
therein are, as before stated, gathered 
through original investigation, and not- 
through compilation at all. The ar- 
rangement of the matter, it is true, is 
commonly spoken of as "compilation/' 
but it is a misnomer, as it follows a prin- 
ciple which is more accurately described 
as "alphabetization." Judge Lacombe 
falls into the same error as to the force 
of the word "compilation," in his state- 
ment that "compilations of statements 
found elsewhere should be treated alike 
in applying the principles of the law of 
copyright." And the error is vital. As 
we have tried to show, a directory is not a 
"compilation of statements found else- 
where." The "statements" did not exist 
until given form by the publisher of the 
directory. And he is entitled to pro- 
tection against the unauthorized appro- 
priation of these original statements. 
— 

Rkatrk'K, Neb. would seem to have 
had an experience in the directory line 
not wholly pleasant, in the past, judging 
from the symptoms. The mayor of the 
city has appointed a committee to ex- 
amine a new city directory now being 
compiled: and the committee is to report 
publicly before the work is printed. In- 
cidentally it may be remarked that 
the publisher, in the language of the 
street, is evidently a "wise guv." The 
knowledge to be imbibed by a committee 
of tyros on looking through the slips as 
prepared for "copy," would be infin- 
itesimal. At the same lime they would 
be virtually compelled to render a favor- 
able report ; and the publisher could fall 
back on this as proof conclusive, and be 
relieved from a too close scrutiny on the 
part of patrons. 



MORE ABOUT ABBREVIATIONS 

To the list of abbreviations cited in the 
September number of The Bulletin as being 
in common use to express the fact of domi- 
cile, there must be added another, which we 
have since discovered, namely, "1," used as 
an abbreviation for the word "lives." The 
book in which this abbreviation is used also 
gives the alternative abbreviations of "res" 
for "resides." "b" for "boards," "rms" for 
"rooms," and "h" for "house" or "home." 
We must confess to haviug experienced a 
distinct shock upon the discovery of this 
new abbreviation. — possibly analogous to 
the sensation which may be supposed to visit 
an astronomer when a new and unnamed 
star floats across the field of his telescope. 
The abbreviation was so unlooked-for and 
so unique as to present itself in the light of 
an original discovery; and its application 
so elusive as almost to defy analogy. Where- 
in lies the subtle distinction between "liv- 
ing;." and "residing." or "boarding," or even 
"homing" or "housing." we must confess to 
being unable to see. As remarked on a pre- 
vious occasion, "h" for "home" or "house" 
would seem to be broad enough to cover 
every condition of domicile. After all, what 
is really wanted is information as to where 
any given individual may be found; and nice- 
ties of definition as to the conditions of his 
tenancy form no proper part of the informa- 
tion which a directory is expected to fur- 
nish. 

• 

RURAL ROUTE DIRECTORIES 

With the establishment of the rural free 
delivery, and the throwing open to the public 
of the lists of patrons prepared by the rural 
carriers, it was Inevitable that there should 
follow a ran of "directories" based on the 
rural route, or utilizing the material thus 
furnished. As a rule, these lists are printed 
as addenda to various directories, and are 
appropriately and even modestly named the 
"Rural Routes of Podunk County," no claim 
to the title of "directory" being made. This 
course is, as the girl said in defining the 
noun "kiss," "both common and proper." 
These lists are In no sense directories; nor, 
as they are generally printed, are they of 
much value for any purpose. The lists pre- 
pared by the carriers give the names of all 
members of the families on the route who 
may at any time receive mail. They are not 
differentiated by the addition of a residence 
through which they might be separated Into 
families, which is the basis of a directory; 
and the heterogeneous conglomeration of 
names makes impossible any judicious selec- 
tion for profitable circularizing. However, 
this is but a transition stage. Wherever a 
center is established for rural routes, a direc- 
tory will inevitably follow if not already 
established; and the rural route list, prop- 
erly used, will become a valuable adjunct 
and aid to the directory.

Hamburg and 
Malone. as well as Oswego, St. Lawrence. 
Jefferson and Oneida counties. 

.Mr. Kimball was of a genial, kindly 
nature, having a good word for every- 
body. Naturally he had a wide circle of 
friends; and he was probably intimately 
acquainted with more people in the sec- 
tion of the state in which he lived, than 
almost any other resident. He was a 
sincere and earnest Christian, and was a 
life long member of the Episcopal Church. 
He was married, just before engaging in 
the directory business, to Miss Mary 
McGivern. whose death occurred some 
eight years before his own. He leaves 
two sons. Dr. Charles C. and Joseph F.

We immediately put on our armor plate and went 
after them. We issued a circular letter stating 
the facts in the case both from our past experience, 
our present plans, as well as our future publica- 
tions, and called attention to the incorrectness of 
a directory published by outsiders. This we mailed 
to every business man in the city. It was only a 
few days until those people struck out for greener, 
fields; we had spoiled their profit. But were 
pleasantly surprised to find out that they were 
getting up a common advertising scheme on manila 
paper, size about (5 x 12 inches, printed on both 
sides with something like thirty-eight ads on it. 
ranging in price from SL.W to $3.00, and nothing 
else on the card but railroad time tables and the 
like. I figure that they took in about $60.00. but 
their expenses while here brought their profit down 
to probably $24.00. The woods are full of these 
people and it is high time that the business men 
should catch on to their fake ways, but it is only 
a few of the most experienced that seem to keep 
out of their clutches, and the ones who know how- 
to advertise. Those same men, who know what 
a good ad is, will nine times out of ten advertise 
in a local directory if it is a reliable affair. Such 
is what what we endeavor to make our publication, 
the last issue of which contained 438 pnges and in 
it there were over 100 pages of ads. Do you 
not think that is pretty good for a town of 10.000 
people?

It is needless to say that 
once caught on a scheme like this makes a business 
man almost proof against another attack, but we 
feel it our duty to save those who have never l>een 
up against the fakers. It makes a man feel sore 
and prejudices him against all directories. Think 
the Bt llktin can do fine work in telling all these 
different schemes and then we can tell what it is as 

soon as a scheme appears in a town.

AUXILIARY TELEPHONE DIRECTORY. 

The United States Telephone Directory Com- 
pany, to which reference was made in the last issue 
of f hk Bvli.ftin, published their first edition for 
Chicago in January. It contains 307 pages, of 
which 300 are taken up with a list of telephone 
users embracing subscri!>ers to both companies and 
those who use their 'phones. The book is arranged 
in three colums and is rather a bulky affair. 

There are two telephone companies in operation 
in Chicago, one the Chicago Telephone Company, 
with approximately 102,000 subscribers, and the 
other the Automatic Telephone (Illinois Telephone 
A Telegraph Company), and the book purports to 
include all su»*cribers of the two companies, to- 
gether with all of those who are permitted to use 
those 'phones, and who pay a fixed price to the 
publishers for the insertion of their names in that 
Ixjok. The essential feature of this directory is 
its inclusion of these supplementary names; and 
their insertion, together with the insertion of ad- 
vertising name> in capital letters, constitutes the 
present source of revenue. The book is distributed 
gratis to subscribers of both companies, extra 
copies of the liook being offered for sale at $1.00 
each. Subscribers' names are inserted without 
charge, but non-subscriliers pay 12.00 each. It is 
rumored that the company proposes also to publish 
in due course a classified list in which the sale of 
advertising privileges will be made a special feature. 
A supplement is announced to be ready on April 
1st. containing new names and corrections to that 
date. 
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EARLY DIRECTORY TRIALS. 

The pioneer Chicago directory wa» evidently nor 
the only one in the early days to be hampered in 
its printing by a lack of "sorts." That of Buffalo 
issued in 1841 shows that notwithstanding their 
apparent nearness to the source of supply the prin- 
ters had to economize capitals and points in order 
to make their fonts stretch out to cover the job. 
The information was printed in this fashion:

This was not the first directory issued for Buffalo, 
however, as the plaint of the publisher, lamenting 
the lack of patronage, would seem to show. The 
wail is not so wholly inapplicable to-day: 

All must admit that a work of this kind has never 
yet remunerated those who have been engaged in 
getting it up. Those who have been engaged in it 
have l>ecn certainly urged on by a hope of profit 
as well as of adding to the convenience of their fel- 
low citizens, and yet that hope has proved delusive, 
as far as profit has been concerned. Another at- 
tempt is now made, and although it does seem like 
hoping against hope, yet the subscriber will again 
try the publje, under an assurance that if they will 
but consider the importance of his labors to all, 
they will yet make an effort to remunerate him and 
to encourage either him or another to continue a 
work of such great convenience. 

Perhaps the most curious contrast between the 
old time and the new, is contained in an advertise- 
ment setting forth the advantages of a combined 
coach, sail and water route to New York, which 
traversed the distance in three hours less than two 
days: 

TWO DAILY LINES 

From Buffalo to New York in 45 hours! 12 hours 
ahead of any other route! 

By Railroad Cars, Coaches and Steamboats. 

First Coach leaves Buffalo at 8 A. M., arrives at 
Batavia at 2 P. M., Rochester {by Cars), 5 P. M. 
Auburn. 3 A. M., in time for the morning cars for 
Albany, where they will arrive in time for the 5 
o'clock evening lx>at, which arrives in New York 
early next morning. 

Second Coach leaves Buffalo at 5 P.M.. arrives at 
Batavia at 1 A. M., Rochester (by Cars). 4, Canan- 
daigua, 7, Auburn fby Coach), 2 P. M.. in time for 
the afternoon Cars for Albany, where they will ar- 
rive in time for the morning Boat, which arrives in 
New York same evening. 

Telegraph Coach, via Batavia, Avon. Canan- 
daigua to Auburn, leaves at 5 o'clock P. M. 

For seats apply at the Stage Office, American 
Hotel, and Mansion House. W. OTTLFY <k CO. 

It seems little short of miraculous, to reflect that 
the tremendous changes which have been effected in 
the methods of transportation have taken place 
within a little more than the lifetime of many of us.

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THE DIRECTORY AS AN ADVERTISING 
MEDIUM.

The question of circulation is one 
which must receive its meed of atten- 
tion in discussing the subject of the direc- 
tory as an advertising medium. It may 
seem paradoxical to say that the circu- 
lation has no necessary relation to the 
value of the directory as an advertising 
medium, and at the same time to assert 
that it has such a relation. It all depends 
upon the definition given to the word 
' value.'" If by value we mean that pro- 
perty of the thing in virtue of which it 
lias worth or excellence, then it has no 
necessary relation to circulation. But 
if we use the term in its restricted sense 
as representing the amount of money or 
real equivalent for which the thing can 
he sold, then it has a necessary relation. 
The word "price." however, would more 
fittingly • describe the latter condition; 
and the paradox is eliminated when the 
statement is reduced to its proper terms; 
that circulation has no relation to the 
value of the directory as an advertising 
medium ywrxr. hut that it has a relation to 
the price to be charged for such adver- 
tising. 

There is a vast deal of misconception 
afloat as to the relation borne by circula- 
tion to directory advertising. This mis- 
conception has its origin largely in a mis- 
taken view as to the place among pub- 
lications to be rightly accorded to the 
directory, and is prevalent among soli- 
citors as well as among advertisers. 
There is a tendency to place the directory 
alongside the newspaper or the periodical 
for comparison, and to judge its value 
as an advertising medium by mere big- 
ness of circulation. This is not just fair. 
The directory is not in the ela<s of the 
newspaper or the periodical, and there- 
fore a test which would be perfectly pro- 
per in the one case is not rightly appli- 
cable in tin- other. 

This is but one of the misconceptions 
extant as to the sphere of the dircdory. 
Perhaps it is straining a point to hint at 
the possibility of a misconception as to 



the place to be accorded to the directory 
among books. Yet while this posi- 
tion is unique, it is far easier to define it 
by negation than by affirmation. The 
directory is not. for example, apt to be 
mistaken for a book with which to 
dawdle away a summer afternoon in a 
hammock, and yet it has one feature 
to commend it a feature which it shares 
with the dictionary- -in the shortness of 
its stories. The literary excellence of 
these stories, however, would hardly be 
likely to attract attention to the book, 
any more than woqld their absorbing 
interest. And although they possess 
one clement of the successful novel of the 
day. in their extreme realism, at the 
same time it must be confessed that, 
while realistic to a degree, the directory 
stories are barren of incident, and lack- 
ing in power to profoundly stir the imagi- 
nation. 

Another point wherein the directory 
differs from other books is that when it 
is read it is because the readers want to 
know something: whereas many books 
are read because people not only know 
nothing, but want to know nothing. 
And, again, the something which people 
want to ktiow when they read the direc- 
tory, they can find only there. They 
can't find it in their Bibles, nor in their 
histories, nor in their novels, nor in their 
literary journals, nor even in their daily 
newspapers. In this respect the direct- 
ton' is sui ({( tiiris. The one thing it con- 
tains is contained nowhere else. 

And here at length we come close to 
the fact which has to do with the value 
of the directory as an advertising me- 
dium. Being a class unto itself, a direc- 
tory has in its own town the utmost 
publicily which is possible for a work of 
its nature to have, ami the extent of its 
circulation becomes a matter of secon- 
dary importance. The circulation is of 
course restricted; that is a foregone con- 
clusion. It covers a local field, and 
can extend little, if any, beyond that 
field. At the same lime, everyone who 
desires ilie information contained in 
.,nv given dircetory must hunt up that 
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directory; and ho will not hunt it up 
unless he does want that information. 
If there was a copy in every house 
the conditions would not be changed 
in any degree, the directory being for 
use and not for pleasure. When, therefore, 
an advertisement is inserted in a given 
directory, it gets the utmost publicity 
which is possible under the circumstan- 
ces, because, as has been said, everyone 
who needs to use a directory in that city. 
must use the one directory extant — there 
is no choice; and, whether it be large or 
small, that covers the whole question 
of circulation. State it in as many ways 
as you choose, the fact remains the 
same, and is an important one. 

This leads to a consideration of the 
second statement of the paradox, that 
circulation has a relation to the value 
of the directory as an advertising medi- 
um, in so far as it relates to the price to 
be charged for the advertising. 

The larger a city, the greater must be 
the number of people who want to con- 
sult the directory of that city. This 
proposition is so self-evident that it 
seems a work of supererogation to stop 
to state it. But there is a further fact 
to be considered: the number of the 
users of a directory in a city increases in 
a ratio greater than the increase of popu- 
lation. That is, the larger the city (the 
further it departs from the primitive 
conditions under which everybody knows 
every other body) the greater will be 
the relative number who will have need 
to consult the directory; and with the 
existence of these conditions, there must 
of necessity be a greater value to the ad- 
vertising in that directory. The deci- 
sion as to the price to bo charged for the 
advertising in a directory will, therefore, 
hinge properly upon the size of the city. 
To this extent, and to this extent alone, 
does the question of circulation cut any 
figure in determining the value of the 
directory as an advertising medium. 

It follows, further, that the exaggera- 
tions as to circulation, in which solicitors 
are prone to indulge, are both useless and 
harmful. Useless, because it would be 
just as easy to educate the public to a 
correct appreciation of conditions; nod 
harmful, because, when the truth becomes 
known, it has a tendency to fix the place 
of directory men as rightly in the front 
rank of those covered by the psalmist in 
the saying, "all men are liars."' Th 



habit of exaggeration, once acquired, is 
apt to become fixed, and is indulged in 
when no possible benefit can accrue. I 
have been seriously assured that the cir- 
culation of directories in certain cities 
reached a number which 1 know would 
serve to give a copy to every group of 
fifteen people, counting men, women, 
and children. Of course such a claim 
is absurd; so absurd that a moment's 
thought should suffice to show it. Vet 
equally absurd statements in regard to 
directory circulation are made every day. 
As 1 have said. I believe the practice to 
be harmful and useless; and it ought to 
be discouraged. 

TEE RECREATIONS OF A DIRECTORY- 
MAN. 

The life of a dircctoryman is as a rule 
sufficiently strenuous to meet the re- 
quirements of even the most exacting of 
critics. The demands upon his time are 
incessant and unintermitting; and the 
attention which he must give to the multi- 
farious detail involved in directory work 
is so great as to subject him to a constant 
and wearing nervous strain. There are 
as many ways of seeking relief from this 
strain as there are individuals. The 
methods of no two men, probably, are 
alike. Some play and some laze; some 
find relaxation in cessation from work ; 
some in change of work. 

The last number of Thk Bulletin in- 
stanced a dircctoryman who found time 
and took pleasure serving his fellows and 
forwarding the interests of the commu- 
nity in which he lived. In this number 
we take a great deal of pride and pleasure 
in making our readers acquainted with 
another of the same kind. We know 
him as such an affable, genial, accommo- 
dating and whole-souled man, and withal 
so shrewd and safe an adviser, that we 
feel proud to have our readers share the 
knowledge with us. 

Wiuson H. Lee is a Connecticut product. He 
happened to lw lwrn in Massachusetts, we believe, 
but that cuts no figure. His ancestry is the old 
Connecticut stock which simply backed up the 
valley of the Connecticut river with the tide, and 
hnp|>ened to find a lodgment in what became 
known as Massachusetts. During his business life 
he has been generally identified with Connecticut, 
and particularly with Xew Haven. As this is not 
a biography, details are not essential. Suffice it 
that Mr. I>ee happened to have his energies turned 
into the directory field, and with him, that of 
necessity meant progress (if he had begun as a soap- 
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boiler. advertisements lauding "l-ec's Soap" would 
today confront us in the page* of even* magazine). 
In two decades* hi* directory business ha* grown, 
until the Price A Lee Company, of which he is the 
treasurer and manager, publishes a string of over 
fifty directories. Mr. l/ee is also treasurer of the 
Price, Ixe A Adkins Co., who do printing of which 
they themselves modestly say, "if you would have 
the Iiest go where the l>est is produced." 

The New Haven Register, noting that Mr. I,oe 
had l>ecn elected to various offices, like that of 
police commissioner of New Haven, president of 
the New Haven Chamber of Commerce, president 
of the Connecticut Typothetae, vice-president of 
the National Ty|>othetae and vice-president of the 
Association of American Directory Publishers, 
speaks of it as evidence of the confidence that the 
people associated with him have in him, saying 



that "Mr. I/ee is more than a head officer of all 
these organisations. He is a private citizen with 
a remarkable public spirit, which leads him to give 
lime, money and labor, and to sacrifice personal 
comfort and convenience, for the good of New 
Haven and all of its varied interests in which he has 
a share. He is a very useful and valuable citizen." 

BUI we have been entirely led away from what 
we had in mind, which was to bear more particu- 
larly on the subject of Mr. I^ee's recreations. In 
this case the "recreations of a directoryman" have 
taken the practical bent toward dairying. If it 
should l>e your good fortune to meet Mr. Lee, you 
will hear of his farm; of its delightful quiet; of its 
restfulness; of the sleekness of its herds; of the de- 
liriously satisfying quality of the Jersey brand of 
milk, as its rod corpuscles trickle oleaginously over 
the expectant palate. On the square, though, he 
has never given away what that milk costs him; 
thai is a dead secret. On the subject of the com- 
pleteness of the dairy farm, however, we will let 
competent authority speak. The Dairy Commis- 
sioner of the State of Connecticut finds Mr. I.ee's 
farm to be well worthy of record, and has this to 
say in his last annual report to the Governor: 

"Fairies farm, situated in the town of Orange 
and owned by Wilson H. I^ee, of New Haven, is one 
well worthy of especial mention. His herd of ninety 
cows are all Jerseys and have l>een selected from 
some of the liest herds in the country, celebrated for 
rich milk-giving qualities. The best possible con- 
ditions prevail as to care and cleanliness. The 
stables and dairy are so arranged that there is no 
danger from contamination from filth and other 
causes. The best teachings of experts in feeding 
methods are relied upon to keep the cows healthy 
and produce milk which shall lie rich in quality 
and free from any odor or taste which is objection- 
able. * * * The milk tests over five per cent, 
butter fat and over fourteen per cent, total solids. 
Cream tests forty per cent. * * * 

"Mr. I^ee has a farm of over three hundred acres 
from which large quantities of forage crops are cut 
and several silos filled. His stable is a model of 
its kind with plenty of sunlight and well ventilated. 
His herd numbers among it such individual ani- 
mals as Merry Maiden and Fern's Oentille. 

"Fairlea Farm has many visitors who are always 
cordially welcomed and they are all glad that the 
state can show such an object lesson in advanced 
dairying."

SOME WRONO IDEAS RIOHTED. 

The Trade Press List, of Host on, em- 
braced in its "Trade Directory Notes" in 
a recent issue several items evidently 
gleaned from the Bulletin. The para- 
graph referring to '"old line" publishers 
we have copied and commented on else- 
where. The other paragraphs were based 
respectively upon the account given of 
Judge Lacombe's decision as set forth in 
the liru.KTiN for March, ami Mr. Mur- 
dock's suggestion as to methods of trap- 
ping opponents, as contained in an article 
in the same issue. To the position taken 
by the Trade Press List. Secretary \V. H. 
Mates replied categorically in a subse- 
quent issvie of the journal, in the following 
vigorous language: 

As secretary of the "Association of American 
Directory Publisher*," I am desirous of replying to 
some seeming strictures on directory publishers' 
methods, that appeared in your \pril issue. 

First, The old line directory publishers, ns you 
term them, 1 presume is intended as a definition of 
such directory publishers as have U-en long estab- 
lished in a city or locality, and who, in In-coming, 



thus established, necessarily have expended a large 
amount of money, time and care in Ihe production 
of the directories' issued; during this time they have 
accumulated a great amount of data, which has 
assisted them year by year in furnishing more accu- 
rate and reliable information to the public, and with- 
out which a competing work could not furnish 
information of equal value. Is it unreasonable 
or contrary to human nature that such publishers 
should insist upon the exclusive right to control 
such data for their own !>enefit? 

The writer has had many years of ex|>erience in 
the directory publishing business and an intimate 
acquaintance with most of the directory publishers 
of this country; his ex|»erience has taught him that 
two directories of the same nature will not Ik- sup- 
|>orted in any city in the world; also that whenever 
an opposition has arisen, the competitor immedi- 
ately proceeds to copy information from the regular 
publisher's directory as a basis for his work, the 
expense of such copying l«?ing nominal as conquered 
to the cost of it to* the regular publisher. For the 
alsive reasons the "old line directory publishers" 
object to the encroachment upon territory that 
most of them have devoted the greater part of 
their lives in developing; knowing as they do that 
they answer the requirements of the public in 
supplying an accurate up-to-date directory, that 
there is no room for two, and that the competition 
cannot |>os*ibly supply as good an article without 
stealing their property. 

Second, "The question of directory copyrights 
seems to have received a rather sharp set bark 
through the decision of Judge Ijicoml*," etc. 
Evidently this refers to an opinion rendered by- 
Judge Lacomlie in the case of the Colliery Engineer- 
ing Company vs. Fred. W: Kwald et al. and was 
printed in the New York I.aw Journal of Octol>er 17, 
1903. a copy of which I send you in order that 
you may see" that instead of thcHonorable Judge 
giving "directory copyright a sharp set back," he 
states plainly that the rule as applied in the case 
of Moffat t vs. (.Jill, and which opinion was quoted 
to him as a precedent, waa a harsh rule and was not 
controlling on his court, and then proceeds to illus- 
trate the inequity of such a rule when applied to a 
directory publisher. He finally denied the motion 
t>ecause""it was thought that the Court of Appeals 
in his circuit had approved the rule as laid down 
in the Moffat t case," but he plainly expresses his 
Opinion that it is not equitable. 

Third. "We also note a rather dangerous sugges- 
tion by William EL Murdock," etc. 

"It seems to us that the use of such proof liefore 
the Court might bring down upon the witness 
much unlooked for legal trouble, Kvery right and 
legal protection that can l>e given the workers in 
any given held should receive the consideration 
of the courts, and we assure directory publishers 
generally that we are in sympathy with all honor- 
able methods that will protect them against fake 
and dishonest adversaries." 

From the fact that your criticism commences 
with the words "we also note a rather dangerous." 
I take it that your subsequent remarks are intended 
to imply that you do not endorse the insertion of 
fictitious names and do not consider it honorable, 
although you do not directly so state. Permit me 
to ask, is it dangerous or disreputable for a person 
to put distinguishing marks on the goods he manu- 
factures, that he may identify them and show the 
spuriousness of imitations? If not, then what is 
there dangerous in a directory publisher's inserting 
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through the work that he issues, marks whereby 
he can distinguish plagiarism in competing works, 
and from what source could legal trouble arise? 

In a case before Judge Lacombe, where the writer 
was interested, the defendant's attorney expressed 
great indignation to the court l>ecauge the plaintiff 
had inserted fictitious names in his directory (and 
which had been the means of trapping his client 
who published a fake directory) to which the Judge 
replied that it was the only means that the plain- 
tiff bad to protect and identify his work. Kvidently 
the learned Judge does not abhor this perfectly 
legitimate method of identity, nor does he deem it 
dangerous, and its practice will doubtless be con- 
tinued notwithstanding your adverse criticism.

THE MISFORTUNES OF A DIRECTORY- 
MAN IN THE ORIENT. 

The Kelly's Directories Ltd. of New- 
York contribute the following interest- 
ing account of a trip through the Orient. 
It is at the same time a tribute to a 
worthy employee. who was literally 
"faithful unto death." 

Mr. Richard Walsh, a directory man of consider- 
able experience, passed through the United States 
during April 1903, en route from London to the 
Orient on behalf of Kelly's Directory of Merchants, 
Manufacturers and Shippers of the World. 

He was a man of commanding presence and of u 
jovial nature, being well connected in Dublin, 
which was his native place. He had l»ooked his 
ticket via Seattle, but seemed to strike an adven- 
turous time from the commencement of his trip. 
Owing to a break-down on the railroad he arrived 
at Seattle just in time to see his steamer leave the 
harbor and had to take another lx>at to Victoria, 
B. C, wiring the steamship what he was doing and 
asking them to delay their departure as long as 
possible. This they did and he caught his steamer. 
After his arrival at Yokohama, just before he had 
finished working the city he was thrown from a 
rickshaw, breaking three ribs and sustaining vari- 
ous other injuries. This confined him to the hospi- 
tal for some time, and was the cause that brought 
to a head the movement for altering the ordinances 
with regard to rickshaw drivers in Yokohama. Af- 
ter recovering he started work again, when the 
boarding-house where he was living was burned to 
the ground and he did great service in rescuing life 
and property, long columns l>eing printed at>out 
his heroism in the Yokohama papers. His own 
goods were rescued, but in the excitement they were 
rifled and all his money, jewelry, etc., were abstract- 
ed. Luckily his numerous contracts and other 
business papers were not touched and the letter of 
credit to the bank at his next stopping place was in 
his pocket, and through the courtesy of the officials 
in Yokohama he was given credit for his transpor- 
tation to that point. He had no further misfortunes 
until he reached Hong Kong, passing through all 
the commercial cities in China and Japan. He had 
had a successful trip and finished his work in Hong 
Kong and had been to Manila, Illion and other 
Philippine ports and returned to Hong Kong to 
catch his steamer for, the United States. Here he 
was stricken with appendicitis and operated upon. 

As he had his passage booked, and knowing the 
difficulties that delay in his return would put his 
employers to, he left in the hospital, being carried 



to the steamer against the warnings and protests 
of his doctors. All went well, and he was seem- 
ingly on the road to recovery, when he undertook 
the long railroad trip across the United States. 
The strain of the railway traveling caused him such 
pain that he had to break his journey at Kansas 
flty, where his wound was found to have reopened. 
After some days rest he re-started his journey and 
got as far as New York where his employers main- 
tained an office. He consulted several prominent 
physicians there as to the advisability of continuing 
his trip to Ix>ndon but was strictly forbidden to 
leave his bed. He gradually got worse and com- 
plications setting in he was removed to the Bayonne 
Hospital where we regret to announce that he died. 

Mr. Walsh's first connection with the directory 
business was with the Dublin directory. He had 
been in many countries and had made good friends 
in all. He had many pleasant experiences hut had 
also hazarded his life amid fevers on the coast of 
equatorial Africa and South America. Few men 
knew more of human nature and it was strange if 
he could not greet most people in theirown language. 
He was one of the few men who could talk Celtic 
and he was a business man from his feet up, being 
able to grasp a situation with unrivalled rapidity. 

Messrs. Kelly's Directories Ltd. have certainly 
lost a star from their staff and will find great diffi- 
culty in getting another man with Mr. Walsh's 
talents and reliability. His record was that he 
never failed to increase the amount of business on 
his trip, and was one of the few directory men who 
could follow himself over the same ground substan- 
tially increasing his returns year by year, and at the 
same time paying full attention to the details re- 
quired in compiling the information. 



THE NEWARK DIRECTORY. 

The American Directory Co. of 102 Fulton street, 
New York, whose efforts have hitherto been con- 
fined to a chain of textile l>ookR, under the general 
name of the American Textile Directory, have, "by 
sjx»cial arrangement with the rightful owners," 
undertaken the publication of the Hoi brook direct- 
ories for Newark, Klizabeth, Harrison and Kearny, 
Summit and K-ssex County. The Holbrook proper- 
ties were offered to the trade at approximately 
five thousand dollars; but apparently the offer was 
not tempting, it l>eing pretty generally understood 
that the business "was badly run down. A receiver 
was named for the Holbrook Newark Directory Co. 
on July 20: and we understand that the Newark 
Directory Printing and Publishing Co., which had 
succeeded the former company, and issued the 1903 
director}', is in bankruptcy. Newark, with a 
population of over 2,50,000. should be a good direct- 
ory field; and it is altogether probable that the 
new company, with abundant capital and the 
command of a good corps of solicitors, will be able 
to redeem the situation and put the properties upon 
a proper basis. Work on the directories is being 
I rosecuted.

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A FALLACIOUS ARGUMENT. 

We note the rather pronounced position of the 
old line directory publishers in the Cnited States 
in regard to their vigorous protest* against outside 
or new publishers entering a field which they have 
covered. I'nless we wrong them in this matter, it 
seen is to us that they assume the right of owner- 
ship of any territory they have once worked, and 
that the incoming of new workers in the field is 
something in their eyes not to be tolerated. 

The Trade Press List, of Hoston, 
Mass.. which has taken upon itself the 
responsibility of representing the direc- 
tory craft, perpetrated the above in its 
April issue. The Trade Press List has 
still something to learn regarding the 
business which it would represent. We 
do not just see what it intends by the 
term "old line" as used above. "Old 
line" originated in the insurance business. 
It was invented by the new crop of fra- 
ternal and "cheap" companies to desig- 
nate the pre-existing companies which 
continued to do business on the conserva- 
tive "old lines" which had been proved 
to be safe. Time has amply justified 
the soundness of the "old line" position, 
while the course of the "new departure" 
is marked with a succession of disastrous 
wrecks. If this is the meaning intended 
to be conveyed, we are inclined to accept 
the term "old line." It stands for a 
true and tried conservatism. 

What the editor of the Trade Press 
does not seem to understand is that ex- 
perience has proved indubitably that 
two directories of the same nature can not 
continue to exist in the same field. This 
is fact, not theory. The public will not 
stand for the annoyance of two or more 
sets of canvassers covering the same 
ground for the purpose of obtaining the 
same information. It follows, therefore, 
that where two directories are attempted 
in the same territory, one must die, 
they cannot both live. And it follows 
further, that under the law of self-preser- 
vation the "incoming of new workers in 
the field" must be regarded as "some- 



thing not to be tolerated." It is a ques- 
tion of life and death, and it is fair to 
resist the invasion by all lawful means. 

As we have tried to show in previous 
issues, the continuous issue of a directory 
in a given field gives a prescriptive right 
to that field. Time ami money have 
been put into the building up of the busi- 
ness. It has gathered about it a certain 
amount of "good-will," which if not 
definitely measurable, still has a certain 
value. The law recognizes the right of 
every man to defend his life and his 
property. And the Trade I'ress List 
does not "wrong" directory publishers 
in assuming that they will defend the 
rights and the property which they have 
laboriously acquired against any invasion 
of pirates. 

SOMETHING ABOUT NAMES. 

Several moons ago we mentioned inci- 
dentally that Providence (which is in the 
State of Rhode Island) hail wrested from 
Milwaukee the proud pre-eminence of 
leadership to which we thought she was 
entitled as the possessor in the directory 
of numerous polysyllabic and consonantal 
cognomens. We had pinned our faith to 
these names, among others: 

Schroeckenthaller, (I rover Cleveland. 

Sohimmelpfennig, Arthur F. (!. 

Wawrzyniakowski, Martin J. 

This, we were confident, was a combi- 
nation pretty hard to beat. Hut alas! in 
the Providence directory there then ap- 
peared the name of a late importation 
from Sunny Italy who proudly bore this 
name: 

Schianoditonnariello, Salvatore. 

And then the St. Louis people, feeling 
that they had a mission to fullfill as the 
representatives of the World's Fair City, 
added their mite to the collection of 
lengthy appellatives. Heing an original 
Teutonic burg, the St. Louis cognomen 
fittingly and characteristically bears the 
ear-marks of that nationality: 

Ahrenhoersterbaeumer, Bernard (!. 

These names boasted three letters more 
than the longest we could then muster, 
and we were in a hopeless minority until 
in a late importation from the old country 
we discovered this name: 

Nabuchodonojsorowiczowna, Pauline Mrs. 

This appellation may be translated 
literally as "the wife of the son of Nebu- 
chadnezzar;" and we had fondly hoped 
that the twenty-three letters which it con- 
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taincd would once more place Milwaukee 
in the lead. And it probably does, so far 
as the I'nited States proper is concerned; 
but out in our island possessions in the 
Pacific. Fred. M. Hasted, of Oakland, 
California, is getting up directories; and 
we had barely gotten our find embalmed 
in cold print, when in a very entertain- 
ing letter from Honolulu Mr. Hasted 
established unquestionably the proposi- 
tion that his directories contain not only 
the longest but the shortest names extant. 
He writes as follows: 

In compiling my Honolulu and Hawaii I think 
1 have found the "long and short of it," so far as 
the directory business is concerned. The following 
from Haui is the long name: 

•'Keohoariaakalanihueakawcloaikanaka, Annie K. 
Miss, r. Honuaula, Maui." All native names have 
a meaning and this means substantially "Jack and 
the bean-stalk," i. e\ the ladder by which one may 
go to heaven. She probably was intended for a 
"sky pilot," but so far seems to have failed to 
connect. 

The short one is: "A, John K" (pronounced Ah), 
from Kona, Hawaii. This means "rocks," but 
whether the "rocks" are simoleons or just plain 
fragments of earth's crust I am unable to state. 

I also have "I (pronounced E), r. Kamehameha 
IV road nr Markham Lane." This gentleman was 
by his parents denied the privilege of a Christian 
name, so that though some of you of the effete East 
may possibly lie able to "pay" this name, as we 
frenchmen say, in piquet, it would be difficult to 
beat for I revity. 

In Gu tcmala where, some years ago, I got out a 
"Directorio Xacional," I found an American by the 
name of Starr, who signed his name "*" but whether 
on acco ml of illiteracy or "that tired feeling" so 
universally prevalent in that country, I was unable 
to ascertain. 

Length or brevity, however, are not 
the only qualities inherent in names 
through which they may be rendered 
noteworthy. There are even in this day 
names conferred which call to mind the 
era of descriptive appellations in which 
"Praise-(iod Barebones" attained celeb- 
rity. Of this class is the name "Singu- 
lar Onions (iallehawk," which erstwhile 
figured in the directory of Hartford, 
Conn., and in reference to which an en- 
thusiast bearing the evident ear-marks of 
the confirmed genealogical crank ad- 
dressed the following to the newspapers: 

It would be interesting to know the origin of these 
names; but why they are not as appropriate as 
Oaude, or Earle, or plenty of seemingly more fanci- 
ful names, is not easy to comprehend. They cer- 
tainly have the dignity that accompanies genera- 
tions of naming in a given family: and many a 
searcher for the "l>ones of his ancestors" would re- 
joice in having so strong a name tu trace past the 
nearly 300 years of American life into tliHt mystic 
century of unrest in England that hides the records 
of our respected ancestry. 



In the way of freak names, a publisher 
chronicles the following: 

"One of our canvassers ran across a man who 
gave his name as \V. H. Angel. When asked what 
the W. H. stood for, he declined to answer. Through 
another source, however, it was learned that the 
man's full name was Welcome Heavenly Angel. 
.Small wonder that he felt a delicacy about disclos- 
ing it. 

Of the same nature wen? the names 
conferred by one of Milwaukee's eccentric 
pioneers, who named one of his boys 
"Welcome V" and signified his approval 
of another by stamping him "O. K." 



THE BOSTON OPPOSITION. 

The Koston directory issued by the Sampson & 
M unlock Co. seems to have experienced no unfavor- 
able effects through the opposition instituted in 
that city. It is out at the same time as usual; is 
as complete and accurate as ever; and seems to 
have enjoyed even a larger patronage than ever 
before. Its publishers appear to be serenely pur- 
suing the even tenor of their way, meeting assaults 
with a quiet determination, and striking back vig- 
orously when occasion offers. 

Such an opportunity occurred when the opposi- 
tion work was about ready for delivery. The 
Sampson A Murdock Co. immediately applied for 
an injunction, on the ground of infringement of 
their copyright. In court the pirates boldly ad- 
mitted copying about 40,000 names from the regular 
Boston directory, claiming to have verified the in- 
formation. It was clearly proven that in hundreds 
of cases the information had not been verified, these 
including among others deaths, removals, errors, 
and fictitious names. The master appointed by 
the U. S. Circuit Court reported that the work was 
clearly an infringement of the regular Boston direct- 
ory, in the following words: "I therefore find that 
copyrighted information was, u|K>n any view of the 
law, unlawfully transferred to the defendants' 
book in all the instances referred to. The infringe- 
ment found is clearin law and substantial in amount." 
The defendants were permitted to issue their book 
upon giving a bond of $5,000 for the payment of 
any damages which might be awarded. Meantime 
a suit is pending for a permanent injunction, to 
which the defendant seems to be opposing the pro- 
verbial tactics of "the law's delay." 

There would seem to be as little chance for success 
in the Boston opposition as there is excuse for its 
existence. The Sampson A Murdock Co. are doing 
satisfactory work, and have the entire confidence 
of the public, which cannot be lightly shaken. 
That this is so is evidenced by the "fat" appearance 
of the 1904 book, after an assault of two years' 
duration. It is difficult to understand how men 
can be found to put their money into such an enter- 
prise. It must be a case of sheer hypnotism. One 
man was practically ruined as a result of the first 
years' operations; and the second backer claims 
to have sunk $40,000 in the enterprise. The net 
result of the two years' labor is apparently the in- 
complete book which was put out under bond; 
which was hawked on the streets at "any old 
price." and was generally eschewed at that be- 
because of its incomplete and obsolete information; 
and lots of experience. 
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RURAL ROUTE DIRECTORIES. 

The flood of "rural mute directories*' 
which at one time threatened io over- 
whelm the country has been stayed for a 
time through the action of the poslollicc 
department. Mainly through the efforts 
of Marshall A: Hrucc of Nashville, the de- 
partment was induced, a couple of years 
ago. to make a ruling penuitlingthe names 
of all persons receiving mail by the rural 
routes to he given to the puhlic. The im- 
mcdiate* effect of this was to set in motion 
a lot of alleged directory publishers, who 
obtained these lists and printed them 
without any sort of arrangement. This 
ruling of the department, however, was 
directly contrary to the principles which 
determined its action in all other cases. 
It was absurd to allow the names of those 
living on rural mutes to be given out free- 
Iv. and at the same time to withhold the 

• 

least scrap of information concerning peo- 
ple who did not live on rural routes. The 
i wo courses of action were so diametrically 
opposed that it was only a ipiestion 
of time w hen the practice must be discon- 
tinued, as it now has been. The "rural 
loute" will soon cease, therefore, to be 
considered a factor in the directory busi- 
m ss. It will take its proper place as an 
ad j unci of t he county or other directories, 
the number of the route simply supplant- 
ing the name of postolfice as a "direction" 
for the delivery of mail. While the 
practice of giving out the names should 
never have been allowed to come into 
vogue, yet its suppression, even at this 
day, will remove a factor which threat- 
ened demoralization to the directory busi- 
ness. 

CHICAGO POPULATION REDIVIVUS. 

In discussing the epiestioti of popula- 
tion. Manager Smith of the Chicago direc- 
tory comes very close to a fact when he 
states the alternative "that either 
the census ,»f ix'.Mi was padded by many 
thousands of (idilious names or else t he 
census ot iooo w:is taken so careN>>ly" 
I hat it •"should be allogct her disregarded.'" 
The census of is'.IO was notorious for Un- 
padding indulged in by cities anxious to 
make a big showingas toapparetit growth. 
The Omaha returns were stuffed to such 
an extent that an apparent loss U;1> 
corded for t he ne\t decade; and oid v 1 he 
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jealous watchfulness exercised by St. Paul 
and Minneapolis over each other, pre- 
vented the same thing in those cities. 
The failure of several other cities to come 
up to expectations in 1900 may be attri- 
buted to the same cause; and there is 
every reason to believe that Chicago may 
have been afflicted with the same disease. 
Cnder the system of supervision adopted 
for the census of 1900. this wholesale pad- 
ding was impossible; hence titer*' has been 
considerable lively squirming since the 
results of that census were announced. 
We would advise Brother Smith to take 
his medicine gracefully. • He is only kick- 
ing out the toes of his very immaculate 
shoes in butting up against the govern- 
ment returns, and giving himself an un- 
comfortable time in the process. And 
please remember that what your I ' tide 
Samuel says generally goes. 

THE DIRECTORY CONVENTION. 

The Association of American Directory 
Publishers will meet in convention at 
Chicago, on September 2Sth. The date 
is fixed as late in the month as possible 
in order to accommodate Kastern mem- 
bers who desire to attend 1 1n* exposition 
al St. bonis in October. The meeting 
was not called at St. I.ouis because it was 
feared that the city might be uncomfort- 
ably crowded. Chicago is but a night's 
journey away, however, so thai the two 
objectives can be readily reached by all 
who desire. A gooil attendance* ami a 
profitable time is expected at the con- 
vention. 



Tin; concern sailing under name of the 
"State Publishing Co. of Washington. 1>. 
C," afler a devious course through the 
South has invaded the Northern field. 
We have never heard of any reliabl" di- 
rectory which the concern has published. 
If any books at all are gotten out. they 
are utterly worthless as directories; yet 
they continue cheerfully to promise*, as 
they did through the public points of ( »s- 
wego. a directory which should include 
"a comple-te eliree tory eif every line etf busi- 
business. profession ami manufacture of 
Osw*-go and other cities eif Central New 
York" and all for two dollars, which in- 
e-l tided a "dire-ctory and a business card of 
about te-n lines." There will pmhably 
be* no way etf preve nting these things until 
the fool killer is able- tet get in his we.rk. 
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BRIEF NOTES. 

Dktkoit has just undergone an ex- 
perience of a State census; and although 
no figures have up to this writing l>een 
given out as to the insult, it is hinted that 
the returns will l>e nearer the 300.000 
mark than the extravagant claims made 
on all hands. As a result the city is hav- 
ing a spasm, of which the following from 
The Tribune is a fair sample: 

The city has already l>een censused to death. 
No sooner is the national census completed than the 
state enumerators make their rounds. Meanwhile 
the school board spends public money to arrive at 
a tentative result on the numlier of school children. 
Betimes the federal census bureau issues a specu- 
lative reckoning of our population.com puled by rule 
of thumb, and the water l)oard and directory pub- 
lishers make equally hazardous gueswes, each of 
which is valuable as throwing light on the others 
absurdities."

The 
nanus are arranged in alphabetical order, 
and following each name is a description 
of the personal appearance of the "dead 
beat." a statement of the amount of the 
bill out of which he defrauded some hotel, 
the name of the city where the fraud was 
committed, and the business which he 
claimed to be in when he was at the hotel 

which has a claim against him.

Si<;n w.mxi; the issue of volume KM) of 1 he f tost on 
directory, the publishers have printed a facsimile 
edition of the first directory of Boston issued in 
1 7fS9. It was a little pamphlet of 5t> pages. Ix't in- 
ches in size, arid-contained 14K4 names. The alpha- 
betical arrangement extended only to the first letter 
of the names, the i<lea l»eing to put the prominent 
men at the head, as Samuel Adams. James 
Bowdoin. John I'liol . Nathaniel t!reen. John Han- 
cock ((inventor;, and others. For the first few 
years the Boston directory was issued irregularly, 
and since IKL'4 in June or July of each year. 
The miscellaneous information has this year !>ecn 
transferred from the Iwck to the front of the book. 
To keep the book as compact as j>ossihle the page 
has l>een enlarged, and the "points" have been 

omitted from the information, saving manv lines. 

• • • 

Ix the last number of Thk Hi i.i.ktix we noted 
the fact that there had l>een arrested in Bridgeport 
a man who went under the name of Frazier, for 
attempting to swindle several parties there on fake 
directory collections. There were four separate 
charges against him. and after the hearing he was 
held in $500 bail on each charge, the bail, *2.lXM), 
l>eing put up in cash. 

At the time the case was first called. Fraziei's 
attorney sent to the District Attorney and stated 



that their client would not Ire present and he could 
call the bail. This was done: but subsequently 
Frazier's attorney appeared and asked to have the 
ease re-opened, putting up some excuse for the lirst 
non-attendance of his client. The court saw fit to 
re-open it, ami the case was again called on June If). 
Xew evidence had l>een collected, which was ready 
to be produced, but Frazier failed to appear and 
the court declared the lx»nd forfeited. Thus these 
swindlers are $2,000 poorer and the city of Bridge- 
port a corresponding amount richer. The fact 
that these fellows can afford to lose $2,000 rather 
than stand trial! is conclusive evidence that they 
must have some pretty fat picking.

BOSTON'S BUSINE8S WOMEN. 

Boston has a new directory. It is de- 
voted exclusively to the women money- 
makers of the city. From the first page 
to the last of the nobby yellow coverel vol- 
ume are shown long, tabulated lists of fe- 
male workers. Man has no place in these 
pages. But man, the Bostonian. may well 
read the book with awe, and. if he be wise, 
will profit. For It Is said that byand-by it 
will lie on the shop counters as bulky and 
as often sought as Its brother. 

It Is shown that the Hub's business women 
have invaded all man's sacred fields of toil. 
Even the ice dealers and the coal trust 
have rivals among Boston women, and the 
new directory shows that there are now 
women ready to build houses or cut hair 
to order with all the deftness and dispatch 
of the longtime monarch of these fields of 
labor. 

According to this women's census there 
are fifteen female business managers in Bos- 
ton, sixteen lawyers, and women doctors ga- 
lore. In the fields of literary occupations 
and pursuits the fair sex have threatened to 
far outdistance men. 

Twelve women are registered as publish- 
ers,, and thirty-five women authors, among 
the list of whom there are such names as 
Alice Brown, Julia Ward Howe. Elizabeth 
F. Train. Ednah P. Cheney and Mary A. 
I.ivermore. all making their homes and their 
living in or near Boston. Further than this, 
there are female reporters by the dozen, and. 
as well, women illustrators, compositors 
anil engravers. 

By far the largest list of names under one 
occupation In the new book is the thirty-six 
pages of women school teachers. The re- 
cent state census shows that less than fi.nOO 
of the 7H.339 women employed in the city 
have husbands. Such figures are given add- 
ed significance by the list of fourteen wo- 
men's club headquarters published in the 
directory. Into nearly every occupation the 
aggressiveness and skill of the Boston wo- 
man has advanced. 

There are women paper hangers, archi- 
tects and junk dealers, all tabulated and af- 
forded position In the directory. 

Two women insure against fire, two dec- 
orate the interior of dwellings and public 
buildings for a livelihood, there is a woman 
hatter and seven women tailors. Advertis- 
ing is solicited by a number of women, and 
second hand clothing is handed across the 
counter by fair hands. 

One woman makes carpets, one makes 
hats and six are inscribed as photographers. 
According to the lists, there are also women 
dealers in second hand books, drugs and 
medicines and stocks— Ex.

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ANNUAL CONVENTION. 

The Annual Convention of th<> Associa- 
tion of American Directory Publishers 
was helil in Chicago, on September 2Sth 
and 20th. at the Auditorium Hotel. There 
was a very full atten lance, members 
being present from every section of the 
hind — from Winnipeg on the north to 
Atlanta on the south ; from Boston on the 
Atlantic coast to Portland on the Pacific 
— as well as a plentiful sprinkling from 
the intervales. The meeting, as usual, was 
both pleasant and profitable — pleasant 
in the meiting and renewing acquaint- 
ance with members of the guild : profitable 
in the interchange of ideas and the dis- 
cussion of trade methods. 

The several sessions of the convention 
were devoted to routine business, consid- 
eration of the state of the trade, ami list- 
ening to papers on different phases of 
directory work. Among the topics were 
those presented in papers by J. L. Hill, 
of Richmond, on the Directory Canvas- 
ser; R. 11. Donnelley, on the Develop- 
ment of the Advertising Department : and 
A. <i. Wright on the Making and Printing 
of Directories. Some of the papers read, 
it is hoped, may be printed in Tin; Bri.- 
i.ktiv at some future time.

The reports from the various standing 
committees were fraught with much val- 
uable information. ».Mr. Charles D'W. 
Marcy, from the Committee on Business 
Classifications and Abbreviations, pre- 
sented a printed re-port, the result of 
several years' study of the subject. 
Idle report represents much faithful and 
arduous work on the part of .Mr. Many. 
The list of standard Business Directory 
headings as compiled is designed to be 
broad enough to cover the requirements 
of every section of the country. Of 
course there are many headings included 
in the list which, while properly "regular" 
and siandard in some sections because of 
local conditions, could with equal pro- 
priety Ik* deemed "special" in other parts 
of the country, ddie great advantage of 
the List would be in the elimination of the 



differing names or titles for given lines 
of business which are necessarily the same 
everywhere, and bringing them under a 
uniform name wherever found. The re- 
port was laid over in order to permit of 
mure thorough individual examination 
by members; and time given until Decem- 
ber :51st prox. within which any sugges- 
tions might be made to the committee 
before final publication. Any one who 
has not received a printed copy of the 
report should send for one to Secretary 
Bates. Any suggestion as to modifica- 
tions in the list of abbreviations or head- 
ings should be sent to Charles D'W. 
Marcy. 1 .">."> Franklin St., Boston. Mass.. 
before the close of the year. 

The Committee on Copyright is still 
working on the by no means easy propo- 
sition of how to provide additional pro- 
tection to directory publishers through 
the- strengthening of the- law of copyright. 
Progress is necessarily slow, and no rc- 
sults are yet apparent ; but by degrees a 
valuable expedience is being acquire d and 
a groundwork of e-xpe-rinie ntal knowle-elge 
is being laid upon which it will be* possible 
to builel when the proper time 1 for aetion 
arrives. The* olel committee, consisting 
of W. H. Bates, W. F. Murdoe-k and W. 
H. Lee. with the addition erf R. L. Polk, 
was continued for the- ensuing year.

Perhaps n<» single' re-port pmveikeel 
more eliscussion or brought forth a gre ater 
fh»o«l of expediences than that erf W. H. 
Lee freun the- Committee on "Frauds." 

Mr. Le>c lvceuinted the- expediences had 
in Bridge-port in preise-e-uting the- ine-n 
who had atteinpte-d te> collect fre.in the 
Warned ceirset people- on fake e-oiitrae-ts. 
The- fakers put up two thousand dollars 
bail money, which the-y forfeited rather 
than stand trial. 

The- catching erf the- Brielgeport gang was 
directly traceable to the- "warning" cir- 
cular issue-el under the- auspices of the- 
Assentation ; and Mr. Lee- e mphasi/.e I the 
ge>e>el work aeceiinplishe-d through 1 he- 
issue- erf this brochure-.

phatically the belief t hat publicity was 
the most efficacious agency which could 
be employed in the fight against the fak- 
ers. The only way to put the frauds out 
of business was to make the business un- 
profitable; ami the business could best 
be rendered unprofitable through putting 
the business community on its guard. 
The effort should be constant, and not 
spasmodic. In the absorption of busi- 
ness, men were prone to forget details as 
to a side issue: ami to this pronciicss to 
forgel fulness as to the details of contracts 
made for advertising the faker owed all 
his success. Kefresh the minds of the 
business public by means of circulars 
issued at regular intervals, and. in the 
opinion of the speaker, the faker, in the 
community where this agency was em- 
ployed, must fade away.

Secretary Hates reported as to the 
difficulty experienced in getting a law 
framed which should make the operation 
of fake directories a felony — a proposition 
looking to the attainment of this end 
having been broached at t he precedingcon- 
vention. The difliculiy lay in the attempt 
to differentiate. Special legislation was 
not permissible; and a law broad enough 
to prohibit canvassing and soliciting on 
objectionable publications might be abus- 
ed and in practice become unduly op- 
pressive. A draft of a law was made for 
presentation to the last New York legis- 
lature, but it was open to so many objec- 
tions that the effort to secure its intro- 
duction and passage was abandoned: 

V *C 

S. H. Smith, of. the Caron Directory 
Co.. Louisville. Ky.. reported that in the 
effort made to prosecute the fake opera- 
tors in that city it was found impossible, 
under the law, to draw any indictments 
under which they could be held on a crim- 
inal charge. Their operations were made 
pretty expensive for them, however. 
W hen it was found that they could uol be 
held on any charge stronger than ob- 
taining money under fal-e pretenses, they 
sought to forestall prosecution by buying 
Up every one who might he interested 
in pushing i h« case. The money wrong- 
fully obtained from the parties who swore 
out the warrants for their am st was re- 
funded: the detectives who were inter- 
ested in the case through the one hundred 
dollars reward offered by the Association 
for the conviction of fakers were placated 



by the recognition of their claims; and 
a leading criminal lawyer whom the 
Caron Company sought to employ for the 
prosecution was found to have previously 
received a retainer of two hundred and 
fifty dollars from the other side. 

ji 

The net result has been to make it ex- 
tremely interesting to the fake fraternity ; 
and that their business has be< n profit- 
able is amply evidenced by the fact that 
they have had an abundance of money 
to put up whenever prosecution was 
threatened, t >f course the crowd has 
not been put entirely out of busimss. 
They have been at it so long that it is 
the only business they know. But they 
have lost their "front." and have no 
longer the slick and well-fed appearance 
which they formerly pr*s<nted. On the 
contrary, ihey have lost much of their 
nerve, are decidedly "down in the heel.** 
and are fast degenerating into common, 
cvery-day "beats.'* 

.The results accomplished are all the 
outcome of publicity, and of concerted 
action. The deterrent effect of the stand- 
ing reward of one hundred dollars offered 
by the Association is conceded to be very 
great. It at least inducts a large degree 
of circumspection. One amusing inci- 
dent in connection with the publication 
of the offer of this reward was told by Mr. 
Henderson, of "Winnipeg, of a. man who 
had been canvassing for a worthless 
"vest-pocket" business directory, who 
found that this notice was exercising a 
baneful influence on his business, and 
who in consequence came into his (Mr. 
Henderson's) office, and wanted a certi- 
ficate from him to the effect that he was 
not a faker. It is perhaps needless to 
say that he did not get what he wanted, 
even though his monumental cheek 
might si-em to have been entitled to 
recognition.

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The social side of the meeting can 
neither be overlooked nor underesti- 
mated. It is always a pleasure ami an 
inspiration to nuvt and mingle with the 
gentlemen composing the Association, 
whether at the business sessions or around 
the social board. Our genial host, H. H. 
Donnelley, provided for the occasion of 
our one evening in Chicago a delightful 
coaching party and a dinner at the Wash- 
ington Club which was thoroughly en- 
joyable. Among the many good things 
which were served up for the delectation 
of the guests, a dissertation by .Mr. A. V. 
Williams of Cincinnati, treated so hu- 
morously and effectively the subject of 
frauds, that we reproduce portions of 
his scientific treatise. 

WORMS. 

It is not my claim to have discovered the family 
of worms of which I propose to tell you. but 1 do 
claim to l>c the first to name and .scientifically 
classify them. 

Name— "Yhimfs Dikkctohii Faki." or, in plain 
English, the "Fake Directory Worms." 

Ha hit at. -Fiuted States. Canada, some Foreign 
countries and Hades. 

Vaiuktil's. — There are a great many varieties, 
among which may lie mentioned, (ioodhartus, Fal- 
lonius, (iilus. Oeistus. Fessendcnus, Wahis. 

( i en era i. Ohskkvations. — They are migratory 
in their habits, appearing here, there and when ieast 
expected; vary in size and weight, but have the 
same measly characteristics, and are active at all 
seasons of the year. Bite is not dangerous, but 
makes the victim smart, not smart enough how- 
ever to escaj»e another attack. Periods of ex- 
haustion sometimes occur, and at such times I have 
found that alcohol in its various forms (anything 
from whisky straight to champagne) would cause 
them to take on new life and vigor. They seem to 
I fully understand multiplication and addition, but 
are entirely lacking in a knowledge of subtraction 
and division. 

Food. — They work principally in the Directory 
Publishers' vineyard. Preference is for "green" 
things, "soft v things, the greener, the softer, the 
better; are also very fond of the tender shoots, 
known as "suckers." Their appetite grows by what 
it feeds upon. The vineyard is not entirely de- 
stroyed, but left in such a condition that a return 
may be made. The portions attacked usually be- 
come quite feeble, but in time the worm-eaten 
plants renew their strength, anil strange to s.iy, 
are not only in condition Kir another visit from the 
worms, but seem to regard it favorably. 

Sensitiveness. - They are usually sensitive when 
approached and immediately try to escape. I have 
noticed this peculiarity of those observed in Cin- 
i tiuati, that when disturbed they begin to squirm, 
t-.ke the shortest way to the Suspension Bridge, 
and reach Kentucky as quickly as jKiasible, prolxably 
in search of blue grass. 

In Captivity they lose that "gingery" appear- 
ance they have when free, and grow despondent, 
but they are slippery, and their vermicular con- 
struction is such, that in spite of all you can do 
they wiggle out tf the tightest of places. 



Microscopical Examination.— Under a power- 
ful glass are seen their tongues, which they can uae 
glibly; "scratchers," "raisers" and "erasers" are also 
observed, the use of which not only astonishes their 
victims, but usually brings on an attack of worm 
colic. The microscope further reveals the fact 
that they secrete an acid which is extensively used 
in obliterating ink, and also shows they are provided 
with the means of cutting and trimming paper to a 
nicety, from which peculiarity 1 had thought of 
calling them "cut" worms. 

Remedy. — So serious have been their depreda- 
tions to Directorj' Publishers' vineyards, that our 
Association has taken steps calculated to rid our- 
selves of these pests, and while the remedies em- 
ployed have l>een somewhat successful, it is a facf 
that the worms are still with us. A^ter much 
thought and consultation with scientific men as to 
the proper remedy for their destruction, it seems 
to be the general opinion that Paris green, admin- 
istered in proper doses, would be more effectual than 
anything heretofore tried.

A BIO JOB. 

The Trow Directory Company recently 
completed the work of transferring from 
the Registration Hook of (ireater New 
York to cards the name of every regis- 
tered voter in that territory, the number 
of which was 088,81"). Secretary Hates 
says of the job : 

"These names were taken from the registration 
books, which were delivered to the company by 
order of the State Superintendent of Flections. 
First copy was received at twelve, night of October 
14th. and next on the following night same hour. 
On the Friday and Saturday of the following week 
the third and fourth batches were delivered. The 
information that we had to transfer to cards, con- 
sisted of the Flection and Assembly districts, the 
name, place of residence, age, how long in the dis- 
trict, nativity, place of residence, where last regis- 
tered, and date. Where the place of last residence 
differed from the present residence, the cards were 
kept by themselves, and then assorted into streets; 
while the Flection and Assembly district in which 
that street was located had to l*» found on an index, 
and transferred to the card. The cards were then 
placed with those in which no change in residence 
had occurred and all were filed in cabinets and labeled 
according to the Flection and Assembly district 
that each drawer contained. The whole work was 
completed and delivered to the State Superinten- 
dent on the 25th of the month, three days after the 
last copy was received. We worked at>out 450 
people on the job."

WILLIAM E. MURDOCH 

Prominent anion": the men who by per- 
sonal efforts and business skill have built 
up the directory business of today, and 
than whom no one is better known, more 
universally respected or more deserving 
of success, is William Edwards Murdock, 
of Boston, who at the last meeting of tin- 
Association of American Directory Pub- 
lishers was reelected its President. 

Mr. Murdock was born in Candia. X. II. 
Sept. 15. 1S44. At eight years of age his 
parents removed to West Boylston, 
Mass. Here he attended the public 
schools, and later the Howe Academy at 
Billerica and the Lancaster Institute at 
Lancaster. Mass. L'pon leaving school, 
he learned the printer's trade at the es- 
tablishment of Henry .1. [lowland, Wor- 
cester, Mass., where he was working in 
1K(*»| , when the civil war commenced. In 
September he enlisted ill the 2"»th Mass. 
volunteers ami served until the muster 
out of his regiment in August, 1S66. tak- 
in tr part in many of the eventful engagC-

ments of that period; among tin in being 
the Burnside expedition to North Carolina, 
the battle s of Roanoke Island, Ncwbera, 
Goldsboro', and the subsequent campaign 
of the armies before Petersburg. During 
tip war his trade as printer led to his em- 
ployment for a time on detached service 
in the Government printing office in 
North Carolina. 

At tin 4 close of the war he worked for 
a time in Boston with the old firm of A. 
Mil Ige & Son: but in 1866 became asso- 
ciated with the directory business in the 
employ of Sampson, Davenport A: Co. 
In 1876 Mr. Murdock was admitted to

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DIRECTORY EXCHANGES. 

The Hrt.l.KTlN has been asked by a 
very good friend to take up the question 
of "establishing up-to-date directory files 
in every office," through the medium of 
mutual exchange. It is always a pleasure 
to oblige — more than ever would it be a 
pleasure to oblige this particular eorre- 
rcspondent ; but we must confess to ap- 
proaching the subject with a more than 
usual amount of diffidence. The proper 
solution of the problem presented not 
yet having taken form within our brain- 
pan, we are not certain that the outcome 
will be just in harmony with the views 
of our friend. 

It is scarcely possible to make un or- 
acular pronouncement on the subject. 
Custom in the matter varies so greatly 
that it is by no means clear that any 
general rule can be laid down which will 
fit the case. Our correspondent urges 
two reasons for a general exchange, 
which may be roughly stated thus: 

First, that thus patrons of any publisher ran 
Rain information as to the other cities ut hi* home 
office. 

Second, because by such a method we can in time 
induce the general advertisers, who are using almost 
exclusively newsprnjiers and street curs, to i:se the 
directory, because it wouldreaih a larger class ot 
people and cover a greater territory. 

As a general proposition it may be 
conceded, as set forth in the first "reason" 
given above, that the directory library 
will prove a convenience to the public. 
Further, it may perhaps be conceded that 
this convenience afforded the public will, 
in the form of good-will, react for the 
benefit of the publisher. We say "may 
perhaps be conceded," for we are aware 
that there are exceptions. There are 
cities where the principle of quid pro quo 
literally prevails, and where it is the rule 
to exact a fee for every reference to a 
directory. While we believe it to be true 
that in the long run it will prove to be the 
best business policy to make friends of 



one's patrons by extending the courtesy 
of single references without charge, yet 
the fact that a contrary practice has been 
successfully maintained renders it im- 
possible to formulate any rule which shall 
not take this fact into conside ration. At 
the outset, therefore, we run across a fact 
which seems to make for the putting of 
the question of exchange on a commer- 
cial basis. As we should not expect to 
get "something for nothing." if we h»ok 
for a financial return we must expect to 
make an investment proportionate to the 
anticipated return; or in plain English, 
be willing to pay for the books for our 
libraries. 

Hut if the expected return is to be 
merely in the shape of that intangible 
asset denominated "good-will*" — what 
then? Well, even this has an element 
of self-interest. We maintain libraries 
because we expect that in some way it 
will benefit us. There is no pure philan- 
trophy about it. We. as publishers, ex- 
change with other publishers whose views 
and whose aims are the same as ours. 
And we exchange practically to the ex- 
tent that we find the practice to be 
mutually beneficial. 

This is an awfully sordid view, we are 
aware; but we an«endcavoormg to look 
facts in the face and these facts unfor- 
tunately seem alj to be stamped with the 
dollar-mark. 

It would be an onerous tax on many 
publishers to institute a general system 
of exchange, even on the basis of equal 
values. Many directories are rarely or 
never sought for reference. They would, 
simply cumber the shelves and prove of 
no practical value in the offices of some 
of our larger directories, whose books, 
on the other hand, are sought and are of 
value everywhere. Again, there are com- 
munities which are so thoroughly sub- 
urban and so nearly out of touch with 
the world of business that there is rarely 
a call for an outside directory: and here, 
again, the burden of maintaining a library 
which was not wanted would be onerous 
to the publishers. 

The question of exchanges, it seems to 
us. resolves itself into one of mutual ac- 
commodation. And the extent to which 
this accommodation is to be extended 
must be decided by every man according 
to the conditions and the necessities of 
his immediate surroundings. The Bri.- 
1.KTIN believes in exchanges; it believes 
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in the maintenance of as complete a 
library as possible for the benefit of di- 
rectory patrons. It also believes that 
exchange libraries are mutually helpful 
even in the matter of influencing adver- 
tisers. Hut it is by no means disposed 
to insist upon the infallibility of its lie- 
liefs; because, as already pointed out. it 
is a matter which must be left to each 
man to decide according to the circum- 
stances of the individual case. 

LIMITATION 07 CONTRACTS 

The Hi i.i.ktin was lately the recipient 
of a request for an opinion as to the legal- 
ity of an advertising contract "for a 
directory for the period of 1004" should 
the directory itself not be published until 
December. 1904. "According to the 
terms of the contract, " writes tin* in- 
quirer, "it would appear that the sub- 
scribers would be obligated to pay for ad- 
vertising for an entire year when the 
directory is actually in existence for only 
a few weeks during I he said year. This 
would seem to be manifestly unfair to 
the subscriber's and advertisers." We 
subjoin a copy of the contract, barring 
only names and dates. It is a little pe- 
culiar, differing from any other contract 
we have ever see n. We would be glad 
to have the opinions of those who have 
had experience with advertising contracts 
as to its provisions. In the particular 
contra-t submitted the blank alter "per- 
iod" wa< filled in with "1004." This 
does not seem to have been the intent of 
the blank contract : and it was evidently 
the feature which gave to it an apparent 
ambiguity.

As we understand the inquiry, it is as 
to what relation the date upon a direc- 
tory bears to that particular issue of the 
directory, and what effect, if any. it 
might have upon the contracts given for 
that directory. The question would seem 
to hinge upon trade usage, and its determi- 
nation to turn directly upon what the 
date imprinted upon a directory is under- 
stood to signify : and upon that assump- 
tion the reply was based about as follows : 

In general usage, the date imprinted 
on a directory is understood to be for 
purposes 'of indentification. and is in- 
tense 1 primarily to indicate the seqin net; 
of the hooks, and secondarily the year 
during which the particular book was 
issued. The date "1004" would be un- 
derstood to mean that the book was is- 
sued during the year named, in contra- 
distinction to one which might have been 
issued in 10OM. or to one which might be 
issued in 1005. It is not under-stood 
generally that the contract for advertis- 
ing in it particular book guarantees any 
definite length of time during which that 
hook is to have currency. The contract 
is for that particular, individual and de- 
finite issue of the directory which is 
marked by the year framed thereon and 
specified in the contract. 

Regarding the particular contract 
which is submitted, while it is faulty irr 
that it lacks defiuitcness in the descrip- 
tion of the particular book intended, it 
would still, in intent, come within the 
rule laid down. It is evidently intended 
to serve the purpose of a continuing 
contract for a term of years; and this 
contract was made or intended for the 
second year or the second period of the 
publication of the work. It was ap- 
parently left somewhat indefinite be- 
cause of a lack of certainty as to the fre- 
quency of issue, or as to the time within 
which the work could be completed. It 
could hardly be construed to mean that 
the advertising was for a given calendar 
year, as in a newspaper. If the directory 
was issued, say. December 2olh. it would 
naturally have vogue until the appear- 
ance of the succeeding volume, which, in 
the nature of things, could hardly be in 
a less tirtte than a year. It is hard to 
imagine a fraud or a hardship upon ad- 
vertisers or subscribers. The advertise- 
ments will continue during the life of the 
book, which will certainly not be less than 
a year. 
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A MOMENTOUS QUESTION. 

The chain of correspondence was set 
in motion by an apparently simple in- 
quiry from an earnest seeker after light. 
Hut it has been unfeelingly handed about 
for opinions until, with its various en- 
dorsements, it is strongly suggestive of 
the Circumlocution < Mice or a War De- 
partment report.

The one who guesses 
nearest the numl>er of hogs in the county gets a 
pair of new shoes. The man who guesses nearest 
the number of plows, gets a tea set: and so on down

William P. Atkinson was born in Dur- 
ham, Eng.. June 10. 1S42. He was two 
ami one-half years oil when he arrived 
in the United States. His first occupa- 
tion was that of a mule driver in the coal 
mines in the anthracite regions. His first 
employment as a printer was upon a 
newspaper in Pottsville, Pa., when thir- 
teen years of age. He was in that city 
at the time of the reign of terror, when 
the Molly Maguires were operating in 
that section, and on account of his and 
others' opposition was in battle with 
members nl the gang in which shots were 
exchanged fieely. 

.Mr. Atkinson enlisted in the civil war 
in 1NG2, and part of the time was upon 
detached service and managed a news- 
paper in Louisville called the Kentucky 
Loyalist. He was mustered out at the 
end of the war and went to Philadelphia, 
where he was employed as a printer. 

In ISOfi he married Miss Caroline Jack- 
son, of Philadelphia, and shortly after- 
wards removed to Frio, taking charge of 
a newspaper known as the Lake City 
Daily. Mr. Atkinson began publishing 
the Frie directory in 1K71 and issued the 
book annually thereafter excepting for 
the year 1N72; a period covering thirty- 
three years, in which thirty-two books 
wen i published. He associated himself 
with the Krie Daily Herald in 1SS0 and 
was with them for twenty-two years. 
He leaves a widow and five children. 

BENJAMIN R. SHERIFF. 

Benjamin H. Sheriff, son of John K. 
and Susanna Sheriff, was born Januarv 
«th. 1S42. in the city of Baltimore. Md!, 
which was afterwards the scene of his 
activities; and where, after an illness of 
five months, he died May 20. 1904. of 
Bright's disease. During the late civil 
war, Mr. Sheriff served in the Confederate 
navy, and was on the Merritnac at the 
time of her engagement with the Monitor. 
He entered the directory field in the sev- 
enties, publishing the Richmond city 
directory, and other directories in Vir- 
ginia. Later he was connected with Col.

In lS.X.i he and a 
Mr. Taylor began the publication of a 
Baltimore city directory in opposition 
to Mr. Woods, three editions of which 
were issued. In July. iSKo. he became 



associated with It. L. Polk & Co. and 
continued as manager of their Baltimore 
office until his death. Mr. Sheriff was a 
man of remarkable force and strength of. 
character, and by his fidelity to the in- 
terests entrusted to his care, his broad 
fellowship and generous impulses, coupled 
with strong traits of character, he en- 
deared himself to all who knew him. 



ABOUT OPTIMISM IN BUSINESS 

Fred. M. H listed is the publisher of the 
directory of Oakland, Cal., but the field of 
his activities is by no means restricted to 
this San Francisco annex. His surplus 
energy finds expression in the publication 
of various other directories; and when in 
need of relaxation, he floats out on the 
Pacific to get out a directory beneath 
the balmy skies of Hawaii. In a little 
talk with a newspaper man anent the 
Honolulu directory. Mr. Husted advanced 
some ideas which have so much more t han 
a local application, that we venture to 
reproduce them. There are "knockers" 
aplenty outside of Honolulu. 

If a merchant or professional man refuses to give 
an order for the local directory, he usually feels 
obliged to give his reason for the refusal and that 
reason is never that he does not consider the direc- 
tory a useful book or one that is n benefit to the 
community at large. He cannot afford it; he does 
a strictly cash business and has no use for it. He 
explain* all alx>ut his methods, gossips altout his 
neighbors, "knocks" his competitors, kicks al>out 
taxes and municipal extravagance, swears he knows 
the country is going to the "demnition bowwows" 
and probably winds up by asking the price of a page 
add and signing an order for five times as much as 
the solicitor originally suggested. There seems to 
be an impression abroad in Honolulu that the city 
is experiencing hard times. Some of my friends 
tried to dissuade me from attempting to publish 
this year. They thought 1 would find it impossible 
to do business enough to pay expenses. The man- 
ager of a daily newspaper told me I had his sym- 
pathy. Hut I am an optimist. I have confidence 
in people. I would rather have confidence in j>eo- 
ple and occasionally be deceived than not to have 
confidence. A life of caution and suspicion is a life 
of misery. I'd rather go broke every oiher year than 
live that way. We went cheerfully to work and 
the result htm amply justified my confidence in 
Honolulu. We have taken more orders here than 
ever lieforc. They average smaller but the total 
amount exceeds all previous records. I am still an 
optimist. 1 believe in Honolulu. I believe in its 
present as well as in its future. If some patriotic 
citizen would hire a highbinder to kill off a few of 
the more prominent knockers it might serve as a 
warning and cure the smaller fry of the pernicious 
habit. "One swallow does not make spring" nor 
one kicker hard times; but what everylwdy expects 
is pretty sure to come. When a man thinks he has 
the bellyache, he usually has it. and when a whole 
city full thinks and says it's hard limes it usually 
is — when a man permits himself to get scared he is 
pretty sure to lose his grip, and fear is infectious.

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ARE OUR CITY DIRECTORIES KEEPING 
ABREAST OF THE TIMES ? 

BY CHARLES d'w. MAHCY. 

It may seem to those of us who have 
been making directories for a generation, 
and have witnessed the revolutions which 
have taken place during that time in 
methods of labor and business, that the 
Held we occupy is the only one in which 
no great progress has been made. Direc- 
tories (iiid the method of making them 
seem to be about what they were in the 
days of our initiation. And so when we 
note the spirit of the times, and see new 
ideas succeed to-day which were un- 
t bought of yesterday, we are led to in- 
quire if we are keeping up in the race. 
If new ideas and methods are needed in 
our business, or a wider adoption of such 
as have been tried and proved of value, 
we cannot continue to succeed without 
them. We should share in the progres- 
sive spirit of the times, and be alive to 
any forward movement. 

The directory meets certain needs of 
mankind, common to all. which can never 
be ended nor in any other way so well 
supplied, whatever changes may occur in 
business methods or ways of living. It 
is unique in that it is outside of the fields 
of invention or discovery. AH unknown 
schemes for improvement dependent 
upon mechanical genius have failed. 
For aesthetic progress it is dependent, upon 
the printer and the binder. If improve- 
ment is demanded, it must be sought in 
the development of system and order in 
the conduct of our business, and in the 
adoption of those methods of work which 
will most completely secure fulness, ac- 
curacv, uniformitv, and clearness of 
statement. 

What is proper and desirable to incor- 
porate in a directory must be determined 
by the judgment of the publisher, who, 
by training and experience, has become 
an expert upon this point. There is no 
absolute test of what is useful ojther than 
his experience. The adoption of new 
features is not necessarily progress, bines 
, of information which are already covered 



by other publications should be left there. 
The business public with whom we deal 
do not wish us to make our books munic- 
ipal registers, statistical year books, nor 
telephone directories. They understand 
the legitimate scope of a directory, and 
if that is well covered will support it. 
The public is alert, inquiring, and ex- 
pectant, but they appreciate the useful 
and practical far more than what is 
merely new or novel. The directory is 
not a field for visionary schemes or ex- 
periments. Features which satisfy the 
public should be adhered to, but new 
ideas which have not been tested should 
be carefully considered before adoption. 

Mechanically, there is no class of pub- 
lication in advance of our directories, 
taking their objects and uses into con- 
sideration. With a few exceptions they 
are printed on excellent paper, and the 
print as good as should be desired. Hing- 
ing is almost uniformly superior, and the 
best to be had. 

ftf MAP. 

Every directory should contain an ac- 
curate and legible map of the city it 
represents. 

STREET DIRECTORY. 

* A street directory which does not give 
cross-streets and the intersecting num- 
bers, ami the ward or section of the city 
in which it lies, is not up to the times. 
If.it also gives in this section the location 
upon the streets of public buildings, 
churches, office buildings, hotels, theatres, 
and other similar information its use 
and value is certainly increased. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

This department is no better than it 
should be in any of our books, and in 
some it is evidently neglected. As to 
fulness of detail, there is the necessity of 
limitation in our largest cities. As to , 
its location in the book, the convenience 
of the publisher must decide. Perhaps 
in other matters special consideration 
should be given to varying local condi- 
tions. Hut as to form and order of classi- 
fication there is considerable opportunity 
for improvement. 
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HOUSE DIRECTORY. 

A house directory, or the arrangement 
of names by street and number, is of very 
doubtful value in a regular city directory. 
It has its uses, but we do not think justi- 
fies the cost of its compilation and publi- 
cation in the regular directory. Some 
experiment has shown that at the same 
price its insertion dot's not increase sales, 
nor its withdrawal lessen them. It 
should be made only when the demand 
and support will permit of its publication 
as a separate book. 

ALPHABETICAL DIRECTORY. f ?" 

Our directories vary too greatly in the 
fulness of this department, the propor- 
tion of names to population ranging from 
about 20 to over 50 per cent. As Chicago 
contains nearly 30 per cent., there is no 
/ valid excuse for a smaller ratio in any 
city. In cities of less than half a million 
the proportion should be 40 per cent, 
and upward, if good work is done. 

Opportunities for improvement seem 
to be (1) in greater attention to securing 
the names of women. The feature of 
giving a wife's name in connection with 
that of the husband can safely be adopt- 
ed. The growing prominence of women 
in professional and business interests 
entitles them to a place in the directory. 
Their names should be taken at business 
places as fully as are those of men doing 
similar work. (2) More general insertion 
of some matters which we have been ac- 
customed to limit to the miscellaneous ■ 
department, such as the location of socie- 
ties, city offices, buildings, hotels, etc. 
(3) Years of trial have shown the feature 
of recording the fact of death or removal 
from the city to be a valuable and payirfg 
one, and those who have adopted it would 
not desire to discontinue it. (4) Obser- 
vation of the use of directories by the 
public has shown the unwisdom of too 
much, or of peculiar methods of. abbrevi- 
ation. As well omit a matter as make it 
too obscure to be understood. A most 
desirable improvement would be the 
adoption of a moderate and uniform 
system of abbreviations. 

ni'SINKSS DIRECTORY. 

In this, the need of the adoption of a 
clear, consistent, and uniform list of 
headings is evident. It will improve our 
books, and it will pay. We do not refer 
to the "special" or "paid-for" headings. 



which for the benefit of all concerned 
should appear in as numerous and varied 
forms as can be devised. But in making 
our regular headings uniform it will be 
found that each of us can largely reduce 
the number we use, to advantage of the 
public as well as ourselves. 

In making our classified lists we are 
compelled to keep two conflicting ends 
in view— the limitation of a business 
house to one heading, and completeness 
in our list. We should enforce the one- 
heading rule so far as we can without 
danger of apparent incompleteness in any 
of our lists. Some of our best books in 
other respects suffer by too exact enforce- 
ment of the rule, and appear to be incom- 
plete to those using this department. 

A DVERTISI X < i D E PARTM EXT. 

If in any respect our books are not 
abreast of the times, it is in this most 
important section. We regret that all 
directories do not make this a strictly 
separate department. We believe that 
it would result in financial advantage as 
much as in improvement of the appear- 
ance of directories. In this department 
we have fair opportunity for comparison 
with other publications. Cannot we 
learn from the magazines how to make 
this the most attractive portion of a 
directory, as it is mostly of our monthly 
periodicals? If a magazine mixes its ad- 
vertising with the reading matter, we at 
once class it as a cheap publication, which 
is compelled to sacrifice its character to 
the securing of advertising patronage. 

More study to make this department 
attractive is needed, if we will not fall 
behind; and more co-operation with our 
advertisers for securing special cuts and 
master which will enable the printer and 
engraver to display their highest skill in 
our pages. In this line is the feature of 
half-tone portraits, so successfully intro- 
duced and maintained by our Hartford 
member. If solicitors can be educated 
to use this idea rightly, it affords one of 
the best helps to benefit ourselves and 
our advertisers. 

We believe that the modern directory, 
with its hundreds of thousand of names 
and millions of statements of facts, con- 
stituting it the best-made record of the 
business, financial, and commercial inter- 
est of our cities, has been fully keeping 
pace with all other advances of civiliza- 
tion, and is to-day doing its part better 
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than ever before to make lift- easier for 
mankind. If we disregard innovations 
and seek to make the work we are now 
doing ideally perfect in every depart- 
ment, we shall continue to receive public 
approval and patronage. To accom- 
plish this, we must seek well-qualified 
assistants in every department, upon 
whom we can confidently rely to work 
with us. We can give attention to the 
employment only of men of character, 
ability, care, patience, tact, and energy, 
and their thorough training for the work 
required of them. We can make and 
keep a high standard for system, order, 
and thoroughness in their work. Hut the 
stream can rise no higher than its foun- 
tain. Every directory will be very near- 
ly what the one man in control really 
desires to make it. At all events, the 
spirit and tendency of his desires will be 
apparent in the work, to its advantage 
or otherwise. If he does not want the 
best, his work will not be abreast of the 
times. If he faithfully works for perfec- 
tion he will not quite attain it, because of 
the limitations upon all human endeav- 
ors; but he will prove his right to be in 
the place he occupies, will advance from 
good to better, and will be certain to 
receive public appreciation. 



CANVASSING EXPERIENCES. 

Frederick M. H listed, of Oakland, 
has that knack of felicitous expression 
which would embalm even the most 
commonplace occurrences in a halo of 
their own. He writes entertainingly of 
a few experiences lately had, as follows: 

I had a little experience the other day that 
amused me not a little and illustrated the intimate 
acquaintance the "directory feller" gets with the 
people of his district. I went out to take a block 
of residence, "just to show the boys how to do it," 
you know. As I was about to open the gate at 
one place, a determined-looking dog appeared in 
the immediate foreground exhibiting a full net of 
teeth in excellent condition. I wiut trying to hyp- 
notize the canine with the "poor doggy" racket, 
but without noticeable success, when two small 
boys, aged -1 and ti respectively, apj>eared on the 
scene; and the cider, eyeing me, I thought, rather 
suspiciously, inquired "wha 'd ye want?" Now I'm 
right at home with kids, and in less than a minute 
I had that boy climbing the back fence looking for 
his mother, and in the meantime was prospecting 
the little fellow for "pay dirt" as follows: 

"What's your papa's name, little man?" 

"My papa's name's papa." 

"Yes? what does he do?" 

After reflection— "He fights mama when he's 
home." 



Mama didn't show up, but at a pink tea in pro- 
gress at the next house, the ladies assured me, after 
the convulsion was over, that the boy's information 
was strictly correct, adding some conventional 
particulars, making it more complete. 

It's queer how confidential older people become 
with the directory man, though usually a total 
stranger. Not long ago I took a man's name, and 
on aaking his business he said "I run a faro lay-out 
at— such a place; hut I guess you better not put 
that in." 

A DIRECTORY FAMILY. 

When, some months since, we gave 
some account of W. H. bee of New Haven. 
Conn., one of the most successful direc- 
torymen of the country, we were not 
aware that he was probably entitled to 
further fame, as a member of a family 
which counted among its number one of 
the earliest directory publishers of whom 
we have knowledge. In 1677 there was 
printed for "Lee, Lombard Street," "A 
Collection of Names of Merchants Living 
in and About the City of London," which 
was but the second directory known to 
have been issued for that city, the first 
having been printed in 1597 The an- 
cestor of our W. H. Lee came to this 
country in 1834 from London, England. 
There was at that time quite a family of 
Lees in London, from which the Lees of 
this country sprung, including those who 
settled in Virginia, as well as those who 
settled in Massachusetts. It would ap- 
pear from the following clipping from the 
London Telegraph that one of them was 
engaged in the directory business: 

The first directory of I<ondon dates from 1595, 
Queen Klizabeth's reign. A copy of it is in the 
British Museum, entitled "The Names of All Such 
Gentlemen of Accompts as Were Residing Within 
the City of London." 

The next does not seem to have appeared for 
nearly 100 years. It was called "A Collection of 
Names of Merchants Living in and About the City 
of London." This was printed for Lee, Lombard 
Street, in 1677. The names were arranged alpha- 
betically. 1,790 in number. In a separate list were 
the names of no fewer than 44 l>ankers under the 
heading "Goldsmiths Who Keep Running Cashes," 
23 of them being then in Lombard Street. This 
book contains the name of the father of Pope, the 
poet. 

The first directory, expressly so called, was com- 
pleted by Brown in 1732, who soon issued it annu- 
ally and realized through it a large fortune. The 
earliest Post Office directory appeared in 1800, and 
successive volumes have been brought out yearly 
ever since.

RALPH L. POLK. 

Among the rugged hills of the historic 
city of Trenton, by the falls of the Dela- 
ware, during the year that evenly divided 
the nineteenth century, there was horn 
the son of a Presbyterian clergyman. 
Ralph L. Polk, since become well and 
favorably known throughout every state 
in America and in almost every city and 
hamlet, as a successful directory pub- 
lisher. Developing into a tall, slender 
youth, he seemed to have inherited the 
strenuous and intrepid character of his 
revolutionary ancestors, and to have 
been thoroughly imbued with the bold 
spirit which inspired their deeds in the 
memorable battle of Trenton where the 
immortal Washington crossed the Dela- 
ware, for at the immature age of 13 years 
he enlisted in the Army for the suppres- 
sion of the Rebellion, serving as a drum- 
mer boy. After the close of the war he 
returned to his home and entered Prince- 
ton College, where in due time he gradu- 
ated with high honors. 




RALPH L. POLK. 

In 1870 Mr. Polk engaged in the direc- 
tory business, establishing at this time 
the firm of R. L. Polk & Co.. which has 
since developed into one of the largest 
directory publishing houses in the world. 
Perhaps to the hardships aud perils of 
his early campaign in the Rebellion, with 
its long marches and exposure to the 
dangers and vicissitudes of war. hunger 
and fatigue, may be ascribed that stir- 
ring of the latent spirit which has since 
been manifest in the indomitable will and 
energy anil daring courage which have 
so conspicuously marked his later years 
and which have resulted in the upbuild- 
ing and firm anchoring of this great enter- 
prise. 

In appearance Mr. Polk is tall and 
slender, with a modest, quiet and unas- 
suming demeanor; but the student of 
human nature will find that the calm 
exterior is but a covering for an engine 
of tremendous force kept in perfect con- 
trol by a masterful mind. The broad, 
optimistic forehead is an evidence of 
confidence in himself, ami of his belief in 
his own ability to carry to success any 
project that he may undertake. This 
calm confidence removes any necessity for 
the noisy, blustering manner so common 
to men who lack faith in their own talents 
and who are distrustful of others. His 
is the forehead of a natural leader of men. 
The clear, deep-set eyes, the high cheek- 
bones and square, massive jaws, all de- 
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note the determination and strength of 
character that have marked his business 
career. Although a strict disciplinarian, 
unusually active and aggressive, with a 
disposition to thrust aside every barrier 
to success, Mr. Polk is nevertheless kind 
and sympathetic, generous and just in 
all his dealings with mankind. He is the 
personification of truth and honor, and 
is always willing to share profits with 
those who assist in making them. That 
he has been remarkably successful in 
everything he has undertaken is due 
largely to his faith in humanity and his 
capacity to overlook human frailties and 
to surround himself with capable assist- 
ants, whom he has been able to impress 
with his strong personality and to inspire 
with his own sense of justice and fair 
dealing. 

He has a wonderful faculty of concen- 
trating his thoughts and energies; and 
notwithstanding his slight frame, has ex- 
traordinary powers of endurance. He is 
able to apply himself assiduously to any 
task for many consecutive hours without 
refreshment or recreation, often from 
early morning to late at night, when he 
is wholly oblivious to his surroundings 
or the presence of others or to the flight 
of time. He spends practically all his 
time with business projects, yet he has a 
keen sense of humor, is fond of all athletic 
sports, ami is withal a genial, sociable 
gentleman, with that magnetism which 
attracts all who meet him. Devoid of all 
the arts of flattery, he is yet highly agree- 
able in manners and a thorough diplomat. 
He has the good will of his thousands of 
employes to an exceptional extent, and 
is one of those men whom every one likes 
to help to attain success. Mr. Polk's 
ripe experience and his thoughtful, care- 
ful methods enable him to reach highly 
logical conclusions; and his judgment on 
all matters on which he acts or expresses 
an opinion is almost infallible. 



That the efforts made by directory 
publishers to suppress fake directories 
and to warn the public against their 
operations are appreciated by business 
men. frequently finds manifestation. The 
following extract from a letter received 
by Sampson & Murdock Co. is proof di- 
rectly in line. It is perhaps needless to 
say that the collector in question did not 
keep his appointment : 



Being with you in the effort to suppress the fake 
directories, we would say that a man from the Reg- 
ister Publishing Co., Baird Building, New York, has 
shown us a directory of the United States with our 
headings in, and tried to collect $5 .50. We haven't 
been in this directory, but every year we have a few 
people who come in here who try to get our money 
for such director}'. Our experience has been such, 
that you are the only people with whom we deal in 
directories. Can you tell us whether this is another 
of the fakes or not? We told the man we thought 
it was a fake directory, and we usually inquired of 
Bradstreet's or the police about such directories. 
He protested his innocence, and said he would be 
in later. 



A KANSAS REVERIE. 

Col. Sam. Radges, of Topeka. inhislast 
book drops into reverie in a manner which 
can not but appeal to every man who has 
grown up with a town and issued its suc- 
cessive directories. The years come and 
the years go, bringing an ever lengthen- 
ing line of volumes on the shelves, to 
each of which attaches some special in- 
terest — but the Kansan expresses it all 
— here it is: 

W r hat surer index of a city's growth and develop- 
ment than its directories? What a mint of epitom- 
ized history the apparently dull and uninteresting 
lists of names contain? As the writer looks at the 
volumes of Topeka directories on the book-case 
shelves, representing thirty-five years of gradual 
advancement, he is to be pardoned if he drops into 
reverie. The first directory compiled by him in 
1869 — hardly larger than the old-fashioned blue- 
backed spelling book— is diminutive, indeed, when 
compared with the last volume. * * * * One 
wonders as the pages of names are scanned what 
has become of the people who once were the city's 
most energetic, laziest, richest, poorest, popular and 
unpopular, citizens of the early days. Where are 
the men who were considered among the town's best 
citizens when Topeka was in its infancy? Each 
name recalls a bit of history, and the whole gamut 
of emotions, from grave to gay, figures in these 
recollections of individuals. Some of the best and 
most substantial of Topeka's citizens of those days 
are still counted as such in greater Topeka. Some 
fought bravely in battles of life and won or lost as 
the wave of success caught them abreast or in its 
trough, and now are longingly looking Topekaward 
and waiting for Providence to send them to the old 
town which they regret having left. Others have 
won fame and fortune and become forced to seek 
broader fields for their talents. Still others are with 
us, loyally standing up for the town they helped to 
build. But enough of reveries. If is said that the 
past belongs to God, and the present only is ours. 
This is certainly a fitting motto for a directory, 
which, of all publications, must reflect the NOW. 
It must be up-to-date to lie of value and such has 
l>een the aim of the publisher.

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A COPYRIGHT DECISION. 

A decision recently handed down by 
the Tinted States Circuit Court for Mas- 
sachusetts raises the serious question 
whether the copyright laws furnish any 
protection whatever to directory pub- 
lishers. If the decision in question is a 
correct interpretation of the law , then the 
statutes are certainly in need of such 
amendment as will extend protection to 
work of this nature. It would seem to 
be an entire anomaly if work in every 
other class of book-making is to be 
protected, and that of the directory 
maker is to be thrown open to the virtu- 
ally free and unrestricted raids of even- 
pirate. 

The case came before the court on an 
appeal from the decision of a Master, 
which may be stated substantially as 
follows: 

The compiler of a general directory of a city has 
the right to take a part of t he names and addresses 
contained in another general directory, investigate 
such names and addresses, ascertain how far the ex- 
isting facts agree with the statements copied, and 
then to print and publish the results as his own, 
abandoning what is not found, changing what his 
investigations show should tie changed, and print- 
ing without change what he has by means of his 
own investigation found to be correct. 

Another Master in the case had previ- 
ously reached a contrary conclusion, and 
one more in harmony with the earlier 
decisions of the courts both in this coun- 
try and in England, holding in effect that 
the compiler of a later directory has no 
right to copy information contained in 
the earlier copyrighted directory, whether 
he verifies it or not. 

This opens up the whole question as to 
whether or not the publisher of a direc- 
tory has any property right in work upon 
which he has, guided by his experience 
and expert knowledge, spent both time 
and money. The court in effect holds 
that he has no such right : that, any man 
may appropriate the results which he has 



gained by the expenditure of his resources, 
subject only to the limitation that the 
man so appropriating the work shall be 
at the pains of verifying the same. The 
decision seems utterly abhorrent to every 
principle of equity. It is not common 
honesty. As well hold that a mechan- 
ical device which has been patented 
might be appropriated ami used by a 
subsequent inventor, provided only that 
he took the pains to prove that its prin- 
ciple was correct. 

In this opinion, the learned judge, it 
seems to us, misunderstands and mis- 
states some of the arguments advanced 
to refute the ruling of the Master. It i> 
not insisted that the compiler of a direc- 
tory "should not be permitted to go to 
the original sources pointed out by a 
former directory, and, after verifying 
the statement of the former directory, 
then to publish the names and addresses, 
if they are identical with those published 
in a former directory." This .statement 
exactly reverses the contention made. 
There is no denial that the original sour- 
ces are equally open to all. It is eon- 
tended, however, that a subsequent 
compiler should not be allowed to use 
the earlier work to guide him to these 
original sources: that his own investiga- 
tion must be original; that he shall not 
profit by appropriating the labor and 
skill of the earlier worker in order to 
lessen his own labor. 

The nub of the whole situation is ex- 
pressed by the Judge in one sentence of 
his opinion, where he states that the 
compiler of a subsequent directory 'is 
obtaining facts from original sources. 
using the old directory only to guide him to 
these sources. ,f And the rightfulness of 
this appropriation of the work of others 
the Judge distinctly affirms. 

These are equities in the situation 
which have hitherto not appealed in vain 
to the courts. Judge Grosscup has u| - 
held the right of property in the fruits of 
labor, enterprise and money as expended 
for the gathering of facts from original 
sources, holding that such enterprise 
should not "be denied appeal to the courts 
against the inroads of the parasite fe>r no 
other reason than that the law fashioned 
hitherto to fit the relations of authors and 
the public can not be made to fit the re- 
lations of the public and this dissimilar 
classof servants." And Juelge Lacomlw. 
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in a decision quoted in Thk Hullktix 
for March 1904, stigmatized the ruling 
that a compiler was priviledgcd to use 
the product of an earlier worker to sim- 
plify or lessen his own work, as "a harsh 
rule." and ''most inequitable," and one 
which would work great injustice to pub- 
lishers. 

The case will not be allowed to rest 
here. It is vital to established interests 
that the matter should be authoritatively 
ruled upon once for all by the highest 
courts. If it is finally determined 
that the statute as it exists is inadequate 
for the protection of directory copyright, 
then it will become necessary to obtain 
such a direct statement in the laws as 
shall place the matter beyond a perad- 
venture. 

A MOUNTAIN OF WORDS ON A MOUSE 
OF A SUBJECT. 

In the last Hui.letin an envelope slip 
issued by the Atlanta directory was re- 
produced, with the remark that the 
author was responsible. Neither the. 
writer's good faith nor his figures were 
impugned, nor was he asked to make 
good. However, we are glad to hear 
from the author, Joseph W. Hill, mana- 
ger of the Atlanta directory. Not only 
does he rise up boldly like a second Geo. 
Washington, proclaiming "I did it with 
my little hatchet," but he glories in the 
deed. It is not hard to call up a picture 
of the gentleman's majestic pose, as, his 
"eye with fine frenzy rolling," head 
thrown defiantly backward, one hand 
thrust within the bosom of his frockcoat, 
the other sweeping the air with command- 
ing gesture, he "denies the allegation 
ami defies the alligator." And these are 
his words: 

Dear Wright: — I am entirely responsible, and 
quite within the hounds of accuracy and truth, not- 
withstanding your inference to the contrary. We 
publish more than a thousand copies of the book. 
I figure that at least an average of 20 people consult 
each book every day; 1,000x20x365-7,300,000. 
Some books are referred to 100 or more times daily, 
others not opened at all. The average will run, I 
believe, at least twenty. Kindly give this currency 
in The Bulletin. 

Now, dear boy, there was at the time 

no "inference to the contrary;" but we 

will proceed to make one now. The 

statement was that "7,300.000 people 

consult the Atlanta directory." Now, 

how do you define "people"? Atlanta, 

we might say, contains 100.000 people. 

In other words, the term "people" used in 



connection with specific numerals to ex- 
press an aggregation of individuals, be- 
comes the equivalent of the word "'per- 
son." The statement we find to be in 
effect, therefore, that "7,300,000 persons 
consult the Atlanta directory." If one 
man consults the directory twenty times 
in a day, how many "people" is he? If 
he got himself together at the close of his 
strenuous day would he be a crowd? If 
he is not a crowd — if he remains but one 
person— then the statement, made after 
he gets through looking up the directory, 
that "twenty people" have consulted it 
is not correct. One person — one of the 
"people"— has consulted the directory. 
That he has consulted it twenty times 
does not made him "twenty people." He 
remains, as before, but one of the units 
gone to make up the "people." This may 
be denominated an incontrovertible 
statement. Hut that originally made, and 
reiterated in the letter above, is not- 
accurate, is not philosophical, and is not 
susceptible of successful proof. Heing 
neither philosophical, accurate, nor sus- 
ceptible of proof, the plain deduction 
would be that the statement is not in 
strict accordance with the eternal prin- 
ciples of truth — and there you have 
your "inference to the contrary." Now, 
will you be good ? 



"IT IS TO LAUGH." 

In November last, two men were ar- 
rested in New York for attempting to 
collect $50.00 for a half-page advertise- 
ment in what was termed, "Morgan's 
Huyers' Guide" claiming an office at 1505 
Locust Street, St. Louis, Mo. They were 
held in $1,000 bail and finally indicted for 
attempt at grand larceny. W. H. Hates, 
of the Trow Directory Co., examined the 
copy of "Morgan's Huyers' Guide," 
which was found in the possession of one 
of the men, and found it to be sheets fo 
the United States Husiness Directory, but 
containing no section covering Chicago, 
and so testified. It was also found that 
1505 Locust Street, St. Louis was a 
boarding house and no business conduct- 
ed there. The cashier of the concern 
from which the attempt at collection had 
been made, acknowledged his signature 
but stated that he never signed the order 
for $50.00, as he was prohibited by the 
rules of his firm from signing any order 
for more than $10.00. All of these facts 
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were presented to the jury, while the de- 
fendants did not put any witmwes on 
the stand. After the evidence was all in, 
to the surprise and chagrin of the prose- 
cution, the judge refused to lot the jury 
deliberate on the ease, informing them 
if any crime had been committed in the 
case/ and the evidence strongly pointed 
to crime, it was that of forgery and not 
grand larceny. He therefore discharged 
the prisoners, claiming they were not 
properly indicted. Such is the law. "It 
is to laugh." 



DIRECTORY CORRESPONDENCE SCHOOL. 

Lorenzo Stenhouse. for thirty years an 
active and successful directory canvasser, 
is taking a lay-off from the strenuosity of 
the solicitor's life; and while wintering at 
Atlanta, (la., proposes to conduct a cor- 
respondence class on directory soliciting. 
He intends, if encouraged, to devote some 
time to preparing and publishing a pam- 
phlet on "Winning Tips on Directory 
Soliciting," setting forth the strongest 
arguments in favor of advertising, coach- 
ing young solicitors to approach business 
men, and so forth. Mr. Stcnhouse is 
confident that he can take any directory 
now being published in the East, ami 
outline a policy, coach solicitors, and 
guarantee an increase of from $200 to 
$2000. He will dissect the directory 
carefully, pointing out where an increase 
of patronage should be made, and the 
arguments to be used in its accomplish- 
ment; and "will show how to overcome 
all objections to advertising that can be 
successfully combat ted." 

Mr. Stenhouse's project has the ap- 
proval and commendation of many of 
the leading men in the directory business 
and his entire fitness for undertaking an 
enterprise of this character is abundantly 
certified to. 



A DIRECTORY OF "MARKS." 

The Financial Red .Rook of America, 
issued by Orlando ('. Lewis «Sc Co., of 0 
Wall street. New York, might be easily 
designated as a directory of "marks" — 
not necessarily "easy." but none the less 
those against whom the shafts of every 
one having a scheme lo exploit will be 
hurled. The publishers term it "unique 
in its field." which is doubtless true: but 
that it can in any sense be deemed "a 
valuable contribution to financial litera- 



ture" is susceptible of proof. It is in- 
tended to be a comprehensive list of the 
wealthy men and women in the United 
States, in which will be included all the 
leading financiers, industrial magnates, 
retired men of fortune, women of inde- 
pendent means, managers and executors 
of large unsettled estates, and others who 
fill stations of marked financial responsi- 
bility. Over fifteen thousand names will 
be thus assembled. No specific estimates 
of wealth will be presented, these being 
carefully omitted as against public policy 
ami good taste. These names represent 
the enormous aggregate of r more than 
ten thousand millions of wealth

COPYRIGHT REVISION. 

The Librarian of Congn ss, in accord- 
ance with the surest ion in a recent 
report of the Senate Committee on Pat- 
ents, called a conference of those inter- 
ested in copyright revision, especially in- 
cluding representatives of the organiza- 
tions which have dealt with this ques- 
tion, for the purpose of obtaining views 
which will he useful in drafting a revised 
code for submission to Congress. 

This conference met in New York on 
Wednesday, May 31st , and was well at- 
tended by representatives of the various 
interests concerned. The conference was 
in se ssion for three days, and each article 
of the copyright law was thoroughly dis- 
cussed and the wishes of the various 
interests noted by the Register of Copy- 
right. It is the intention of the Librari- 
an and Register to go over all of the data 
obtained and draw up a bill to cover the 
wishes of the representatives as far as 
practicable, which bill will be presented 
to another conference in October. 

It was also resolved that a third con- 
ference be held in Washington. I). C. 
immediately after the convening of Con- 
gress in December, and that at this con- 
ference all the representatives of the vari- 
ous interests appear before Congress and 
petition them to take favorable action. 

On behalf of the Association of Ameri- 
can Directory Publishers. Secretary W. 
H. Rates, who is chairman of die Com- 
mittee on Copyright, submitted the fol- 
lowing suggestions in writing, as repre- 
senting the views of the Association. 

The Association of American Directory 
Publishers represent the publishers of 
all directories in all of the principal cities 
of the I'nitcd States with four excep- 
tions, to-wit : Philadelphia. San Francisco, 
Charleston and Savannah. 

Without exception, directory publish- 
ers have learned through experience that 
the present copyright laws afford them 
no protection, and with a view to chang- 
ing this condition, beg leave to submit 
the following for the consideration of 
this conference. 

First. That directories under the 
copyright laws should be segregrated 



from other books and be classed by them- 
selves. 

Second. The conditions surrounding 
their production are different from a 
written book. play, musical composition 
or work of art. and laws that would fur- 
nish protection to the latter named 
classes might not, and in fact do not, 
protect directories. In case of an in- 
fringement of an author, playwright, 
composer or artist, the infringement is 
readily detected; further, such works are 
mainly produced by the efforts of one 
person and evidence pro or con is more 
easily obtained. 

Third. The information for a direc- 
tory has to be gathered from original 
sources; and when so gathered, collated, 
compiled and printed should be consid- 
ered personal property and not subject 
to plagiarism without punishment. 

Fourth. In all directory cases that 
have been tried under the present laws, 
it has been necessary for the plaintiff to 
establish numerous instances of copying 
by the defendant before a case could be 
built. This multiplicity of counts con- 
sumed considerable time in gathering, 
as it has to be obtained by an examina- 
tion and comparison of the two director- 
ies, and this after the infringing directory 
has been issued to the public. During 
the time this examination is being made, 
the infringer is disposing of his directory 
ami collecting for advertisements that 
appeared therein, so that by the time the 
complainant has prepared his statement 
for the court to act upon and issue a re- 
straining order, the defendant has dis- 
posed of his issue and has collected the 
most of his accounts for advertising, and 
has nothing to lose in being placed under 
restraint. 

Fifth. After the case has been tried 
and the plaintiff has obtained an injunc- 
tion, the damage to the plaintiff is irre- 
parably done. If the defendant is or- 
dered to pay damages of any kind it 
invariably happens that he has nothing 
to pay with nor assets which can be seized 
and sold. All the plaintiff receives at 
the end of the suit is a large bill of costs 
from his attorney, so that his directory 
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is not only damaged in sale s 1 >ut a furtlu r 
loss Ims to be paid for obtaining a wort li- 
lt ss judgment. 

Sixth. The recent decisions of the 
Cnited States courts in New \ ork ami 
Boston have held that a person has a 
righl to copy nanus front an established 
and copyrighted directory, go to the ad 
dresses given and verify the name, 
address and business, then print the 
same in his imposition directory. This 
decision is now before the Tinted States 
Court of Appeals in Boston on appeal of 
Sampson A: M unlock Co. Should this 
opinion be upheld by the Court of Ap- 
peals. tin 1 copyright law. so far as direc- 
tory publishers are eonecrned. is abso- 
lutely worthless. If the copyright grant- 
ed to a publisher of directories docs not 
cover the te xt matter of a directory, of 
what value is it? 

Seventh. A directory publisher who 
publishes a firsl directory for a city, has 
to go to the original source for all of the 
information obtained, without the assist- 
ance or guide 1 of any previous work: 
assort, collate and compile the results of 
his canvassers' work. This represents 
property bought and paid for. and should 
be protected in law the same as any othe.i 
property. The- decision of the Cubed 
States Court previously mentioned, how- 
ever, refuses to grain to directory pub- 
lishers the right to claim directory matter 
as property, but have* established the* 
principle that directory matter is avail- 
able to anyone, with the privilege' louse- 
it for directory purposes and to the- injury 
of the original compiler, provided he 
verifies it. 

Might h. The data obtained and pre- 
served from each canvass enables the 
publisher to improve- in correctness and 
fulne ss eae-h succeeding volume, and is a 
part of his assets; hut if. after he- has 
publishe d his eline-tory. any person may 
appropriate- its contents by copying 
them, the-n proceed to verify them, thus 
being saved the- iliime-n-e- amount of 
labor and e xpense in producing a direc- 
tory the foundation of which the- original 
publishe r has paid for. it is equivalent to 
using the original publishers* capital for 
the- infringers' benefit.

Something ove r a ye ar ago. one Jason 
\Y. (Jeist was arreste d in Louisville. Ky.. 
on the charge of attempting te» defrauil 
through the> use- of false* contracts ami a 
bogus book. Through the- machinations 
of a shrewd lawyer and the iuadeijuacv 
of the- law he 1 was discharge ■!. In 
August last he was ai re ste el in Washing- 
ton, going then- unde-r the- name- eif 
(irahain. while atte mpting to colic e-t 
SPS.OO from B. B. Karnshaw for adver- 
tisements in the Mercantile (lazcttcer. 
ostensibly published by .1. H. Howard A. 
Co.. of New York, a 'copy of which he 
carried in a hand satchel. Mr. Karn- 
shaw detained him in conversation while 
he sent one- of his employes for an officer. 

deist, or Joseph Craham as he- was then 
called, was arrested by Janu s A. Spring- 
man, of the Metropolitan police force-, 
and through the- information obtained 
from him. one Riehanlson was arrest- 
ed. The- ease did not come- to trial until 
March 1st; but then it had a conclusion 
which made amends for all delays, 
(ieist and Richardson we re found guilty 
and each given a sentence of two years 
in the penitentiary, together with a fine 
of ten thousand dollars, or in default to 
stand committed further until pai<l. 
After motions for a new trial and in 
arre st of judgment had been overrule d, 
an appeal to the Court of Appeals was 
noted, and the ilefclitlants were remand- 
ed to jail.

The hook 
for which the man was supposedly 
soliciting was the "I'nited States Trade 
Directory." with «»Hices in New York 
and Chicago. The only effort made 
seems to have been to collect in advance 
for headings and advertisements. Any 
one who paid in advance would be loth 
to eonlVss it , for tin 1 fraud is apparent on 
its fan-. There is no such directory 
published: and the form of order used 
lias neither name or address for identi- 
fication.

A\ attempt was made at tin- last 
session of the Xew York legislature, to 
have enacted a law looking toward the 
suppression of fake directory operators. 
A bill was introduced for this purpose, 
was referred to the committee on judici- 
ary, where it was given a hearing, and 
there seemed every prospect of its re- 
ceiving favorable action, no one appearing 
against it. when it attracted the attention 
of some printers in Xew York, who 
thought they saw in it a conflict with the 
statute of limitation*. They succeeded 
in having the bill taken from the com- 
mittee on judiciary and transferred to 
the committee on rules and regulations, 
familiarly known as tlte "graveyard." 
This was so near to the close of the ses- 
sion that there was no chance to get the 
bill again before the house before ad- 
journment.

l.v Richmond, through the efforts of 
J. L. Hill, of the Hill Directory Co.. one 
T. A. Bruce, claiming to be the repre- 
sentative of the Publishers' Collecting 
Agency, of Xew York, was arrested for 
attempting to collect on bogus orders. 
Yarious merchants had previously given 
orders fe»r displays in a dhvetorv. for 
which they paid in cash; being induevel 
te> sign a voucher te> the effect that they 
"had paid" a certain number of dollars. 
In due- season these' turned up. of cenirse. 
as onlers for adveTtising for varieuis 
amounts. The 4 authorities were fortu- 
nate' enemgh to catch the' e>perator re*d- 
haneleel. He» put up bail of niic thousand 
dollars for his appearance for trial, but 
when the* day of the trial arrived. Mr. 
Mruce was ne»t the re, and the' State' is a 
thousand dollars ahead.

The canvass of homea and business houses was 
painstaking and thorough, and how little reliance 
wa.s placed upon the laat 1 directory that of 1903) 
is ,«hown in the fact that there was a total of 
74.305 change* to be made in getting out the new 
book, which contains 105.031 names, or an increase 
of 41,007. while 25.024 names were eliminated 
from the old directory. 

Tui: Smith's always fill a considerable- 
angle' e»f vision in the city elireetory. ami 
are the butt e>f many newspaper gibes 
anel allusions. Perhaps it is not un- 
natural, therefore*, that one* e»f ihe most 
plentee'tisly described men in any elirec- 
torv shetuld be a Smith. He is fetuml in 
Salt l.ake City, alsei very naturally, ami 
it take s cemsiderable space in the elire c- 
teu-y e>f that city t<> se t forth his prouel 
array of offices and to tell in the briefest 
ptissible form who he' re*ally is.

ALPHABETIZATION. 

It is a long time since Thk Bt LLETIX 
had anything to say on the subject of 
alphabetization. This has not been be- 
cause there remains nothing more to be 
said, nor because there has come to be 
any greater degree of uniformity in the 
practice. On the contrary, so far as the 
editor's observation has extended, the 
practice remains just the same as before 
his lucubrations on the subject. But 
just the same, some of the practice is 
wrong. - and based on a false analogy. 
For example, the press notes as a con- 
templated improvement in one directory, 
that whereas "North Capital" had here- 
tofore been classified under "X" and 
"South Capital" under "S." it was pro- 
posed in the new directory that "both 
should be classified under C." Now we 
are not disposed to cavil, if local custom 
justifies the disregarding of the prefixes. 
If it is the custom to consider the Street 
and to speak of the street as "Capital." 
there is ample justification for ignoring 
the descriptive words. But to ignore 
does not change the fact. If the official 
designation is "North Capital." tin name 
is not changed through the change of the 
classification. It should go in "N." just 
the same as "Saint John" goes in "S" 
and not in "J", or as "North America" 
and "North British" go in "N" and not 
in "A" or "B" respectively.

Which leads to the remark that many 
directory compilers are guilty of gn»s 
solecisms in alphabetization in their treat- 
ment of words of this character. For 
example, in the work of one of the best 
known firms in the business, whose books 
are rightly regarded as standard and 
setting a mark to be followed, we find 
about this alphabetization: 

North American Insurance Company. 
Arthur L. clerk. 

British & Mercantile Insurance Co. 

Carolina Mica Co. 
" Charles K. teacher 
The above are simply cited as ex- 
amples. The same system is followed 
through the entire list. Is this right? 
"North" is an individual name— a family 
name. The various members of the 
North family ate differentiated and dis- 
tinguished by the individual descriptives 
"Arthur L.," "Charles K." and so on. 
Are the other names classified with them 
of tin- same character? Are the words 
"American," "British." "Carolina." as 
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used above, words qualifying or describ- 
ing "North" in tlu* same sense as do 
"Arthur"' and "Charles?" It will scarce- 
ly he maintained that they are. Are not 
"North America" and "North Carolina" 
entitled to the dignity of being treated 
as units? Leaving "North British" out 
of the question for the time being, are 
not "North America" and "North Caro- 
lina"' individual entities which require to 
be treated as a whole? Would it be con- 
sidered proper in classifying " United 
State-" to write it "ditto States?" 
Would it be considered proper to write 
say : 

Saint Amand John B 
Andrew Arthur 
Ktienne Paul 
" ( leorge Xortnan 
We opine not. Yet the analogy is 
precisely the same. The last half of the 
word in all these cases does not qualify 
or describe the first half. It is an in- 
tegral part of a separate title. En- 
cyclopedias, dictionaries, and all al- 
phabetized works treat such words as 
"North American." "North British." 
"North Carolina." as compound terms, 
having an entity of their own. Why so 
many directories should persist in such 
nil utterly unscientific principle of alpha- 
betization it is difficult to understand. 
The practice is wholly indefensible. 
There might be some sense, for example, 
in printing "British. North, see North 
British." for the purpose of index and 
reference; but then* can be no justifica- 
tion, in an alphabetized work, to use a 
concrete example, wholly aside from the 
impropriety, for interposing "North Brit- 
ish" between "North. Anna" and "North, 
William."

Chauncey M. Silliman. long, well and

ployes and associates of R. L. Polk A: Co.. 
died at the home of K. J,. Polk. March 
22. 190.5. after an illness of four weeks 
duration. Stricken February 24 with 
effusion of the brain, from which he 
seemed to be recovering, he was removed 
from the hospital March 17, to Mr. Polk's 
house.

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COPYRIGHT AGAIN. 

The question of copyright is one of 
vital consequence to thr publishers of 
directories. It is of the utmost import- 
ance t hiit tin- owiu r of a directory should 
be able to defend his property, and pre- 
vent any unauthorized use of the contents 
of his books; and copyright is the one 
safeguard which the publisher has against 
the appropriation of his work by pirates 
or interlopers. We say it is the one 
defense which he has. It would be 
bi tter to amend the expnssion, perhaps, 
and sav it ahouhl hr his salt guard. 
Copyright has been regarded as a de- 
fense and a safeguard against piracy. 
Through years of legislation there had 
gradually been built up a series of de- 
cisions based on the theory that the 
work done on a directory was original 
work, and that the man under whose 
direction the work had been done, and 
who paid for it, was entitled In be pro- 
tected against the unauthorized use or 
appropriation of this work by another. 
Proof of such unauthorized use. in what- 
soever degree, was followed by nstraint. 
together with judgment for damage 

suffered. 

Kilt lately this theory of the law. 
built up with suvh infinite labor and pains, 
ha> b ( en nidi ly ovirset. first through 
the e'natiou of a din dory as an illustra- 
tion iu an arguna ut by the judge of a 
I'uited Male- court ill a school-book 
ease. to istabli-li llie pi'oposilion thai 
copying was lawful in ceriain eas: < it 
n course was had to the original sources 
lor proof ; and lat. r by a di eisioii in a 
Massachusetts eoiirt which followed this 
citation as a ruling. While 1 he decision 
has lu , n jij.pi aled to a higin r court in 
oi'ihr to obtain a final and aut horii al w v 
decision on the point in rout roy< r-y. it 
y.-t calls at o-uriou to the inadequacy o| 
the di fi nsf which the din ctoi-v pub- 
lish, r has under existing statute s. p 



the courts refuse to accept proved cas< s 
of copying as presumptive evidence of 
the unlawful use of the copyrighted 
work, then the publisher is absolutely 
without recourse, and his book may be 
used with imp-unity as the basis for that 
of a rival.

'flu trouble seems to hinge upon the 
dilliculty experienced in deciding as to 
the place among bonks occupied by the 
dinctory. Is it a ••compilation" or an 
"original work"? In whichever class it 
might be placed, however, it would still 
set in as though llie work was propi rly 
entitled to copyright protection. I'n- 
der "an original work" of litt rature. 
both American and llnglish practice in- 
clude a wide range of publications, such 
as compilations, which it is difficult t>< 
define by law. The 4 compiler of such 
a work is rightly held to be the author, 
and if such work is done by a compih r 
or compilers under the direction of an 
editor or publisher who directs and pays 
for the work, the proper right is with 
such person as the author and proprietor. 
If. on the other hand, the obtaining of the 
information from original sourcts. to- 
gether with its statement, arrangement 
and classification, constitute "original" 
work, then such work should without 
(piestion be entitled to protection. 
The fact that the same information is 
open to all. should not liar llie man who 
iirst digs up the information and givis 
ii form from denying the "right" to 
"copy" his statement of the fact even 
for the purpose of proving its correct nrss. 
"Copyright" means not hing unless it si - 
cun s this "right" to tit ny the privih ge to 
"copy" for any purpose whatever, with 
out proper credit or compensation. 
*' k 

The burden of proof put upon tie 
directory publisher by the decisions n - 
fetlc d to is unnecessarily oppressive. It 
is conceded that the copying of any 
inn 1 polated matter which has no real 
< \ist( nee. such as "fake" nanus or im- 
possible address* s. is an infringement of 
copyright : but it is denied that the 
copying of such interpolated matter 
creaii s a pr< sumption of the itnpropi r 
use of the copyrighted work. To estab- 
lish a ease, then fore, it would throw 
upon the owner of the copyright of a 
din dory the onus of proving that in 
. arh individual case outside of the false

and inisleaeling information used as a 
"trap." the information in tin 1 pirate 
work was nut verificel. This creates a 
condition of unwarranted hardship. 
K 

The difficulty lies, of course, in the 
fact that the statute as framed does not 
fit conditions as they exist. The law 
had in mind primarily the provision of 
safeguards which should prevent the un- 
authorized use of, or deny the "right" to 
"copy" without permission, the products 
of the imag'umtion. whether in literature 
or art. New conditions have developed 
with tin 1 lapse of time; work other than 
that purely of the imagination has 
been recognized as lit subject of copy- 
right ; and yet the terminology of the law 
has remained unchanged. These changed 
conditions should he distinctly recog- 
nized in tin bill which it is proposed to 
submit to the next Congress to take the 
place of the existing body of law relating 
to copvrisrht. 

** & 

And this leads us to submit the views 
of a leading lawyer who has given the 
subject of copyright as pertaining to 
directories much thought. Tin 4 difficul- 
ties found in the conditions to which we 
have briefly adverted so appeal to him 
as to make a separate enactment se( m 
the only remedy. Whether it would or 
would not he feasible to obtain the pas- 
sage of a law <>n the lines laid down, the 
propositions as set forlh are worthy of 
study. They are as follows: 

A COPYRIGHT LAW FOR 
DIRECTORIES. 

1. That an iiuh />i n<L til art should be 
passed for the purpose of protecting the 
rights of publishers of copyrighted direc- 
tories and similar publications. This 
seems the hettir course, rather than to 
amend existing acts. The proposed act 
should be properly entitled and compre- 
hensive enough in its scope and provi- 
sions to emhrace all the following reme- 
dies and remedial measures. 

'J. The proposed act should be care- 
fully worked out in detail, made to 
harmonize as far as may he with the 
general plan and system of the I'nited 
States statutes, and should embrace and 
cover the following lines of remedies: 

a. A provision thai any person, firm, 
or corporation intending to enter upon 
an enterprise of publishing M directory or 



similar publication should be required, 
before beginning the actual work of can- 
vassing, to prepare under oath a declara- 
tion of his intention, showing the nature , 
scope, character, and territory covered 
or to be covered by his proposed work, 
and file the same in the office of the Clerk 
of the Circuit Court for the l'nite> I States 
where his principal office is located. 

b. A provision that at the time of 
filing such declaration he shall also file a 
bond in such penal sum and with such 
sure ty eir suretie s as shall be 1 appn>ve«l, 
in writing, by the 1 Cnited States bistricl 
Judge', and properly conditioned to pro- 
tect others against piracy and infringe- 
ment. The- act should clearly outline 
the form of the ceunlitiem so as to be 
ample in its provisions for the 1 protection 
of othe r publishers. 

r. A provision giving the right to sue 
this bone I to any p; rson conceiving him- 
self to be aggrieved. 

*l. A provision that it shall not b< 1 
ne •eessary to file 1 such <le edarathui or bond 
in any case whe re' the' work is but a Re- 
publication or new e-ditie>n of an already 
existing or establishes! weirk, unless it 
shall be- especially ordered by the Dis- 
trict .Judge on the* application of any 
person interested, on cause' shown. 

i. A provishm that any person inter- 
estenl may apply to the' District Judge' or 
Circuit Court to compe l the filing of such 
bond or dee-laration. or a large r be.nel, or 
a bond with more responsible 1 sure ty, as 
the' case* may be-, full discretion slmuhl 
be' given te. the District Ju.lge anel Cireuii 
Court to I'oVer the- different e-a-es that 
might arise. 

/. A broad provision authorizing the 
publisher or owner of any existing 
directory or similar publication, to file- a 
bill and obtain an injunction againsl 
furthe r pr«»ce e -dings by rivals or siispee-lenl 
rivals, unless such declaration and be>nd 
shall have- been eludy and pmpcrly fileel. 

>/. A broad preevisiem making it man- 
date. ry upon the Circuit Courts to grant 
early and expeditious hearings in such 
e'ases. 

; /. A breiad preevisiem making it a 
misile'ine-aimr on the' part e.f any person 
wilfully violating provisions a and h 
almve\ 

/. A provisum making it a misde- 
meanor on the part of any eliiveteuw 
pttblisher who wilfnllv pirates copy- 
righted matter.

A FAR EASTERN FRACAS. 

In previous numbers of Thk Bii.i.ktin 
we have noted at various times the issue 
of directories published by (leorge 1". 
Witton and the Bulletin Publishing Co. 
at Manila. It seems a long way off to 
search out "a fight" but adviees indicate 
that there is in fact something of a scrap 
for the Manila field. Mr. Witton. who 
is spoken of as one of the best advertis- 
ing men in the far Kast. and who had a 
contract to handle the advertising of 
several of the largest Oriental directories, 
entered the Manila field about three 
years ago and undertook to make a com- 
plete directory for Manila and the Philip- 
pines. He signed a- large number of 
three and five-year contracts, and col- 
lected about $20,000 on the first issue. 
There was some dissatisfaction because 
of the style of compilation, which did 
not find favor with the American popu- 
lation, used to the methods prevailing in 
the States; and the fact that Mr. Witton, 
whose interests cover the entire Kast. 
was seldom in Manila, further militated 
against him. 

(\ W. Hosenstock. whose apprentice- 
ship was served on some of the Polk 
Pacific coast directories, established a 
monthly issue of a business directory in 
Manila in .June. 1903; and after publish- 
ing it a year, turned il into a city direc- 
tory, to be issued every three months. 
The fact that so many changes take place 
in Manila in all departments of the 
(Jovernment as well as of commercial 
houses, and the continual arrival of new 
clerks and officials from the States, is 
deemed to make a quarterly directory 
necessary. The Hosenstock directory 
seems to be gaining ground. Witton's 
directory for 1004 was distributed in 
January of this year, and this fact is 
used to his disadvantage. 

»* *P 

Tin: Boston opposition has been ad- 
verted to several times in the course of 
the last two years, in the columns of 
Tin: lit l i t tin . and it only remains to 
chronicle tin 4 last act and ring down the 
curtain. On February 20th a perpetual 
injunction was issued against the delcnd- 
ant company, prohibiting it from using, 
or m fling, or offering for >ale, any copy 
of its 1004 City Directory of Boston, he- 
can>e of exlctisive illegal copying from 
Sampson A: Murdoek Co.'s Boston Direc- 
tory. The complainants. Sampson A 
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Murdoek Co.. were awarded their costs 
of suit, but no damages or profits, they 
having waived recovery of same because 
of the fact that they had suffered no 
pecuniary damage through any impair- 
ment of their business ; and thedefendants. 
so far from having made a profit, bad 
suffered a loss of approximately forty 
thousand dollars. 

>' 

Tiik "Hartford Directory Publishing 
Co." was formed last March for the pur- 
pose of issuing a directory of Hartford. 
Kast Hartford and West Hartford. The 
company issued a directory in July, 
which they sold for one dollar. The 
enterprise is manifestly a "knock" at 
the old established (leer directory. The 
work can not continue to he issued at a 
profit at the price at which it is sold; 
and it remains to be seen whether the 
business community will permit a firm 
which has given such conscientious ser- 
vice to the city as have the (leers to be 
injured by any such device. It is not 
at all probable that the business men will 
countenance such practices. 

SOMEWHAT PERSONAL. 

Roiu:kt Mitch m.l Floyd, of Boston, 
publisher of the Trade Press List, and 
member or secretary of so many Associ- 
ations that it would take a larger paper 
than Thk Bi ixktin to find space for their 
titles, blew into our office for a too brief 
moment while the directory canvass was 
still on.

Book and 
the chief towns of the county as well a- Latah 
county. 

ILLINOIS. 

Aurora The Interstate Publishing Co of 
Marion. Ind.. prospected for what the New.- terms 
"one of their iwo-dollur hand I wok directories." 

Chicago The Chicago Directory Co, issued its 
1905 l>ook July 17. The Record-Herald thus 
epitomizes it: "Co. id muling for those who enjoy 
literature that is essentially practicar* is contained 
in this volume, exceeded as it is in size and amount 
of diversified information only by Webster's dic- 
tionary To persons who want to know, it is in- 
dispensable. Tliis includes jtemins in every walk 
of life. The advance sale has been unprecedented. 
1'. -sides containing nearly 700,000 names, it is a 
glossary of everything in Chicago. Incidentally, 
the publishers have computed the present popula- 
tion of I he city at 2.273,000, an increase for a year 
of :il.7W> or .014 |>er cent. This is declared to 
be a h» all hy increase," 

The Directory of Directors in the city of Chicago 
was issued by "the Audit Company of New York 
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in .!utii». It contain* the names of al>out 12,000 
husines* men who are directors in banks, insurance 
companies, and what not, in that city. 

The Chicago I,aw Director}-, issued in June, 
contains the names' of 5,079 attorneys. 

Chicago Securities for 1905. listing properties of 
a local nature, or of general character with n local 
interest, was issued in May. 

The I-akeside annual guide to Chicago, contain- 
ing a description of all places of interest, as well as 
a guide to all places of amusement, clubs, public 
buildings, etc.. was issued in April. 

Downer's Grove - The Kelmecott Press pre- 
pared a directory for this village: and a copy there- 
of they promised would lie placed in every house 
free of charge. 

East St. Louis— Carroll's East St. l/ntis and 
East Side Directory was issued March 30th. The 
volume now includes East St. Ixmis, tlranite City, 
Venice, Madison. Brooklyn, Edwardsville. Colli ns- 
ville and the settlement at the National stock 
viirds. The aggregate imputation of these cities is 
100.000 of which East St. U>uis has aliout 50.000.

The work will be first class, the directory new and 
complete as far as it goes, and the patrons will 
profit by their names In-ing posted in conspicuous 
places. The Courier has never doubted the integ- 
rity of Mr. Ilouck for he has proven his honesty by 
the iwyment of a bill he could as well as not lieatcn 
The Courier out of." All of which sounds very 
rich from a directory standpoint. 

Moline -The Moline-Hnck Island directory was 
issued .bine 3. It gets this notice from Moline: 
"Handsome new directories of the seventh edition 
of the well known H X. Stone »v. Co. issue ure 
U-ing distributed in the two cities. The new 
directory is gotten up in excellent taste, and is 
somewhat more compact than previous ones owing 
to the use of thinner and letter paper. In contents 
the new directories are sujxrrior to all predecessors 
and every detail of information is provided and 
brought down to date." And this enigmatical 
notice from Kockford: "From cover to cover the 
new directory is a compact, concise directory. 
Collectively there are no more pages than in the 
190-J directory, but the type is smaller, though not 
painful to the eye." 

Pekin— Of the IVkin directory we learn that 
"the canvass has l>een thorough and it is thought 
that none have been overlooked." And it is mysteri- 
ously intimated that "there will be several new 
features in this directory which are not found in 
the old one ami. so far as is known, are not used 
in the directories of anv other city in the Tinted 
States."

"Those who 
have carefully examined it say it is the most com- 
plete and reliable city directory issued here in 
years." 

Muncie- The 1905 directory, compiled by 
Charles Fmerson, "the most complete of its kind 
ever printed in Muncie." was issued May 22. 

New Albany^The Caron Directory Co. of 
Louisville W-gan work June 7: and Mr. Stephen 1>. 
Smith, whom we will vouch for as a good fellow 
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and a good judge of Kentucky vintage, gets his in 
this way: "Mr Smith is personally known to all 
the people of New Albany. He has lieen connected 
with the Caroti Company in all its publications for 
this city. He is a business man of reliability and 
integrity and all his representations in relation to 
his work mar 1* depended upon with absolute 
fidelity.'' 

Peru— The Marion Directory Co. issued a direc- 
tory of Pent in May. It '•fills a long-felt want," 
of course. 

Richmond — K. I.. Polk A Co. are at work on 
a directory for this burg. 

South Bend— The South Bend Directory Co. is 
preparing a new directory, the work being in charge 
of John L. Miller. 

IOWA. 

Marshalltown— "The first complete directory 
of Poweshiek County" was issued in May by A. 
O. Price. 

KANSAS. 

Fort Scott-R. L. Polk A Co.'s Sioux City office 
prepared the directory for this place which was 
issued in June. According to the newspapers, the 
publishers have ' a mission," which is '"to over- 
throw the department houses in large cities," which 
"do more to destroy small cities than any other 
agency." To this end they "refuse to insert the 
names of the taxpayers in the smaller towns and 
rural districts." 

lola — H. L. Polk A Co.'s directory was delivered 
in March. lola "gets hers" thusly: "The popu- 
lation is determined by using 2 J as a multiple, which 
would give lola a population in the neighl>orhood 
of 14,220. lola in the official census of 1900 had a 
population of .1,791," and lola sets right up and 
crows 

Ottawa— It. I.. Polk A Co. started work here in 
May. 

Parsons— Polk's peripatetic pioneers pleased the 
plain people of Parsons with their imputation 
pleasantries. The directory was issued in May. 

Winfield— The Prewitt-Dunham Directory Co. 
has issued a work for this city. 

KENTUCKY. 

Bowling Green— A new directory was issued 
the last of March. 

Henderson— Col. K. L. Starling issued a diree- 
torv in May which "contains 2f>5 pages and is a 
veritable encyclojiedia of the city of Henderson 
and vicinity." 

MICHIGAN. 

Ann Arbor— (ilen V. Mills issued his directory 
of Ann Arbor and Ypsilanti in April. The work 
gets this press endorsement : "The Imoks published 
by the foremost directory firms in the I'nited States 
are not more satisfactory and complete than the 
works put out by Mr. Mills." 

Detroit— Frank A. Barrett is working on his 
new music directory, which this year takes in 
Wavne County and Windsor. 

Flint— It. L. Polk A Co. issued a directory of 
Flint and (ietiesee counties in June. 

Grand Rapids— Manager H. F. Murray ex- 
I>ected to have his Imok out before the first of Au- 
gust. Mr. Murray states a truth generally appli- 
cable when he says: "The directory man aims to 
get the j>coplc who do business and earn their 
living in Grand Itupids ami city lines do not scare 
Imii from his purpose/' 

Houghton - The Houghton County directory 
whs isMteil in .lime. It i> ilius suecintly descril>ed: 
' The lmok contain- the name and address of every 



person living in the county as well as his occupa- 
tion, if any. It was published by K. I„ Polk A 
Co. of Detroit. It is 24 inches thick and contains 
1.230 pages. Houghton County business men have 
patronized the directory publishers well as all 
available space and margins are filled with cop|*r- 
dom advertisements." 

Jackson — The new directory issued in May. was 
thus welcomed: "The red" covered directory 
volumes which each year mark a milestone in the 
life of the city are again making their appearance 
R. L. Polk »« Co. are the publishers of the latest 
volume of compiled municipal information. There 
are a number of errors apparent at the first glance, 
but in spite of its drawbacks, the directory is an 
old friend." 

Lansing — This year's directory is a "pocket 
edition," being bound in flexible cloth covers and 
the pages are smaller than those of the directory 
of last year. It was issued the last of June." 

Menominee— The directory of Menominee and 
Marinette was issued the middle of April, by R. 1.. 
Polk A Co. "It was l>adly needed and was re- 
ceived by the patrons with open arms." was the 
press comment. 

Saginaw— Apply by Rros. issued a rural route 
directory in March.

The papers very sagely 
say that "in a city the siie of Austin there are more 
than a thousand people who move from the city 
every year and out of this targe number there are 
always some who have lived in the city many years." 

Minneapolis— J. C F. Fly, manager, expected 
to get out the work by July 20— a full month earlier 
than usual. 

St. Paul — The St. Paul directory, under the 
efficient management of Theo. F. Smith, was issued 
the middle of July. 

MISSISSIPPI. 

Natchez— Maloney's directory was issued in 
April. 

Vicksburg— The Maloney Company is prepar- 
ing a directory for this city. The Post says ' it 
promises to be the most complete and creditable 
work of the kind ever seen in Vicksburg."

to cam- out the Hoye work."

Butte— R. I.. Polk ft Co.'s directory was issued 
the last of April. It is recorded of it that "like 
Abou lien Adhem the names of the Sullivans lead 
all the rest in the big camp, there l>eing 498 in the 
directory, the Smiths, Browns and Joneses taking 
a I jack seat." 

Helena — R. L. Polk ft Co. of Montana, Charles 
X. Thompson, manager, issued Helena in June. It 
is a clean, clearly-printed l>ook; and figures out a 
population of 2(1.000 for the city. 

Missoula — Says the Missoulian: "Manager 
Charles X. Thompson, of the Polk Directory Com- 
pany who, with his force of men, has been at work 
in Missoula for the past three weeks compiling the 
new l>ook, left last evening for Hillings where he 
will commence work upon compilation of a like 
book in the cow country metropolis." 

NEBRASKA.
